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There is no copyright on this book, in-fact, it breaches copyright laws. Hundreds of 
newspaper articles, photographs, and whole pages of books, are reproduced in this 
publication without the holders of their copyright even being asked whether they could 
be used. | have spent over a period of almost a year-and-a-half, |’d estimate, over 
£500.00 pounds collecting the articles reproduced in this book, predominantly from 
online archives which charge for access. But, I’m far from wealthy, so in some cases 
(particularly for the New York Times archives), I’ve not reproduced the entire article 
(most charged at $3.95 each), but just the free preview, and only quoted from that. 


The majority of newspaper articles reproduced in this book have been reformatted to 
make the text as large as possible. An article which fills a column 2 inches x 28 inches, 
i.e. the entire length of a broadsheet newspaper page, would not be legible in this book 
(produced on Microsoft Word, A4 sized pages) in its original form. In some cases, I’ve 
also tidied-up the articles, by deleting ink stains or smudges, but not a single letter of a 
single word has been altered in any of the articles reproduced in this book. 


Several of the articles in this book have been reproduced from Google-book’s ‘Snippet 
View.’ In effect, Google permits you to view the page through separate letter-box 
windows, these images can be captured and pieced together. But Google purposefully 
excludes one letter-box window on each page, although a Google search allows a user to 
learn what the text is on these restricted windows. On these few cases, | have filled in 
the text behind the restricted window manually. 
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On December 14, 1945, the world learned that six million Jews had been murdered by 
the Nazis. It was on that day, in the German city of Nuremberg, that the signed 
confession of a SS Major was presented as evidence at the trial of the major Nazi war 
criminals, in which he had admitted; that six million, was the number of Jews the Nazis 
themselves had estimated to have murdered. 


But in reality, December 14, 1945 wasn’t when the world learnt that the Nazis had 
murdered six million Jews. As prominent Zionist leaders had been repeatedly 
proclaiming that six million Jews had been murdered by the Nazis since the latter 
months of 1944. Over a year before the Nuremberg trial even started. 


September 29, 1944, is the earliest published claim that six million Jews had been 
murdered, this author has found. August 13, 1943 is the latest (of many) predictions that 
six million Jews would be killed, this author has found. I’m not including here the writer 
who was bold enough to claim in January 1939, that Hitler had already killed six million 
Jews! 


Further research has revealed an undeniable Jewish, or more precisely; Zionist, 
obsession with the exact number of six million Jews, being on the verged of death, 
dating back to 1915, or arguably even earlier. This undeniable obsession was first hinted 
at by the rediscovered in 1995 of an article published in New York in 1919 (no.63 in the 
list in this book), and this Zionist obsession was undeniably proven in Don 
Heddesheimer’s superb book The First Holocaust, originally published in 2003. 


In this chapter I’ve reproduced over 180 articles or newspaper adverts, which claim 
6,000,000 Jews are on the point of annihilation. | could have reproduced over a 1,000. | 
saw little point in reproducing articles which only mention the numerous Jewish “six 
million” campaigns in passing, or each version of the same article published in more than 
one newspaper. But the main reason this book is not 1,000 pages thick, is because I’ve 
included less than 1% of articles I’ve discovered, regarding Russia prior to the overthrow 
of the Czar. ‘Six million’, whether rightly or wrongly, was the figure usually put forward 
as the Jewish population of Russia from around 1890 onwards. Even Stalin wrote in 1913: 


“Of the five or six million Russian Jews, only three to four per cent are connected with 
agriculture in any way.” 


As the Czarist regime held an unfavourable opinion of Jews, reproducing articles 
claiming six million Russian Jews are being done-in, would likely be dismissed as merely 
containing the estimated number of the Jewish population, whilst ignoring the clearly 
exaggerated claims of Jewish suffering. Especially when contrasted with U.S. newspaper 
coverage of the Soviet famines of 1921-1922, and 1932-1933, which were generally 
ignored, and in some cases, outright denied. 


The overwhelming majority of the articles in this book were rediscovered by myself, and 
many are reproduced here for the very first time. They all add up to prove, that Zionists 
had been predicting the downfall of precisely six million Jews for decades before Adolf 
Hitler came to power in 1933.

Dr. Gottheil said that he was in the posi- 
tion of a father’ who was bound to obey 
his own son and had been told that he 
must not speak long. ‘ But.’ he added, 
“TIT cannot retire without telling you of a 


man who came to me some time ago from 
the native soil; one who. came, not driven 
forth, but of his own free will, with horny 
hand, bronzed face and sturdy figure. In 
him I saw the success of the Zionist move- 
ment, for I took him as a messenger Who 
told that our uspirations are not dreams.

While there are in Russia and Rumania six millions 
of Jews who are being systematically degraded, and who periodically overflow the 
western frontier, there must continue to be a Jewish question in Europe; and 
while there are weak governments, and ignorant and superstitious elements in the 
enfranchised classes of the countries affected, that question will seek to play a

OUR LONDON LETTER.’ 
By Our Own Correspondent. 


LONDON, Feb. 5. 


The death of Leo N. Levi truly 
caused a shock to the whole com- 
munity here. A) gentleman who, as 
everybody is well aware, strived for 
the rights of the Jéws in the red coun- 
try of Russia, Red with the blood of 
its Jews. The dailies here gave long 
accounts of the life and work of the 
deceased and paid splendid tributes to 
him. I am informed from a trust- 
worthy source that in the smaller 
chevres of the East End (which I 
think can be designated as the “East 
Side” of London) services were held 
for the late Mr, Levi. Such a man 
deserves it! 


A largely attended meeting con- 
vened by the Sheffield Zionist Asso- 
ciation was held on Sunday evening. 
Mr. S. B. Harris, President of the 
Association, occupied the chair, the 
chief speaker being the Rev. 5S. Al- 
fred Adler, son of the Chicf Rabbi 
and minister of the Liverpool Hebrew 
Congregation. The chairman, who 
mentioned that the Shefficld Associa- 
tion had been in existence five years, 
urged upon those present how neces- 
sary it was that they should seck to 
aid the millions of their brethren who 
lived in countries of oppression and 
persecution. Referring to the mag- 
nanimous offer of the British Govern- 
ment of territories in East Africa, the 
consideration of which had introduced 
ill-fccling into Zionists’ deliberations, 
he said one would have preferred wait- 
ing for Palestine. The action of their 
delegates at the Basle Congress, how- 
ever, had proved otherwise. He 
thought, however, that the sole aim 
of the Russian, as well as other Jews, 
should be the Holy Land. He looked 
to Dr. Herzl as a leader of the Zion- 
ist cause. 

The following resolution was pro- 
posed and seconded: “This mecting 
is desirous of placing on record its 
high appreciation of the indefatigable 
labors of Dr. Herzl on behalf of the 
Jewish nation, and tender to him their 
sincere thanks for his strenuous exer- 
tions to ameliorate the condition of 
the poor and oppressed Jews and 
recognize him as the great Zionist 
leader in whom we place every con- 
filence.”’ 

The Rev. S. A. Adler had ‘an en- 
thusiastic reception. He also recog- 
nized in Dr. Herzl a leader of the 
Zionist cause. He would not go so 
far as to say that he agreed with the 
political system of the Zionist move- 
ment in every respect, but the Zion- 
istic platform was broad, There was 
a great future. As an English Jew 
he gratefully recognized the kindness 
which his nation had received 
throughout the British Empire, to 
which they had proud privilege to be- 
long. But the ideal conditions which 
obtained in England did not hold good 
in other countries. He referred 
chiefly to Russia and the Balkans, 
where five or ex- 
isted under persecution. Although 
they might solve the Jewish question 
in England, they could not solve it 
in Russia. He appealed to the Jew- 
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ish nation not to make the Zionist 
movement a colonization movement 
only. Let it give new life to their 
religious and racial existence. The 
definition of Zionism was a home in 
Palestine. They could not regard the 
fruition of Zionism as something they 
would not sce in their own days, It 
was their duty to make for the next 
generation joy and not sorrow,day and 
not night, light and not darkness. He 
rejoiced in the time when the children 
of Israel should live in the clear air 
of Palestine, and when their plough- 
share would be once more heard in 
the meadows of the Promised Land.

It is 
estimated that the cost of the building 
would be nearly £1,000. There was 
a large congregation present when the 
opening service was conducted on 
Sunday evening by the Rev. G. J. 
Emanuel, who performed the service 
of consecration, The reverend gen- 
tleman, followed by the wardens and 
other honorary officers of the congre- 
gation, took up a position under a 
canopy, where the Rabbi exclaimed. 
“Open unto me the gates of right- 
cousness. I will enter them and 
praise the Lord.” Passages were 
sung by the Rev. J. Rosen as the 
rabbi and other gentlemen walked in 
procession to the ark, and psalms 
were chanted as they proceeded three 
times round the synagogue. After 
mincha had been recited by the Rev. 
J. Rosen, the Rev. G. J. Emanuel de- 
livered an impressive sermon and 
prayer. The prayer for the Royal 


family followed and the reading of 
Maariv concluded the ceremony. 


The death is announced of Herr 
Karl Emil Franzos, whose novels and 
sketches dealing with the condition of 
the Jews in Galicia, the Bukowina, 
South Russia and Roumania excited 
great interest throughout Europe 
some 25 years ago. 

Herr Franzos was born in 1848, 
near the Russo-Austrian frontier, and 
was educated at the gymnasium of 
Czernowitz and at the Universities of 
Gratz and Vienna. Until 1887 the 
scene of his literary labors was 
Vienna, where his first published work 
of any importance, “Aus Halbasien; 
Kuetwibilder aus Galizien, der Buko- 
wina Sudrussland und Roumania,” 
was received with enthusiasm and was 
ultimately translated into various Eu- 
ropean languages. His subsequent 
collections of short stories, “Die Juden 
yon Barnow,” and “Vom Don Zur 
Donan,” dealt with the same themes 
as his first book, and were full of 
local knowledge and color. In Berlin 
he edited the fortnightly magazine 
Deutsche Dichtung, and he occupied 
till the end of his life a prominent 
place in the literary world of the Ger- 
man capital. He has sometimes been 
called “The Jewish Dickens,” but his 
humbler genius burned with a softer 
and far fainter light than that of the 
immortal author of “Pickwick” and 
“Barnaby Rudge.” 


It is with deep regret that I an- 
nounce the death of Mr. Benjamin 
A. Elkin from pneumonia on January 
30. Deceased, who was born in 1859, 
was the eldest son of the late Jacob 
and Emily Elkin, and was educated 
privately and at the University Col- 
lege School and graduated LL.B, at 
Londen University in first class hon- 
ors in 1880. He gained the new prize 
awarded by the Incorporated Law So- 
ciety, passing first class honors in the 
final solicitors’ examination in 1880. 
In 1903 he started the firm of Elkin & 
Henriques, solicitors. In 1899, when 
the Baroness Hirsh Convalescent 
Home, Tudor House, Hampstead 
Heath, was opened, Mr. Elkin was 
elected first honorary secretary. With 
everybody connected with the home, 
from the president to the humblest 
convalescent, Mr. Elkins’ frank and 
modest demeanor won him a popu- 
larity which in individual cases de- 
veloped into strong attachment. 

Mr. Elkins was keenly interested in 
volunteering. For more than 20 
years he was in the Victoria and St. 
George's Rifles, retiring recently with 
the rank of Liettenant. 

The funeral was largely attended, 
among-those present being a detach- 
ment of officers of the deceased's regi- 
ment, who also sent a beautiful 
wreath.

Mr. President, Ladics and Gentle- 
men: 

When your friends of the Zion 
Educational League invited me, five 
weeks ago, to explain to them my 
attitude toward Zionism and, in par- 
ticular, my personal views with re- 
gard to the solution of the Jewish 
problem, I told them pointblank 
why I was not a partisan of politi- 
cal Zionism, I suggested, at the 
same time, the elaboration, in unison 
with the Independent Order of B'nai 
B'rith and other Jewish organiza- 
tions, of a broad platform acceptable 
to every Jew with genuine Jewish 
feclings, whether he be a Chasid, a 
simple orthodox, a reformer, yes, oF 
a religious nihilist; whether his 
cradle stood in Kovno, Duesseldorf, 
Paris, New York, or San Francisco; 
and, lastly, whether he be a full or 
half breed nationalist or a rabid as- 
similationist. This formulation of 
principles once accomplished, I 
urged upon your Zionistic brethren 
to undertake, again in unison with 
the entire house of Israel, a gigantic 
campaign throughout the United 
States, concentrating the entire fi- 
nancial, moral, and inte‘lectual 
strength of our coreligionists, in so 
far it be frce for altruistic outlet,

The Associated Press did us the 
great honor to dispatch their repre- 
sentative to our meeting, and the 


next day, November 16, several 
hundreds of dailies throughout the 
United States published a tele- 
graphic report of Dr. Fales’ and my 
own address. 

Short and distorted as this report 
was, and printed under such ¢x- 
citing head/ines as “Plan to Bring 
all Russian Jews Here,” “Initial 
Movement or Scheme to Cause Gen- 
eral Exodus from the Land of the 
Czar,” ete., I was satisfied to know 
that these dispatches formed the 
subject of discussion in thousands 
of Jewish homes. In this way it 
brought many of our coreligionists, 
who had already forgotten Kishineff 
and Gomel for an hour or so, again 
face to face with their duty toward 
their unhappy brethren in Eastern 
Europe. 

Since I wish to make of the cen- 
tral idea of my Zion. Educational 


League speech the main topic of our 
discussion to-day, allow me to read 
to you one of these reports (ex uno 
discite omnes), for they are all more 
or less identical: 


“To transport the entire Jewish 
population of Russia to this country 
is the p!an which had its initial dis- 
cussion last night at the meeting of 
the Zion Educational League at No. 
61 Rivington street, called to con- 
sider the question of the Jewish em- 
igration from the land of the Czar. 

“The assessment of a tax upon 
the rich Jews of the country of two 
per cent of their yearly income was 
proposed, and this plan was given 
favorable consideration. With this 
money it is believed that the Jewish 
population now in Russia can be 
brought to this country and scat- 
tered over the Western States. 

“It was also proposed that an at- 
tempt be made to have the $45,000,- 
000 left by the late Baron de Hirsch 
transferred from London to New 
York, and that the work of trans- 
porting the Russian Jews to this 
country be carried on from this 
city. The establishment of a direct 
line of steamships between New 
York and Odessa, on the Black Sea, 
was proposed, in order that the 
Russian Jows might be brought here 
without having to travel through 
Europcan countries, where they 
would be subjected to humiliation 
and indignities. 

“Among the speakers at the mect- 
ing last night were Dr. Isidore Sin- 
ger, editor of “The Jewish Encyclo- 
pedia,’ and Dr. W._E. S. Fales. Al- 
bert Schonberg, President of the 
League, presided. Dr. Isidore Sin- 
ger, taking as his subject ‘Emanci- 
pation, Emigration, or Extermina- 
tion,’ said: 

“"There is no probability of the 
emancipation of the Jews in Russia 
under the present political and eco- 
nomical conditions. Extermination 
is not to be considered except from 
a Russian viewpoint, so the only re- 
maining alternative is emigration. 
The happenings at the last Con- 
gress have eliminated political Zion- 
ism from the question. The most 
practical solution of the problem is 
to be found in an organization of all 
the Jews of the United States whose 
sole purpose will be to aid the Rus- 
sian Jews to escape from their per- 
secutors. It is my intention to start 
& movement to ascertain whether 
the wealthy Jews of America are 
willing to give two per cent of their 
yearly income to aid this work.’” 

And now, ladies and gentlemen, 
it will probably interest you also to 
know the editorial opinion on the 
subject of the leading Jewish paper 
of the world, The Jewish Chronicle, 
of London, which is not only read 
but also respected those who 
hold in their hands the strings of 
the purse containing the $45,000,000 
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of the late Baron Maurice de Hirsch. 
The Chronicle, in its issue of De- 
cember 4, devoted two editorials to 
the question, respectively entitled 
“Wholesale E i and 
“America’s Receptivity. 

“Wholesale Emigration, — We 
print in another column an interest- 
ing account of a meeting held in 
New York recently to consider a 
proposal for the wholesale emigra- 
tion of the Jews from Russia. This 
truly American project is based 
upon the asumption that amec- 
lioration of the Jeweish lot in Rus- 
sia itself is a hopeless dream, It 
consequently discards the policy of 
solving the Russian question in 
Russia, and adopts with American 
Strenuousness what is to Dr. Sin- 
ger the only alternative policy : that 
of emigration. Dr. Singer himself 
propounds a scheme for effecting 
this very desirable purpose. The 
Jews in America are to be divided 
up, on a property basis, into a series 
of clubs or lodges. Each section is 
to elect a number of officers, from 
among whom a Jewish Board of 
Delegates is to be formed. This 
Board in its turn has to appoint a 
regular Jewish Cabinet, with vari- 
ous departments for Russia, Rou- 
mania, etc., for immigration, educa- 
tion, and 0 on. The sinews of war, 
we gather, are to be provided by a 
voluntary tax of two per cent on the 
income of the members. In addi- 
tion to this somewhat remarkable 
scheme, there is proposed to estab- 


lish a direct line of steamers be- 
tween Odessa and New York, so as 
to avoid the wearying journey 
across other countries to the port 
of embarkation—a proposal which, 
if carried through, would rid our 
emigration returns of the disturbing 
clement of the transmigrants. We, 
in this old country, may stand 
aghast at the splendid audacity 
which does not: shrink from the task 
of transporting five or 

people over the sea. But we must 
admire the spirit in which this task 
is proposed, and the readiness of 
those who framed it to assume the 
leadership of Jewry in the solution 
of the greatest problem that con- 
fronts the race. Moreover, every- 
body will agree that all Jews taken 
from Russia represent not only so 
many brands plucked from the fire, 
but so much relief granted to those 
who remain behind. We do not sup- 
pose that Dr. Singer imagines that 
the mass of Russian Jews can be 
removed in a body to America, 
What he calculates, no doubt, is that 
great numbers might emigrate to 
the States. But supposing that the 
new movement secured the neces- 
sary funds, the question arises 
whether the United States is pre- 
pared to receive a few million more 
Jews in addition to the 1,200,000 it 
already possesses.” 

“American Receptivity—We are 
afraid that Dr. Singer hard!y does 
sufficient justice to the feeling of 
malaise which has seized many

POBIEDONOSTZEFF RESIGNS. 


Chief Procurator of the Holy Synod 
Most Hated Man in Russia. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct. 31.—Con- 
stantine Petrovitch Pobiedonostzeff, 
Chief Procurator of the Holy Synod, 
has resigned. 


Ccnstantine Petroviteh Pobiedonostzeff, 
now in his seventy-elghth year, has been 
a prctainent factor in the internal life of 
the Russian Empire for the last fifty 
years, and is the most hated man in 
Russia to-day. 

Since his appointment as Procurator 
General of the Holy Synod, in 1880, he 
has persecuted the Jews, Lutherans, 
Catholics, and other dissenting sects with 
an unswerving fanatical zéal. From 1800 
to 1902 he caused 6,000,000 Jewish families 
to be expelled from Russia and sent 
thcusands of Poles to Siberia. His watch- 
word was “Russia for the Orthodox 
Russians." Cossacks were ordered to sur- 
reund the Catholic churches in Poland 
and shoot down the congregations as they 
cume out, 

Numerous attempts have been made 
upon the lift of Pobiedonostzeff. He 
professed to be a victim of calumny, and 
said that he had been dishonestty de- 
nounced to the people. The last attempt 
was at the Tsarskoe-Selo Station, on July 
20. when a student drew a revolver, but 
did not have time to fire it. A desperate 
attempt to kill the Procurator General 
was made in March, 1901, when a Rus- 
sian official from the Baltic Provinces 
got into his Hbrary and fired five shots 
at him point blank, none, however, tak- 
ing effect. 

Pobiedonoatzeff had the power to make 
new laws, and also to veto them. He 
fought steadily against the people, and 
was one of the most powerful factors in 
restraining the Emperor from giving them 
liberty. The Czar and the nobles feared

He concluded with an appeal to the Jewish money 
powers of the world to arrest Russia's career as & 
borrower. The financters of the world should call a 
halt to Russia, not only for humanitarian reasons, 
but for practical reasons. Russla’s bankruptcy is 
an established fact, he added.

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WHERE DOES THE JEW STAND? | 


Enemies on all Sides of Him—Foes in His Own Ranks—What will 
the Outcome Be? 


By Max Nordau. 


(Perhaps the most stirring address 
delivered at the Tenth Zionist Con- 
gress was that of Max Nordau, the 
eminent Jewish thinker and writer. 
The address is herewith printed in 
full. It is a striking analysis of 
conditions as Dr. Nordau  scex 
them.) 


The Jewish people is today ex- 
periencing the most gloomy days of 
its history in the diaspora. All our 
sentinels give us but one report :“* Foes 
on every hand!’ The plague of anti- 
Semitism, which everywhere always 
had an endemic hold, is at present 
marching round the whole carth as 
if it were an epidemic. Jew-hatred 
which even in the short intervals of 
deceptive quiet is never completely 
extinguished, is now breaking forth 
everywhere into white flame. Even 
in the lands where we are best off, 
we need merely put our ear to the 
ground in order to hear, beneath the 
thin superficies of official, constitu- 
tional equality of all citizens, the 
roaring of the wild waters of Judeo- 
phobia. In the most emancipated 
land of the world, in the land of the 
greatest social justice, in the United 
States of North America, the Presi- 
dent is compelled personally to ad- 
minister the sharp rap over the 
knuckles to a colonel because, in ap- 
proved fashion, he refused to admit 
to commissioned rank a fully quali- 
fied young man on the express and 
blunt ground that he was a Jew. 

I could cite similar incidents from 
many other countries, even those 
where Jews are Ministers and Com- 
manding Generals. 1 refrain. Such 
narratives tell us nothing new, and 
among non-Jews I have no desire to 
arouse the impression of craven, effe- 
minate whimpering which carefully 
collects every small excuse for com- 
plaint, and in tearful wails anent this 
or that injury indulges in a species 
of self-torture. The little pin-pricks, 
which are maliciously if surrepi- 
ously inflieted upon us, the moral in- 
sults which we can evade by proud 
reserve, by perpetual self-restraint, 
by caution in our social behavior and 
ambitions, we can afford to ignore 
with little loss of dignity and little 
real injury. 

But what are we to do in those 
lands where no concealment is made 
of official prejudice against us, where 
no attempt is made to perform the 
comedy of constitutional equality! 


There, with the wild energy of the 
thirst for blood our complete annihila- 
tion is striven for. ‘‘The breed must 
be rooted out!’’ is the dominant idea 
which determines all the Government 
measures against our unhappy breth- 
ren, The treatment to which they are 
subjected is summarily characterized 
by the motd’ ordre that the Jews must 
be ‘ outlawed and degraded.” But 
these expressions are far too weak. 
A cultured child of ithe twentieth 
century would never attribute to out- 
lawry the terrible significance which 
it actually has in the lands concerned. 
The Jewx are not only not to have any 
civil rights; they are actually denied 
even human rights, nay, even the 
rights accorded to the very animals 
for the safeguarding of which Animal 
Protection Societies are everywhere 
active. The Jew ix exposed to the 
four winds of heaven. He may be 
abused, robbed, pillaged, even mur- 
deded without there being any pro- 
tection for him under the law or on 
the part of the authorities. If he de- 
fends himself, then this expression of 
the purest instinct of self-protection 
is punished as the most violent revo- 
lution. 

The Jew must humbly allow himself 
to me plundered, and meekly present 
his throst to the knife of the assas- 
sins, If the criminals are officialx 
there ix neither prosecutor or judge. 
If they are private persons, then, as 
a result of a kind of antomatism of 
the State institutions which work in 
a certain way if they are put in mo- 
tion, and in obedience to the driving 
power of their own mechaniam, they 
are condemned, it is true, but only to 
be immediately pardoned. Even if no 
Violence is used against the Jews, there 
is, at least, extorted from them a ea- 
priciously calculated and elastically 
expanded ransom, the exaction of 
which keeps them, with all the ap- 
paratus of the most refined terrorism, 
in a perpetual state of fear and tremb- 
ling, in the face of the possibilities 
borne by each succeeding hour, which 
to the great satisfaction of their tor- 
turers, preys upon the brain and 
nervous system of their victims. That 
is the real meaning of the word out- 
lawry, which to the unaccustomed ear 
of a civilized member of society does 
not, at first, sound too terrible. 

‘« Proletariasation"’ of the Masses. 

A similar state of affairs prevails 
in, regard to the so-called “‘prole- 
tariasation'’ of the Jewish masses, By 


“*proletariasation’’ is understood 
simply the degradation of individuals 
and groups to lower strata of sovicty, 
their conversion into dependent Ja- 
borers without any economic security 
for the morrow, their exclusion from 
higher vocations and superior educa. 
tion, with the resulting inner moral 
satisfaction and external honor and 
material success. Of a ‘‘proletaria- 
sation’’ in this sense in regard to the 
treatment of the Jewish masses there 
ean be no question. They are exelud- 
ed from all higher vocations; they are 
deprived of every form of education 
—that is true. But they are not con- 
verted into laborers; on the contrary, 
they are prevented from becoming la- 
borers by being prohibited from re- 
siding in almost every industrial dis- 
trict where they might be employed 
and by their exclusion, in places 
where they are tolerated, from almost 
every industrial occupation. Things 
have gone so far that today there are 
millions of Jews who desire nothing 
better than to become laborers, but 
even that is not possible to them. 
They may become pariahs in culture 
and mental development, pariahs in 
loss of dignity and general corrupt- 
ion; but proletarians in the modern 
economic sense of the word, they may 
not become, 

What is aimed at is not mere out- 
lawry, not mere ‘‘proletarinsation,”’ 
but dishonor, brutalization, slow as- 
phyxiation. A crime is being com- 
mitted against millions of innocent 
men which even in a history so rieh 
in massacres finds no precedent. 
Where the conquerors of antiquity 
slaughtered whole populations and 
drove them into slavery, more blood 
flowed. But these misdeeds, whieh 
were the bratal misuse of victories, 
took place in the excitement of con- 
flict and keen hostility. They did not 
possess the horror of a slow, persist- 
ent, deliberate, cold-blooded strangn- 
lation nor any advantage for the 
murderers beyond the diabolical satis- 
faction in the horror committed, The 
slaughter of the Albigenses did not 
affect as many as a twenticth to to- 
day’s ;vistims of Jew-hatred. The 
exile of the Jews from England by 
Edward L, from France by Philip the 
Splendid, from the Rhine Provinces 
at the time of the black death, from 
Spain by the Catholic king, was a 
tolerable measure with quite a weak 
admixture of mercy and conscience 
compared with this methodical mur- 
der by the deliberate withdrawal of 
the air of life. 

Moreover, to the bunted Jews of 
former days, places of refuge were 
open—the English in France, the 
French in Loraine and Germany, the 
German in the Poland of Casimir the 
Great, the Spanish in the Turkey of 
Sultan Selim. Today the Jews are 


not openly cast forth, their prosecut- 
ors prefer to let them gradually per- 
ish on tho spot. If, however, they 
seck by flight en masse to save them- 
selves from this persistent martyrdom 
no door of escape is open for them 
from their untolerable misery. Every 
frontier gleams with bayonets, the 
points of which are directed against 
their breasts. Everywhere they tum- 
ble upon trenches and barriers. To- 
day there is not a single land hospit- 
able to the poorest of the poor and 
even the educated, the not completely 
poverty-stricken have the greatest dif- 
ficulty in finding an entry anywhere. 
It ean be said that the seenes of the 
persecution of the Jews today are be- 
coming more and more a gaol in 
which they are immured. 

We light upon the shameless lie of 
modern civilization, we surprise the 
orators, the tub thumpers—the official 
and ministerial ones even more than 
the private ones—with their mouths 
full of “‘progress,’’ of ‘‘evolution,’’ 
of “human dignity,”’ of ‘justice!’ 
How they rattle about our ears like 
beating hail, the lofty, inflated and 
bombastic words ‘‘social sympathy,” 
“brotherly love,’’ “human citizen- 
ship!'’ Solemn peace congresses are 
held, at which declarations are deliv- 
ered against war, and long arbitration 
treaties are concluded by dozens for 
its prevention, while a great philan- 
thropist has built for them a splendid 
palace, Vast millions are contributed 
in every land for the foundation of 
hero funds for the reward of brave 
deeds in the service of humanity. 

In numerous great cities rich libra- 
ries are founded for the spread of cul- 
ture. Very fine! Very beautiful! 
But the virtuous Governments which 
work with such noble zeal for the 
spread of oternal peace acquiesce in 
the downfall of six _million creatures 
—nequiexce, and no-one, except the 
victims, raise a voice against it, al- 
though this is an incomparably great- 
er crime than any war, for no war 
has ever yet destroyed si Dion hu- 
man lives. The administration of 
hero funds and the distribution of the 
interest is laid in the hands of authori- 
ties who favor the massacre of Jews 
even if they do not themselves direct- 
ly instigate them, and in the libraries 
founded by great philanthropists 
eager students read with passionate 
energy the ritual murder histories 
written by idiots, lunatics and rogues 
in ancient and modern times. 

Hypocrisy of the Nations. 

If one appeals to the wretched hy- 
pocrites of ‘‘humanity,’’ of ‘‘pro- 
gress,’’ of “‘justice,"’ shows them the 
crime committed against our brethren, 
and asks them how they can quietly 
look on at this wholesale oppression, 
they wearily shrug their shoulders 
and murmur something like: ‘‘We

The position of our co-religionists in Russia grows increasingly 
deplorable, and recent advices from that country indicate that 
there is little likelihood of any relief being afforded.

Wholesale assassinations (called pogroms), have been 
employed in order to arouse the religious fanaticism, the greed, 
and the savagery of the needy, the ignorant and the depraved 
among the Russian people. Horrible as these pogroms are, their 
effects are trivial compared with those which have followed other 
methods countenanced by that Government. The Jewish inhabi- 
tants of the congested Pale of Settlement are being harassed by 
restrictions on their ordinary activities, by practical denial to a 
serious extent of the right to educate their children, and by hav- 
ing thrust upon them by force, large numbers of their co-religion- 
ists who had settled in other places within the Empire and had 
there been usefully employed. By this insidious process, the 
Russian Government wickedly and artificially creates unnatural 
conditions that enable it to twist economic and social laws into 
the service of persecution, and it believes that by their operation 
the ultimate expulsion or destruction of the Jews of Russia is 
assured. From the point of view of that Government, this 
method has the further advantage that it avoids the cry of horror

Throughout 
this section the horrors of war and the dev- 
astation due to conflict have come upon a 
population already so oppressed and im- 
poverished by rsecution as to leave no 
reserve for this new calamity. Hunger, 
disease, destitution In its extremest form 
confront a Jewish population as numerous 
as that of Belgium. 


These exceptional circumstances have 
impelled the formation of the American 
Jewish Relief Committee, with a view to 
unite all sections of Jewry in the United 
States In this supreme effort in the great- 
est crisis that has faced the Jewish people 
in Modern times. Representatives from all 
parts of the United States and of every 
shade of opinion have participated in the 
deliberations which brought about the for- 
mation of this committee in the hope that 
united, concerted action would produce the 
most effective results, 

In Poland and Galicia, where great con- 
tending armies are now engage, ft would 
not be wise to intrust a committee of peo- 
ple who have Instituted a religious and 
racial boycott against Jews with the duty 
of aiding or distributing funds among the 
large Jewish population In those countries. 
The sad conditions !n Russia are well 
known. Palestine, whose main source of 
subsistence is cut off. and whose economic 
life has been paralyzed, is likewise in 
urgent need. 

In view of these considerations and tho 
exceptional severity of the conditions, we 
appeal to the Jews of America to come 
without stint to the rescue of thelr af- 
flicted brethren. It is the purpose of this 
committee, should it be found that no re- 
lief funds are available tn those districts, 
that this fund be epplied to the relfef of 
the most urgent distress, without regard 
to race or creed. 

At the time of the Russian Pogroms the 
Jows of this country contributed nearly 
$1,500,000 for the relief of the victims. The 
present calamity is vastly greater and re- 
or accordingly, greater measure of 
relief.

TO WAR AID REBUKED 


Louis Marshall Denounces Apa- 
thy Toward Suffering of 
Co-Religionists. 


MILLIONS IN DIRE DISTRESS 


Jacob H. Schiff, Meyer London, and 
Dr. Enelow Plead with the 
Rich to Give. 


Louis Marshall, speaking at a meeting 
in Temple Emanu-Fi last night. de- 
plored what he termed the failure of the 
Jews of America, particularly of New 
York, to realize the terrible calamity 
that has overtaken the millions of Jews 
whose homes are in the castern theatre 
of the European war. 

The meeting was held in the interest 
of the American Jewish Relief Commit- 
tee, of which committee Mr. Marshall is 
President. Besides Mr. Marshall Con- 
gressman-elect Meyer London, and the 
Rev. Dr. H. G. Enelow of Temple 


Emanu-El oke. Like Mr. Marshall, 
each deplored the fact that the Jews of 
America have not given the assistance 
they should to their suffering coreli- 
gionists. Further emphasis on the same 
subject was contained in a letter frem 
Jacob H. Schiff. read by Mr. Marshall. 

“It is discouragins,.”" said Mr. Mar- 
shall.” to those who have devoted so 
much time and energy to this work that 
there has been so small a response from 


Jews in New York, a city which is so 
great a Jewish centre. It seems to me 
that the people are so dazed by the Fu- 
ropean cataclysm that they are unable 
to realize that it is their duty to aid 
of those who are suffering throug): the 
calamity. 

**In the world today there are about 
%,000,000 Jews, of whom more than §& 
@O0NN8 are in the very heart of the war 
zone: Jews whose lives are at stake and 
who today are subjected to every man- 
ner of suffering and sorrorw, and the 
grerat American Jewish community is 
not doing its duty toward these suffer- 
ers. In the United States there ure be- 
tween 2,000,000 and 2.000.000 Jews, nearly 
all able to do something and yet. after 
months of work. we have not raised 
more than $300,000. In New York there 
are more than 1,000,000 Jews, some of 
them persons of great «affluence, but 
many of them seem to think if they give 
a few hundred doilurs they have done 
their duty. ; 

“We hear of pogroms in Russia, in 
Poland. in Galiciu, and et we sit in- 
different. In Palestine starvation stalks 
through the land. Shall we selfishly 
enjoy ourselves and say we would like 
to, but cannot help because of hard 
times, and think we are doing out duty? 
No. The time has come for every man 
and women and child to do his duty, 
and we must fulfill that duty quickly 
or it may be too late in hundreds of 
thousands of cases."" 

At this point Mr. Marshall read Mr. 
Schiff’s letter. Mr. Schiff said his own 
interest in the work was intense, and 
that it should appeal to cverr Jew. 
Private reports he has_ received, Mr. 
Schiff said. shawed conditions in Rus- 
sia. Palestine. Poland. and Galicia, the 
frightful nature of which could not be 
Pictured. 

He suid that the Emeanu-El conzgregza- 
tion is the lurgest and wealthiest in the 
United States and huped that its mem- 
bers would give in proportion to their 
means. He further suggested a com- 
mittes to canvass the congregation for 
a Temple Emanu-F! Fund and said he 
would contribute. Mr. Marshal! put the 
suggestion in the form of a motion which 
Was unanimousiy carried. Mr. Marshall 
will name the committee soon. 

Mr. London said this was the ‘* worst 
eriod in Jewish history.’ and that the 
aving of millions of Jewish peoples 
depended on the generosity of more for- 
tunate Jews of the United States. 

Dr, Enelow emphasized what Mr. Mar- 
shall had said and added that never 
before were the Jews of this country 
confronted with so great a duty.

The most dreaded, the most feared has happened! The wanderer’s 
staff has been forced once more into the hands of the much-suffered 
Russian Jews and as in the infamous days of Ferdinand and Isabella, 
they are turned loose in a cruel world with a long, perilous and aimless 
journey before them.

As soon as the hellish edict was proclaimed, the Jews protested with the 
only means available—tears and lamentations, This only influenced the blood- 
thirsty government to grant them a stay long enough to bury the dead and to 
take as much of their property as they could possibly carry, PROVIDED LIV- 
ING HOSTAGES ARE LEFT WITH THE GOVERNMENT AS A GUAR-

300,000 Jews were thus transformed, by one stroke of the pen of a 
Russian cannibal, into paupers; into homeless and penniless beggars. 
300,000 Jews were in the course of a few hours exiled from their homes, 
without cven being granted enough time to bury their dead and to 
care for their sick. 

Think of this apalling catastrophe and your blood will freeze, your 
heart will cease beating and poms hair will stand on edge. 

History hardly knows of a parallel. The destruction of the Temple 
by Titus was accompanied with less refined barbarities and blood curd- 
ling atrocities, than this twenticth century world war. 

The annihilation of the six million Jews now congregated in the 
Russian domains goes on in a well defined and systematic manner. It 
is to Nicholas’ advantage to subject his “beloved Jews” to a slow and

Israel Zangwill has 
almost been declared by certain pro-German scribes as a Russian agent 
and assaults were showered upon him in such an incessant and P ific 
Stream, that the great Jew had to withdraw from public life broken 
hearted. Every unfortunate incident has been magnified and every in- 
Significant, yet unpleasant circumstance which form an uncontrollable 
clement in every national crisis, has been frightfully exaggerated. Brit- 
ish anti-German riots were pronounced by them as pogroms against 
Jews; because a few wealthy Jews of Germanic origin were compelled 
to resign from their public offices, they interpreted it as an undeniable 
sign of Jewish prosecution in England and the reorganization of the 
British cabinct and the thereof ensuing disposal of the few Jewish cabinet 
members, has been branded as an unheard of Anti-Semitic act. 

I speak not thus to mitigate the merits of Germany and Austria as 
regards the Jewish nation, but I leave it to the staunchest friends of Ger- 
many to decide, whether England and France can be rightfully con- 
demned. We leave it to them to show, where and when these two coun- 
tries proved themselves less friendly to Jews than Germany. Do they 
forget that Zangwill had back of him the bona fide promise of the Brit- 
ish government to emancipate the Russian Jew, when there were no 
such promises made by the other side? Do they know that the yellow 
press of Germany is even now carrying on a very disastrous crusade 
against Jews and Judaism, and that throughout the Fatherland the 
breach of relations between Germany and the United States is directly 
attributed to the unsayory policy of the “Jew” Durnberg? Do they realize 
that even the Prince of Battenberg, a relative of King George, had to 
resign from his offices, that even Kitchner is being arraigned by British 
newspapers and that along with the deposed Jewish cabinet members, 
even a man like Churchill went down?

In the vast and tragic history of 
the Jewish people, few New 
| Years have been so fraught with 
consequence as the one which is 
approaching. The great Pale of 
Settlement in Western Russia, 
where alone in the modern world 
survived a vitally characteristic 
jewish life, has been shattered. 
Fiery waves of opposing armies 
swept over it. The great Russian 
retreat devastated it. And now 
anarchy has supervened to com- 
plete the destruction of the few 
obvious landmarks and gracious 
monuments of the spirit that war 
may have left untouched, Not in 
Belgium nor in Servia has the 
ruin been greater or the suffer- 
ings of the population more terri- 
ble. The beautiful forms in which 
civilization embodies its multiple 
energies have crumbled. There is 
no longer gesture nor efflores- 
ence. Life has been reduced to 
the animal monotony of sustain- 
ing existence. That alone now is 
effort enough, a great burden, not 
borne very successfully. And this 
is the cost of the war im the Pale! 

For a few brief months, as if in 
testimony to the recuperative 
power of the most ancient and 
most astonishing of races, their 
spirits soared with bright hope 
when the Revolution, like a gush 
of primal energy, dethroned the 
czar and broke the backbone of 
bureaucracy. Who docs not re- 
member the cheerful prophecies 
Miat_ were indulged in on every 
Side but littl more than a year 
ago? For all the world, it was 
as if the Jewish people had never 
been oppressed in Russia and 
would never be oppressed there 
again. More thoughtful observers, 
reading the present in the light of 
the past, could not conceal their 
misgivings of the permanency of 
freedom gained at a giant’s stride, 
unaccompanied by the throes and 
agonies that seem to be the nec- 
essary incidents to historical 
Struggles for freedom. It was a 
coup-d’etat rather than a Revo- 
lution. Beholding the uprisings, 
the mutinies, the general lack of 
_ festraint and of deference to the 
pnewly constituted authority, the 
-telaxation alike of the sanctions 
of religion and the penalties of 
luv, the breaking up over night 
of all the ordered institutions of 
society and the tribunals of just- 
fice, within whose calm shadows 
Alone there is peace, thoughtful 
spectators had ample grounds for 
‘heir opinion that there could not 
be freedom for the Jewish people 
‘h Russia until there should be 
freedom for the Russian people in 
Russia, And freedom for the Rus- 
“lan people is still a long way oit

Grievous as have been the suf- 
ferings of the Russian He un 
der this regime, the sufferings of 
the Jewish people have been even 
more grievous. Accused on the 
hand by the middle classes of har- 
boring extremists and of having 
had the unwelcome distinction of 


‘contributing a Trotsky to Russian 


politics, on the other hand they 
have been attacked by the Red 


Guards and the Soviets because — 


they are declared to belong to the 
hated Bourgeosie. If the people 
of Russia themselves suffer under 
the iron heel of Germany, the sui- 
ferings of the Jewish people are 
far greater because to the tyranny 
of German occupation has becu 


added the burden of Russian out- 


rages. ; 

Once more, as so often befove, 
the Jews are ground between the 
upper and the nether millstone, In 
Russia of the Czars they were an 
alien people, hemmed in by every 
restrictive law that the ingenuity 
of the bigot could devise, and 
marked for slaughter at will by 
the base passions of a mob inflam- 
ed by a venal police. In Russia of 
the Revolution they are still an 
alien people, a buffer between con- 
fiicting hatreds in a class war. 

Should Russia in the course of 
time ultimately win her way to 
peace, order, and security under 
some system of democratic and 
enlighted government, it is not 
improbable that the Jews will 
share with all other Russians a 
larger measure of civic freedom 
than they have ever had hereto- 
fore, But it is a long and tortu- 


ous road to that happy consum- 
mation. Who knows whether the 
Jewry of Russia will be able to 
stand up under the blows that 
have been rained upon it by Ger- 
mans and Russians alike, by for- 
eign wars and domestic broiis? 
And should it survive, may not 
the thoughtful Russian Jew, lover 
of old Russia though he be be- 
cause his people have inhabited it 
jor a thousand years, reasonably 
ask himself whether even with the 
accomplishment of freedom, the 
characteristic life of his people as 
a people will be preserved? May 
he not well entertain troublesome 
questionings whether it is more 
likely to undergo the dissolving 
process which it seems to have 
undergone in all the western lands 
of tha emancipation. That is a 
speculation for the future. It is 
enough to say of the present that 
Russia, where the bulk of the Jew- 
ish people to the number of well 
over —— dwell, is a land 
of blood and of midnight darkness. 
Kisheneff was an isolated episode 
in comparison, It will be a heart- 
rending New Year that the Jews 
of Russia will celebrate this year. 

But as the sun for the present 
seemingly sinks in the West, it rises 
once more in the East, Who does 
not know of the British declaration 
favoring the establishment in Pal- 
estine of a national home for the 
Jewish people? From north of 
Jaffa, across the plains of Philistia, 
up through the hills of Judaca, 
down once more to the River Jor- 
dan, and so beyond to the Mesopo- 
tamian desert, extends the gallant 
British line, Jewish young men are 
fighting in it. The Jewish Legion is 
eloquent testimony of the valor of the 
Jewish youth who from all the free 
lands of the Dispersion have rallied 
round the Shield of David to bear 
it onward bravely in battle for 
liberty and the old homeland as did 
the legions under the Maccabees and 
Bar Cochba, Nothing more signih- 
cant of the enduring worth of the 
Jewish race has occurred since the 
destruction of the Temple. Nothing 
has had a more inspiring effect 
upon Jewry the world over, Zion- 
ism is no longer a dream. It is an 
establish fact. The — blue-and- 
white banner with its star streams 
once more over the walls of Jeru- 
salem. In Palestine alone is there 
an opportunity of establishing anew 
a center of characteristic Jewish 
life, It is the greatest consequence 
that may come with the New Year 
—that will surely come with the 
continued success of the British 
arms and the victory of the Allies. 
Jews, who have fought for the lib- 
erties of all other peoples, are now 
fighting for their own liberty as 
well. 

For liberty America,too,has girded 
herself for combat, the last great 


nation of the world to enter the in- 
evitable battle. Americans of all 
faiths have rallied round Freedon 
at its call. Jews who shall be ¢n- 
rolled in the armies of the free al- 
lies have an added distinction, They 
fight not alone to secure the saiety 
of the native lands which have 
given them freedom and opportu- 
nity, but also to establish a princi- 
ple in the world for which they, as. 
a people, have stood as protagonists 
for over cighteen hundred and sev- 
enty years. 

If this war is to establish a reign 
of law in the world, who can en- 
gage in it with minds more con- 
vinced and wills more resolute than 
the Jewish people, who, from the - 
time of Moses upon Sinai, have 
proclaimed the sanctity of law? If 
this war is to establish a reign. of 
right over the might, who can sup- 
port it more ardently than the Jew- 
ish le? Was it not their 
prophet who cried out, “Not by 
might nor by power, but by my 

pirit, saith the Lord of Hosts.” If 
this war is to establish the binding 
obligation of plighted covenants, 
who can enter it with greater en- 
thusiasm than the Jews, who 
throughout historical times have © 
suffered as none others from a cyn- 
ical disregard of treaties? If this 
war is to give to peoples the world 
over, freedom, a voice in their own 
destiny, and a right to live their , 
own lives without dictation, wheth- 
er they be large or small, who can 
engage in it with more zeal than 
the Jewish people—they who are 
the sinallest of nations, the most 
outraged over the longest period of 
time, the most unyielding, and the 
most persistently hopeful of an era 
when liberty should be proclaimed 
throughout all the world and to all 
the inhabitants thereof? 

Amid the inarticulate discordant ~ 
voices that rise from Russia, amid, 
the clash of arms, the turmoil of 
battle, and the cries of agony that 
fill the hearts and spirits of suffer- 
ing mankind, amid the heave and 
tug and grinding combats of tie 
very forces of the Universe, as it 
were, comes the New Year of the 
Jews: 

Never a day of light-hearted fes- 
tivity, but rather of grave and sol- 
emm communion, New Year this 
year will be in the truest sense, in 
the phrase of Leviticus, a Sabbath 
and a memorial of blowing of 
trumpets, a holy convocation, with 
an offering made by fire unto the 


rd. 

The New Year is called the Day of 
Memorial. To what great memor- 
ies will the blowing of the trumpets 
stimmon us before the Lord—mem- 
ories of that grandeur which is Jew- 
ish history ; memories of home and 
family and the freedom which we 
have enjoyed in this blessed land ; 
memories of every hill and valley.

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SAMUEL MASON DESCRIBES AWFUL 
SUFFERING OF RUSSIAN REFUGES 


Special Commissioner of Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant So- 
ciety Submits Report of His Six Months Labor at 
Harbin and Vladivostock. 


Describes Relief Work Among 20,000 Russian Refugees Who 
Have Been Compelled to Travel Thousands of Miles 
to Escape the Enemy, 


In a report to the director of the Hebrew Sheltering and Im- 
migrant Aid Society, Mr. Samuel Mason, who went to Japan and 
Russia as special commissioner for the organization, tell the story 
of the terrible hardships endured by Jewish war refugees from 
Russia. The report describes the havoc the war has caused among 
the Jews of Russia. Driven by the invading armies, 
the Jews have been compelled to flee from their homes; tens of 
thousands have traveled thousands of miles amidst. the greatest 
hardships to escape the enemy. Over 20,000 Jewish war refugees 
are scattered east of the Urals. 

The relief organized by the Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant 
Aid Society of America came none too soon. The work is’ only 
in its inception, but what has been accomplished thus far shows 
that American Jewry must. make strenuous endeavors to rescue 
these war refugees, the. vast majority of them women and child- 
yen from ‘the jaws of death, 

Mr. Mason arrived in Yokohama on January 1, From that day 
until July 5, when he left to return to New. York for the purpose 
of. reporting upon this work and discussing ‘the needs: of. the 
future, his. whole time was occupied in organizing relief. agencies 
in Yokohama, Harbin, Valdivostock, Tokyo, Kobe and Nagassaki. 
The result of the work is embodied in the report to the board of 
directors ‘of the Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid. Society 
of America, now made public by Mr. John L. Bernstein, the .pres- 
ident. 

Among’the refugees were one hundred and six-non-Jews, Poles, 
Slavs, Armenians, Syrians and Persians. It goes without saying 
that they received every care. As -previously stated, more than 
20,000 refugees are scattered east of the Urals. This is a con- 
servative estimate. Driven by the enemy, thousands of miles from 


their homes, they went eastward in their flight, because their 

nearest of kin are in the United States. They, too, are stranded, 

but their position is made more precarious *by a hostile regime, 
augemented by the setting loose of thousands of German. war, 
prisoners, who look upon the Jewish victims as the easiest prey for 
exercising their ill-concealed desire’for vengeance upon their \ene- 
mies. Thus the plight of the 8,000 Jewish refugees from Kowna 
and Suwalke Gubernias now in Tomsk was for a time indeserib- 
able, owing to the persecution of the fomer German . prisoners, 
whom the, Bolsheviki permitted to administer ‘and ‘control that 
city. 

The condition at Vladivostock is deplorable, the main trouble 
there is with the male refugees who are ‘not given any assistance 
by the local.community. Says Mr. Mason:..“They are:actually- 
picking up crumbs of bread wherever they can find them and they 
sleep in any shed they can find along the railroad ‘tracks. Their 
number is very large. .In.the course of my investigation in Vlad- 
ivostock I came across several hundreds at the raijroad station. at 
5 o’clock one morning. Their pitiful pleas and the recital of their 
horrible plight nearly broke my heart. 

From the very inception of the work, even before Mr. Mason 
sailed for the Far East, the United States Government evinced a 
deep interest in the fate of the refugees; and “had it not’ been for, 
the ‘broad humanitarianism that actuates the administration. in 
Washington, our efforts,” Mr. Mason reports, “might have been 
frustrated at the very outset. War conditions made it necessary 
for the promulgation of a new policy in regard to the visa'of alien 
‘passports and the American Consuls in Japan naturally had. to 
guide themselves accordingly. However, due to your prompt 
action. in advising the State Department’ of the character of our 
work and thanks to the thorough comprehension of ‘that. work by 
our Government officials, some of the greatest’ difficultiés were 
overcome after the State. Department had issued special . instrue- 
tions to the ‘American Consuls at: ‘Harbin, Vladivostock, Kobe and 
Yokohama relative to the passports of women and children—war 
refugees—who are destined to male relatives in the United States. 
The consuls not only followed the letter of the modified: instruc- 
tions of the State Department, but they evidenced too a willing- 
ness to reflect the liberal spirit of President Wilson’s administra- 
jion. Having satisfied themselves as to the worthiness and the 
eligibility of thé applicant, they promptly visaed the passport.

to Resume Normal Life 
When War Is Ended. 


LOANS WITHOUT INTEREST 


Committee of American Jews Lays 
Plans for the Greatest Humani- 
tarian Task In History. 


The Ainerican people, Jews and non- 
Jews alike, will soon be asked to lend or 
contribute the larger’ part of a fund of 
approxfmataly $1,000,000,000 to carry out 
plans for the reconstruction of the Jewry 
of the entire world. Announcement to 
this effect, together with the general 
plan of procedure, was mado public last 
Aight, following a meeting held yester- 
day in the office of Felix M. Warburg 
of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., Chairman of the 
Joint Distribution Committee of the 
American Funds for Jewish War Suf- 
ferers. 

While the appeal will ge out to the en- 
lire world, the people of war-ravaged 
BHurope, it is believed, will not be in po- 
aition to further the plan financially to 
any large extent, so that the burden will 
fall upon the United States, Canada, and 
perhaps England. 

The money for the project, the largest 
purely humanitarian undertaking fu his- 
tory, will not be sought alone through 
contributions, but will embrace loans, 
und will be accepted from non-Jewilel as 
well as Jewish sources, Tho exact date 
and the duration ef the campaign for the 
billion-dollar reconstruction fund was 
net announced, but preliminary work 
has already begun. 

The plan is the result of months of 
study by the Joirit Distribution Com- 
mittee of reports from every country in 
which Jews have been made to suffer 
through the war, and includes the send- 
ing commissions of American Jews, 
experta in philanthropy, social service, 
education, and business, to Russia, Ru- 
mania, Poland, Palestine, Serbia, 
Greece, Bulgaria, and other landa s¢ 
soon as the international altuation per- 
mits, The work has already been tnitiat- 
ed in several countries where recent al- 
lied sucecesses have made a beginning 
poselbic. 


0,000,000 tews Need Help. 
From reports from representatives 
abroad it is estimated that of the 9,- 
000,000 to 12,000,000 soula making up the 


Jewish population of the world, exclusive 
of the 3,000,000 Jews In the United 
States, a quarter of the number are 
destitute, starving, and homeless, and 
fully haif will need assietance to be- 
come self-supporting agatn, 

Loans without interest will be made 
available to Jews in various parts of 
the world #0 that business enterpriges 
may be reconstructed, The only se- 
curity will be tho stability of the in- 
dustries after they bave been put upon 
& sound business foundation, The onty 
mortgages, it waa aaid, will be '' mort- 
gages of honor’ on the word of the 
Jewish people.

There will be a campaign in Texas 
in behalf of the Jewish War Suffer- 
ers. Gov. Hobby has issued a procla- 
mation to the people asking them to 
respond to the call for help. Every 
county In Texas ia now being organ- 
ized. In Navarro county organization 
is being effected with the view of put- 
{ing on the campaign at as early a day 
as possible. A meeting of prominent 
eltizens has been called for tonight at 
£ o'clock at the Chamber of Commerce 
to muke plans for the campaign. 

Recently in New Orleans $250.000 
was raised for this fund in a short 
time and the State of Louisiana has 
yaised a total of $450,000. The feeling 
among Texans is that Texas can do 
what Loulsiana has done, and Navar- 
ro county will doubtless do its part. 

Dr. Henry H. Romfelt, director of 
the American Jewish Relief Commit- 
tee, in a recent issue of the Jewish 
Monitor, published at Fort Worth, 


wrote as follows: 

The need for relief in war-wrecked 
Europo is greater pow than ever be- 
fore. With the signing of the armis- 
tice millions of people in the liberated 
areas were found to be suffering as 
‘perhaps people have never suffered 
before. In Galacia and Lithuania, the 
death rate among tho children under 
five at the present time exceeds sixty 
percent, due to malnutrition. It is es- 
timated that there are six mill n Jew- 
ish women, ohildren and aged men ac- 
tually starving to death. Mr, Louis 
Marshal! recently eaid: 

“We shall need more money than 
ever, now that the veil is ahout to be 
lifted which has prevented tho outer 
world from appreciating the full ex- 
tent of the suffering of the unfortu- 
nate inhabitants of Eastern lLurope. 
Not only have our brethren been vic- 
tims of famine, but the recent atroci- 
ties which they have undergone in Po 
land and Galacia beggar description.” 

Last year through the genorosity of 
the Jews and non-Jews, of America, 
we raised fifteen million dollars to help 
threes million of our brethren, while 
this year, with the removul of the bar- 
riers, more than five million people 
cry to us for food. Will the people of 

America permit them*-to- ‘plead: in 
Vain?

Mr August Kohn of Co- 
lumbia, South Carolina, is preparing a 
state drive and the governor of South 
Carolina has called upon his citizen- 
chip to contribute at least $150,010. 
Qut in South Dakota 4 small group of 
jews invited the participation of lead- 
ing non-Jews and on March 28th the 
entire state will have an intensive 
Crive lasting three days which is cer- 
tain to bring another $50,000 for our 
stricken people. It will be interesting 
to note that the chairman for this 
drive i3 Lt. Gov. W. H. MeMasters, 
vhe cheerfully answered the call te 
serve us. The State of Arizona under 
the leadership of David Goldberg of 
Fhocnix, within a few days will send 
a check for $55,000, befng the pro- 
cecds of their campaign recently con- 
cucted which netted $110.000 to be 
equally divided between the Jewish 
war sufferers and the Armenian and 
Syrian relic? committee. 

Many other states, such a3 Kentue- 
ky, with Col. Pied Levy of Loulsvilia 
as chairman, Texas under the geucral- 
ship of Alex H. Sanger of Dallas, and 
feveral moro, have pledged to raise 
jJargo sums in order that the greatcst 
tragedy in hunoan history may be 
averted. 

Notwithstanding the mililating fac 
tors of unsettled businesg conditions, 
income tax, otc., we face tho future 
confident that American generosity Is 
net an evanescent thing which must 
be kept alive by the pressure of war.

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UKRAINIAN JEWS AIM 
TO STOP POGROMS 


Commission to Visit Europe and 
Prepare a Memorandum for 
President Wilson. 


LANSING GIVES PERMISSION 


The Federation of Ukrainian Jews in 
America, an organization said to repre- 
sent three-quarters of a million Ukrain- 
jans in this country, decided at a 
convention yesterday that the massacre 
of their brethren in Eastern Europe 
must finally be stopped, and, to bring 
about this peace, the aid of the Gnited 
States Government will be ullllzca, Suc- 
retary of State Lansing, it was asserted, 
has alreaay given the consent of the 
State Department for the federation to 
send a commission to Ukrainia to im- 
vestigate the conditions of the Jews 
there, and to establish direct connect- 
fon between them and their relatives in 
america. 

The convention was held at the Broad- 
way Central Hotel, at Broadway and 
Third Street, and was attended by more 
than SU0 persons, re resenting 300 
branches of the organization in this 
country and Canada. Joseph Seff, the 
President, was Chairman. _ Addresses 
were delivered by the Hey. M. Kanew- 
sky, Rabbi Z. Masliansky, Jacob Adler, 


. Herman Bernstein, Dr. Samuel Bucher, 


Rabbi Meier Berlin, Mordecai Danzis. 
the Executive Secretary of the society, 
and others. 

Tales of massacres in which 127,000 
Jews had elther been killed or wounded 
during the last six months were told 
by the speakers, and all of them, speak- 
ing in Lenglish, Yiddish, Polish, or Rus- 
sian, pointed out the disgrace of these 
pee upon twentieth century civili- 
zation. 


The matter of relief was taken up, 
and it was decided that the Federation 
of Ukrainian Jews request this Govern- 
ment to lift the blockade so that food 
and funds muy be sent to their desti- 
tute relatives in Eustern Europe. The 
President reported that there were 4,- 
000,000 Jews in Ukrainia and a like num- 
ber in Poland, all of whom were in need 
of assistance from America. 

Before Ukralinia should be recognized 
by America or any of the other allies, 
it was said that she should first desist 
from her persecutions of Innocent Jews. 
Until the commission which is to be xp- 
pointed shall have reported that tne | 
‘Jews ure actually receiving equal rights, | 
friendly relations should not be made, | 
it was urged. 

The commission. which will probably 
consist of ten of the leading Ukraliniuns 
in America, is to work out &@ memorun- 
dum of the conditions in Eastern Lu- 
rope, which will be sent to President 
Wilson, Secretary Lansing, «nd to all 
Senators and Congressmen. 

‘An information bureau will also be 
established by the organization to take 
care of the reports of the commission- 
ers on the other side, and to send the 
facts to the press of this country, Thw 
Federation also uims to act us the lini 
joining the Ukrainlans_ in this country 
with their relatives and friends in their 
native land.

From across the sea men

These children, these men and women 
are our fellow-members of the human 
family, with the same claim on life as 
we, the same susceptibility to the winter’s 
cold, the same propensity to death before 
the fangs of hunger, Within them reside 
the itlimitable possibilities for the ad- 
vancement of the human race as naturally 
would reside in EEIGH human beings. 
We may not be their keepera but we 
ought to be their helpers. 

In the face of denth, in the throes of 
starvation there is no place for mental 
distinctions of creed, no place for physical 
differentiations of race. In this catas- 
trophe, when human beings 
are being whirled toward the grave by a 
crue] and relentless fate, only the most 
idealistic promptings of human nature 
should sway the heart and move the 
hand. 

men and women are dying 
from Jack of the necessaries of life; efght 
hundred thousand children cry for bread. 
And this fate is upon them through no 
fault of their own, through no transgres- 
sion of the laws of God or man; but 
through the awful tyranny of war and a 
bigoted just for Jewish biood. 

In this threatened [HBIGESUSE of human 
life, forgotten are the niceties of philoso-

to the cause of the human family and an 
abjurer of the natural Jaw written upon 
the tablets of every human heart by the 
finger of God himseif.

went with cach of the continental 
armies, this equipment Is probably not 
one-third of the amount required “ if 
typhus is not to spread gradually cast- 
ward and westward across the whole o:

This statement was made last night br 
Herbert Hoover, at the Hotel Astor, 
where more than $1,600,000 was sub- 
scribed at a dinner to launch the cam- 
paign known as the New York Appeu: 
for Jewish War Sufferers. About 1,000 
men and women prominent in all walks 
of life attended the dinner and Hstened 
to the appeals of Mr. Hoover, Louiz 
Marshall, Abram 1. Elkus, Associate 
Judge of the Court ef Appeals, and 
Judge Otto A. Rosalsky, on behalf 
of the stricken Jews of Burope. 


The menace of typhus was the note 
struck by all the speakers. Mr. Marshall

Judge Elkus described the ravages of 
typhus as he witnessed it when Ambas- 
sador at Constantinople, and of his own 
experience when stricken by it. 

Mr. Hoover, who recelved an ovation 
when he arose to s k, said ‘that when 
the vell over Eastern and Central 
Burope was torn asunder there was re- 
vealed a masa of suffering humanity 
such as.the world has not seen since 
the Thirty Years War, He said it was 
felt that unless special care and food 
were provided for them the degenera- 
tion of child life would be such that at 
least one generation in all that area 
from Lithuania to the Mediterranean 
would be lost. ;

Such is the pictorlal representation of 
the needs of Stricken peoples in the war- 
devastated zones of Central and Eastern 
Europe which will confront New ‘York- 
ers everywhere todey. Back of that 
representation stands an organization 
designed to take advantage of every 
channel to press home to the people of 
this city the need for contributing towara 
the $7,500,000 to be raised here this 
week by the Greater New York Appeal 
for Jewish War Sufferers. 

This fund is but a tithe of that whicn 
must be subscribed in the entire country 
if disaster to whole peoples is to be 
@verted. The world nature of the ca- 
lamity which has overtaken men, women 


end children, deprived not only of life's 
bare necessities but of all means of re- 
habilitating themselves without aid from 
the outside, has led leading Jews of New 
York and the nation to turn to the public, 
irrespective of creed, for help. ereto- 
fore the Jews themselves have contribut- 
ed many, many millions which have been 
expended by the Joint Distribution Com- 
mittee through relief agencies of all 
countries and without regard to ‘the re- 
ligious belitfs of those in need.

Milllons Racked by War. 


A pen picture of actual conditions, 
typical of those in several countries, has 


been sent to the Campaign Committce 
by Dr, boris B. Bogen of this city, now 
in Warsaw as head of the First Relief 
U 


Jnit, sent abroad by the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee. Dr. Bogen writes: 


“ Hunger, cold rags, desvlution, dis- 
ease, death Siaeeaailligay human beings. 
without food, shelter, clothing or medical 


treatment in what now are but tho 
wastes of once fair lands, lands ravaged 
by long years of war or blighted by its 
consequences ! 

"That, in a few words, Is the actual 
situation in all*those countries that con- 
stituted what was known during the 
great conflict as the Bastern theatre of 
war. 

** Words cannot adequately convey nor 
ean any picture be drawn which can 
bring home to comfortable, uaffluent, 
happy New Yorkers, surrounded by 
thelr families and friends, riding in 
their automobiles, enjoying every lux- 
ury. the utter, abject, hopeless misery 
confronting the population of these 
lands, a populasion about equal to that 
of New York City itself. 

you would try to visualizé, io 
realize the situation, place yourself at 
the corner of Fifth Avenue and Forty- 
second: Street. ; 

“The 6nce teeming avenue is all but 
deserted. Gone are the gay equipages 
their bejeweled occupants and liverie 
attendants. No longer are the sidewalks 
filled with & surging crowd of gayly 
dressed men and women. Thea street is 
all but still. Laughter and Lively chat- 
ter are heard no more. 

“‘Instead, old men lean for support 
agninst the buildings. , Mothers, with 
dying babes tugging vainly at _ their 
breasts, sit along the curb. e flower 
of what was once the young manhood 
and womanhood of the city Is not in the 
picture, for they, by thousands and tens 
of thousands, lle:stricken In the over- 
crowded hospitals, lald low by the 
breath of a pestilence. 


Too Wek to Cry for Bread. 


“Little children, with wasted frames 
and swollen bodies, cling to their moth- 
ers’ rags, too weak to even cry for the 
bread that Is not to be had. 

“A bitter wind sweeps the avenue 
from the north A man-—his tatters 
cannot be called clothes—his face blue 
and pinched, looks at you with unseelng 
eyes. You do not at first recognize 
him. It then dawns upon you that you 
have seen that face before. It is the 
face of a friend, a man who but a few 
short months before was weel-to-do. a 
banker, as prosperous, well-fed and well- 
dressed as you are now. He reaches out 
his arms toward you and falls at your 
feet. You stopp down to lift him up. 
He Is dead!—Hunger did it. 

“The scene jis not exaggerated, not 
overdrawn, It has its exact counterpart 
in hundreds of cities, towns and villages 
throughout Central and Eastern Europe 
at this very moment. The call comes 
from one human being to another, from 
those who have less than nothing to 
those who have much. It is the call 
of humanity. 


“At no time during the war, in any 
land, not either in Belgium or Northern 
France, wag there a situation more criti- 
cal, a need more great, a demand for 
sacrifice and help more insistent than 
now comes from Eastern and Central 
Europe. Both the present and future 
existence of an, entire people are ‘at 
stake."’ 

The campaign is receiving the active 
co-operation and support of Archbishop 
Patrick J. Hayes of the Roman Catholic 
Diocese. Bishop Charles 8. Burch of the 
Episcopal Diocese, Bishop Luther B. 
Wilson, President of the Board of For- 
elgn Missions of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church; Miss Evangeline Booth, Com- 
mander of tho Salvation Army.

The appeal is to be brought home 
forcibly to the people of New York in 
many ways.

Nathan Stern, rabbi of the West End 
Synagogue, ponerse an appeal to be 
read to the Jewish congregations. 

Children in the public schools, through 
the co-operation of the Board of Educa- 
tlon, are to hear the story of the suffer- 
ings of the children in other lands. In 
theatres, moving-picture houses, clubs, 
hotels and restaurants, In short -wher- 
ever people are gathered ‘together, the 
conditions they are asked to alleviate 
will be made clear to them.

6,000,000 IN RUSSIA 


Massacre Threatens All Jews as 
Scéviet Pewer Wanes, Declares 
Kreinin, Coming Here for Aid.

BERLIN, July 19. 


As the famine is spreading, the 
counter-reyolutionary movement is gain- 
ing and the Soviet’s control is waning. 
This statement is borne out by offical 
documents presented to the Berlin Gov- 
ernment, which show that numerous po- 
groms are raging in all parts of Russia 
and the Ukraine. 

The information was gathered by Dr. 
Joseph Kreinin, a noted Jewish social 
worker and President of the Russian 
Joint Board of Jewish Societies. He 
says that several villages have been 
burned already and scores killed, sev- 
enty in one village alone. He is en 
route to America, where he plans meet- 
ings in New York, Chicago and else- 
where for the purpose of “ saving his 
people.”’ 


According to Dr. Kreinin, mass flights 
from Russia have already begun, the 


Jews rushing to all borders and especial- 
ly to Rumania, where there are 40,000 


families camping along the frontier, 
hoping to find refuge. Among these, he 
says, at leust 100 persons daily are 
dying from exposure and hunger. 

Dr. Kreinin, wne recently escaped 
from Moscow, suys the pogroms are es- 


pecially severe in the provinces of Ho- 
mel, Minsk and Volhynia, The pogroms 
originuted outside _of Hussiu, in the 
Ukraine and White Russia. 

He says in the Volga region a new 
sort of pogrom occurred, when Russian 
neon attacked German’ settlements 
ecauuse they were foreigners. He de- 
clares the recent transfer of General 
Budenny into White Russia-was for the 
purpose of pacifying the region. 

‘*My object in visiting Germuny and 
the United States is to organize all re- 
lief organizations throughout the world, 
Jewish as weF as others,” he added. 
"The only hope for the millions of Jews 
is for American aid, koth material and 
political. 

“I cannot expect much effect from 
any political steps, as the’ Soviets are 
losing control everywhere ‘except in the 
cities. The massacres are occurring 
chiefly in the small towns. 

‘* However, I hope the American Gov- 
ernment will realize the danger of mas- 
sacres is greater than at any time in 
history, and I hope they will help open 
the borders and lift restrictions on en- 
tering the United States.’’ ,

50 American Chalutzim Leave for 
Palestine 


The first American group of “chalutzim,” which sailed yesterday on the “Mauretania” 
for Palestine. was honored by the Zionists of New York City Tuesday night at a 
farewell reception in the Jewish Club. The group consists of fifty men and women. 
Several hundred people were present at the reception. 


The principal speakers were Dr. Shmarya Levin, Rabbi Stephen S. Wise and Rabbi 
Gold. Dr. Levin, in the course of his talk, expressed the opinion that EE@nilii Jews of 
Eastern Europe are doomed to perish. He advised the American "chalutzim" to "write 
good letters home, though without exaggerations,” assuring them that no matter what 
hardships they may have to endure in Palestine as pioneers, they will nevertheless feel 
happy. 


Dr. Wise expressed confidence that England has already recognized its mistakes in 
Palestine and will soon rectity them, and said that the Jews will not surrender under 
threats of force. "Palestine is not only a refuge for the Jewish homeless, but also, and 
more so. for Jewish homelessness.” he said. 


Judge Bernard Rosenblatt presided at the reception.

Rabbi Wise again 
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One Man’s Gift 


By JACOB BILLIKOPF

ULIUS ROSENWALD'S benefactions were many 

al and varied-[see Julius Rosenwald—Fellow Citizen, 

by Graham Taylor, The Survey, February 1]. One 

of them has always seemed to me the most telling piece of 
philanthropic giving of which I have had knowledge, 

This was his contribution of a million dollars to, the Amer- 
ican Jewish Relief Committee on March 4, 1917-—the day 
President Wilson was reinaugurated. The fate of six million 
people in the shambles of the Eastern war-zone hung on his 
decision to give it. With his tithe of the total sum, American 
Jewry successfully raised the ten millions then needed for 
succor. More than that, his contribution raised the standards 
of wartime giving throughout the country. The American 
Red Cross, which had aimed to obtain $10,000,000 through- 
‘out the country for its overseas and army campwork, shortly 
thereafter lifted its quota, under Henry, P, Davison's leader- 
ship, to $100,000,000, 

At the time, Mr. Rosenwald was in Washington, a 
member of the Council of National Defense, and his death 
prompts me to tell of the circumstances of the gift, as it was 
‘my privilege to be with him when he made it. I remember 
those circumstances very vividly mot alone because of the 
cumulative significance of what he did, but of how he did it. 

~ Because also this was the first large money-raising campaign 
in which I had taken part; and on the way East Mr. Rosen- 
wald himself had thrown cold water on my call from the 
American Jewish Relief Committee. “You are a social 
worker,” he had said; “what have you got to do with fund 
collecting? It is a profession in itself.” ‘The committee con- 
sisted of the then leaders in American Jewry—Jacob H. 
Schiff, Louis Marshall, Felix M. Warburg, Henry Morgea- 
thau, Herbert H. Lehman, Lee K. Frankel, Stephen S. Wise, 
Julian W. Mack, and others. 

In Chicago he had frankly told me that had they taken him 
into their counsels, he would not have advised calling me; 
and here a fortnight later to my discomfiture, I was getting 
off the sleeper in Washington on my way to try the abilities 
which he thought were not in me, on him for a starter. Mr, 


Rosenwald was personally close to the President, this was the - 


great day in official Washington, and heaven alone knew 
whether, for all his usual generous leanings, he would be in 
a mood to listen to my horror-mongering anent the Jews of 
Eastern Europe. 

But Mr. Rosenwald, I had been told, was the only re- 
liance of the Committee. If he failed us, all our plans 
would be headed for the rocks. ‘That morning, I had his 
assurance that he would make time to see me late in the 
evening. My notes at the time tell of the suspense and 
uncertainty that filled my day until I was pacing the cor- 
ridors of the Willard Hotel waiting for him to return 
from an official dinner. He stopped for his mail at the 
hotel desk, before some senators surrounded him. I touched 
his shoulder and whispered in his ear that I had something 
of importance to convey to him. He studied me calmly. 
“Ts it very, very important?” he asked lightly, and before 
I could give him my emphatic reply he bade his friends 


goodnight and drew me off to a sofa in a corner of the lobby. 

“Well, tell me about it," he said as soon as we had sat 
down, I glanced up at him and my entire harangue on 
which I had spent so much arduous toil and thought evap- 
orated, I heard myself, to my own great surprise, telling 
him in the very simplest and most unadorned style that a 
campaign for ten million dollars was about to be launched; 
that it needed some powerful dramatic stimulus to start it 
off effectively and to end it successfully; that the committee 
had determined that nothing but a ercat single gift would 
serve and that he alone could make that gift. I dwelt 
hardly at all on the state of things abroad, merely indicating 
in a matter of fact way what he was well aware of, that 
the condition of the European Jews was growing increas- 
ingly worse, and that therefore a renewed effort on a much 
greater. scale than had ever been tried must be initiated. 
He listened to me without comment while my appeal was 
gathering momentum. I had had hundreds of conversations 
with Mr. Rosenwald but I had never before asked him for 
contributions of any sort, and never before had I seen a 
face so transparent and serene and yet so profoundly 
thoughtful. We seemed both caught by a common great 
purpose. As I concluded with my specific request for a 
round million the earnestness of his expression deepened. 

He said, “Do you think it will do any good?” 

I nodded and was about to make a highly colored fore- 
cast of the results of such a contribution, when he added: 
“Very well, I will do it. You may go back to New York 
and tell them that I’ll do it.” 


N° one who has known Julius Rosenwald will find any 
cause for surprise in the manner in which by his out- 
standing generosity he paved the way for so much that fol- 
lowed. It was thoroughly in keeping with the modesty, the 


, Vision and the utter selflessness of the man. I have a very 


vivid picture in my mind of the complete absence in his man- 
ner of any thought of vain reward. Hig quick, unhesitating 
response had in it all the elements of an instinctive reaction. 
But his reward came nevertheless in the great incentive 
that he gave to his fellows throughout the country to fol- 
low his example; and that, for him as for any genuinely 
generous heart, was reward enough, Not alone the Ameri- 
can Jewish Relicf Committee but the country as a whole 
was soon to feel the impetus of his unparalleled act. The 
President of the United States at once estimated its im- 
portance and telegraphed to him in these words: 

Your contribution of one million dollars to the Ten Million 
Dollar Fund for the Relief of Jewish War Sufferers serves 
democracy as well as humanity. The Russian Revolution has 
opened the door of freedom to an oppressed people but unless 
they are given life and strength and courage the opportunity 
of centuries will avail them little. It is to America that these 
starving millions look for aid and out of our prosperity, fruit 
of free institutions, should spring 4 vast and ennobling gen- 
crosity. Your gift lays an obligation even while it furnishes 
an inspiration.

Meeting to Pian Relief Program 
Called by Joint Distribution 
Group for Sunday. 


Without a Single dissenting vote, 
the Board of Aldermen adopted a 
resolution yesterday petitioning the 
United States Government to make 
“vigorous and proper representa- 
tion’’ to the German Government 
against the persecution of Jews by 
the Hitler régime. The resolution 
was offered by Alderman James F. 
Kiernan of Coney Island and was 
moved for immediate adoption by 
Alderman Joseph Reich, of the 
forty-ninth district, Brooklyn. 

Spurred by cables from Germany 
announcing an economic boycott 
against Jews by the Nazi party, 
steps were taken yesterday by the 
American Jewish Congress to raise 
an emergency fund to help the 
Jewish sufferers and combat the 
anti-Semitic campaign. 

At the same time the American 
Jewish Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee announced that it would hold 
a special meeting on Sunday after- 
noon at Temple Emanu-El to dis- 
cuss a program of relief for Jewish 
sufferers in Germany. A report on 
the extent of relief required will be 
made at the meting. Announce- 
ment of the meeting was made by 
Dudley D. Sicher, bbi Jonah B. 
Wise, chairman of the national fund 
raising committee of the organiza- 
tion, and sort Cc. an, secre- 
ae the joint distribution com- 


Appeal for Funds Issued. 


An appeal in behalf of Jewish 
sufferers in Germany was issued by 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, honorary 
president, and Bernard S. Deutsch, 
president of the American Jewish 
Congress. It said in part: 

‘“‘The American Jewish Congress, 
representing American Jewry, 
through whose initiative and de- 
votion this great awakening of 
public conscience was brought 
about, is seeking am emergency 
fund to enable it to carry on the 
gigantic work it has undertaken in 
the name of the Jews in America. 

“It must wage vigorously this 
great battle against anti-Semitism 
and its efforts must not abate until 
justice is restored to the Jews of 
Germany and in other lands. 

“The meoesunsy funds must be 
Soxthnow=ne- very Jew must 
ve. Let the depth of your feelin 
© measured by the generosity o 

your gift. 

"We in America have taken the 
lead in a battle for the preservation 
of German Jewry. We must help 
them and we will help them."’ 

The kesmen for the American 
Joint istribution Committee de- 
clared that the committee was in 
close contact with the German 
situation through its Berlin office. 

“This office has not been mo- 
lested and js in free and continuous 
contact with Germany eas well as 
the rest of Europe since 1921,"' the 
spokesmen declared. ‘“The Ameri- 
can officers of the Joint Distribu- 
tion Committee have the utmost 
confidence in the judgment of 
their representatives in Germany. 
The Joint Distribution Committee is 
in a osition to distribute aid 
promptly and effectively. 

“It is also in a position to go into 
any place as a neutral because of 
its charter and its history. The 
Joint Distribution Committee is a 
non-political organization, organ- 
ized solely for relief and ph - 
thropic aid. It has the same 
neutral character as the Red 
Cross. ; 

“It is now active in relief and re- 
constructive werk in Eastern Eu- 
rope where Jews are in- 
volved. The work there is done 
through the office in Berlin. 

“The Joint Distribution commit- 
tee has invariably worked in the 
closest cooperation with national 
and local welfare and social organ- 
izations. This policy will, of course, 
be consistently pursued in any re- 
lief work undertaken in Germany. 


Nothing will be done without tne 
fullest cooperation of organized 
agencies in that country.” 


Meetings in Other Cities. 


Protest meetings are being planned 
in thirty-two cities of the United 
States as well as in Canada, it was 
Announced yesterday at the office 
of the American Jewish Congress, 
122 East Forty-second Street. Bal- 
timore will hold a mass meeting on 
Thursday. 

The Congress received a telegram 
from Governor Albert C. Ritchie of 
Maryland, adding his protest to 
those of forty-two other Governors.

“He is a ionder, teacher and 
scholar,” Attorney Lubchansky said, 
“A man of courage and sincerity, he 
deliberately seeks out the truth 
and boldly and reverently proclaims 
it to the whelo werld. Te his ewn 
people, he is an aristocrat ef the 
spirit, ho is a patriot of peace to 
the whole world.” 

Lecture by Dr, Wise 

Expressing pleasure at being in 
New London again, Dr. Wise spoke 
informally of several subjects he- 
fore entering upon his lecture. He 
commended Rabbi Ruderman’s 
service lt. this city, and sald the 
dinner which had been held at the 
Mohican hotel was really a tribute 
to the local rabbi, Dr, Wise identi- 
fled himscif as having beon born 
on St. Patrick's day—"a great day.” 

Starting his lecture, Dr, Wise 
said that the “(acts about the Jews 
are obvious; the fictions are more 
subtie.” He spoke frat about the 
fietiona, 

One he sald Ix “that the Jow Is 
& wanderer upon the fece of the 
earth, from land to Jand, clime to 
elime, continent to continent.” and 
held that tho tragic key to this 
‘yollef that the Jew Is forever fore- 
doomed to ho a homeless wan 
lerer ts held In the New Tosta- 
nent, 

This he anid grew out of the 
record that whon Jesus was going 
to Calvary and sought to rest « 
moment, he was greeted by a Jew 


in an unkind way and Is reputed 
to have said: 

“Thou shalt wander until I re- 
turn.” 

Saying that he was prepared to 
admit that there might have heen 
& person who would addiess un- 
kind words to Jesus, Dr, Wise as- 


sorted, however that “I. a Jew, 
cannot believe that moment is his- 
torical. 


“if 1 were a Christian as IT am 
a Jew, I would refuse to helieve 
that Jesus uttered a word that 
would justify the Jews wandering 
through centuries, He who sald: 
‘Forgive them Father for they 
know not what they do," could not 
turn to one offender and say the 
words that would condemn a poo- 


ple." 


Dr, Wiae said that 7 come to 


his study refugee Jews from Naz 
Germany, Poland, Hungary and 
Roumanie, but chiefly from Gor- 
many and Poland. 

Among the German Jews, he 
said, are some whose familics have 
been associated with German life 
for 1800 years, and from Poland 
are Jews whose ancestors lived In 
Poland more than 600 years ago, 

“They come to me penniless and 
without clllzenship. Today one- 
third of the Jews are on the march, 


“No Jew wit res can 
stay Inn land from which he In 
told fo met out.

The fiction, As Rich as a Jew, 
wan next discussed by Dr. Wise. 

“For centuries even to this day 
in not a few lands Jows are denied 
tho right to bo tenants of or cultt- 
vators of the land,” Rabbi Wise 
enid. 

Then ho disrressed a moment to 
picture Jews as good farmers, end 
told of “a miracte In Palestine,” 
saying that from a handful of Jews 
in 1913, the Jewish population had 
grown to 425,000 

“They have transformed the land 
as by a miracie,” Dr. Wise said. 
He pointed out that In 1913 the 
Jews had exported 1.000 cases of 
citrus frults from Palestine and 
that this yoar the export had been 
7,800,000 cases. 

Sond Him to Palesting 

Then pointing to Nathan E. 
Lubow. president of the Congrege- 
tion Beth-El, Dr Wise said: “Send 
Rabbi Ruderman to Palestine for 


« vist” "I am going with him. 
Mr. Lubow replied 

Returning to the Rich as a Jew 
classification, Dr Wise said 

“Tho Jows were donicd access to 
the soll, becnuse man digs himself 
Into the land.

In the pro-industriol days, “be-

The Jew al- 
ways had to have that with which 
to buy off il will So the tillers of 
the soll sccing that the Jews did 
not Inbor an they anid they must 
be rich.’ 

Saying that well dreased Jowlsh 
women gave credence tu a belief 
that Jews are rich, Dr. Wise anid 

“Jewish mon have tho had habit 
of always wanting (to see thoir 
wives dressed in thelr holiday 
best. they like to ace them at 
tractively decorated with jewels 
Even my wife has an $5 sot of 
pearls, But jewels worn In other 
days could be use! to appease the 
greed of some hungry Christian 
baron.” 

Voveriy In Yoland 

Dr. Wise anid that it had beon 
said .hat, “Jows have all the 
money,” and he listed the names 
of operators of large department 
mores In New York city But, he 
sald, tho mortgages are ofttimes 
bigger than the stocka He de 
clared that Rockefellers and Van 
dorbilts did not operate dopart 
ment stores, 

Declaring that he had never 
Keown the hardship of poverty. 
Dr. Wise anid, however, that ho 
had lookeé upon it. and assorted 
that from three million to three 
and one-half million Jews in Po- 
land live on $4 to $8 monthly 

He sald that In Poland he do 
ncended to a sub-cellar aboul as 
large as tho stage tn the auditor 
jum of Butkeley school, and this 
had been divided Into clght apart 
ments and that 62 men and wonen 
lived there. 

“Whatever the world thinks 
about As Rich as a Jew we mus!

"In the darkest days of Czarist pogroms, the Jewish belief in education never 
wavered. But today, exhausted, assailed on every side, they have begun to lose their 
faith in the power of the word.” 


Reviewing Jewish persecution in Central and Eastern Europe and declaring "the soul of 
the Jew is on a rack of hatred more powerful and shattering than Torquemada’s,” Mr- 
Backer urged the convention to "take the lead in this gigantic struggle for human 
survival.” 


Not here in Pittsburgh

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JEWISH TEACHERS 
CHIDED BY ISAACS 


Borough Head Tells Sectarian 
Group He Sees No Reason 
for Its Existence 


JASON DISPUTES HIS VIEW 
Association of 3,000 Defended 


at Luncheon—Civic Duty in 
School Work Is Urged 


After warning that he would be 
“tactless’ in his remarks, Stanley 
M. Isaacs, Borough President of 
Manhattan, told 1,750 teachers at- 
tending the eleventh anniversary 
luncheon of the Jewish Teachers 
Association at the Hotel Commo- 
dore yesterday that he could see no 
reason for the existence of their 
organization. 

“While it is very important that 
the teachers organize as you have 
done, I must say that I regret that 
the Jewish teachers, or Catholic or 
Protestant teachers, should have 
separate organizations,"’ he de- 
clared. ‘I hope it will not be long 
before the separate groups will com- 
bine.” 


Taking issue with Mr. Isaacs, 
Simon J. Jason, president of the 
Jewish Teachers Association, point- 
ed out that this body, now grown 
to more than 3,000 members, exists 
to “improve the moral, social and 
religious traiging of the children.”’ 

“The Catholic and Protestant 
teachers’ associations have equally 
high and noble motives,’’ Mr. Jason 
said. ‘‘We are not concerned with 
politics. No one of these three 
groups expeets to use the influence 
of its association other than for the 
good of the community.”’ 


Civic Responsibility Urged 


Schools should develop into the 
community centers of the city, ca- 
tering to the needs of adults as 
well as of children, Mr. Isaacs de- 
clared. He urged that ‘‘adequate 
recreational facilities’’ be estab- 
lished near each school and that 
the teachers take an important part 
in improving the conditions in each 
neighborhood. 

“T feel that from the Jewish point 
of view we are not a separate peo- 
ple, but that we each owe a duty 
to the commynity to do our job as 
ably and effectively as we know 
how,” he added. 

Teachers would be more ‘‘useful’’ 
in community affairs if they did 
more than merely represent their 
own profession, Mr. Isaacs con- 
tended. 

“*You know at first hand the ac- 
tugl living conditions better than 
any other group of public officials,” 
he said. “I am sure that when the 
children come before you and you 
find some ill-clothed and ill-nour- 
ished, condemned to live in shabby 
tenements that are a disgrace to 
the city, you want to help improve 
conditions. 


“I want to see the school much 
more the center of communal ac- 
tivities than it has been in the past. 
I think the facilities furnished the 
children should be extended to in- 
clude the adults as well.”

Since 1914 the Joint Distribution 
Committee has spent $100,000,000 
to aid Jews in Europe, according to 
Mr. Tarshis. Through this organi- 
zation, hundreds of thousands of 
Jews in Central Europe are kept 
alive. 

“The Jews have but two ways to 
turn,’’ he said. ‘One is toward 
Palestine and the other toward this 
committee.”’

I shall not comment upon the first ex- 
cept to remind you that iiiion Jews 
in Europe are struggling between life 
and death. True, their lives have been 
spared, but their means of livelihood has 
born taken away, Thoy are dependent 
upon our charity, our mercy, our com- 
passion, for their subsistence, and I 
hope that history will say of us that not 
ont Jowlsh life was lost that could have 
been saved. 


The problem of revival means the 
birth of new falth, new hope and in- 
splration, and it means tho finding of 
new bavens of refuge for these desper- 
ate people. And whatever happens, 
these refugees must not be made to 
feel that they are beggars at our gates, 
but rather that they are the bearers of

They 
cannot help themselves and no one will 
come to their aid, as the note of ‘We 
can't interfere in the internal affairs 
of other nations, which has crept 
into the monet of statesmen, plainly 
shows. | ou. are woefully mis- 
taken if you think the fate of these 
millions will in any shape be influenced 
by public opinion in other lands ; noth- 
ing happened in Germany and I cannot 
see anything happening in Austria. We 
must depend ultimately upon ourselves 
for our safety and our future. 

“What can we do about Austria?

SEES INTOLERANCE RISING 


Calis Upon Church to Meet 
‘Challenge’ of Prejudice Here 
With Aggressive Action 


The rising tide of anti-Semitism in 


Europe today, which has deprived 
more than 6,600,000 Jews and non- 
Aryans of a birthright, may some 


day sweep across the United States 
if Christian America does not :ag- 
gressively challenge the menace, 
the Rev. Dr: Conrad Hoffmann Jr: 
declared’ yesterday morning. Dr. 
Hoffmann; assistant secretary’ of 
the Board: of National Missions of 
the Presbyterian .Church of the 
U.S. A., was guest preacher at the 
Adams Memoria] _ Presbyterian 
Church, ‘207 East Thirtieth Street. 
“We have no-right to protest 
against’ the Nazi persecution of 
Jews in Germany and’ Austria when 


here in our own country among the 
clergy and laity there is increasing 
prejudice against the Jews,’’ he 
said. ‘‘Recently when the Admin- 
istration approved of a plan to offer 
a haven for Jewish refugees, I 
heard men of my own Christian 
faith violently oppose the plan on 
the grounds that we already had 
enough Jews in this country. 

‘Germany -would like to be’ rid of 
her half million Jews, but she can- 
not, because no other: country will 
take them. She ‘cannot murder 
them in cold blood, but she can 
methodically deprive them of their 
only means of living, and thus slow- 
ly but surely-starve them to death. 
That is what Hitler has been doing 
to Jews and: non-Aryans in Ger- 
many and what he is already insti- 
tuting in Austria.’’ 

Saying that the general run of 
German people were not any more 
anti-Semitic than the average Amer- 
ican, Dr. Hoffmann described them 


as “being spoon-fed with propa- 


ganda against the Jews.”’ The revo- 
lution and.the -post-war sufferings 
and. bitter -disillusionment of the 
Germans were largely caused by the 
unfair, terms of the Versailles 
treaty,.he said. Hopelessly embit- 
tered, they grasped at a straw, much 


like any: drowning man, and. that 


straw was Adolf Hitler. 
‘‘Americans scoff at the possibility 
of. anti-Semitism sweeping this 
country,’’he said. ‘‘But let us re- 
member that fundamentally the 
only difference between. a lynching 
in the United States and a pogrom 
in Poland is that in the former in- 
stance it is usually a Negro who is 
persecuted and in the latter a Jew. 
Christian’ love is the only manner 
in which the problem of the Jew 
will be rolved in the world today.”

The essence of my report is that behind the 
stentorian demands of Hitler, the dramatically 
successful forcign ventures, the flag waving and 
the shouting, lies the ugly reality of widespread 
discontent in Germany.

The Jews of Central Europe 


VERY NATION is morally compelled to 

face the bitter truth. This article is written 

not with the intent of bewailing our plight but in 

order to arrive at a factual calculation of the 

status of six million Jews in Central and Eastern 

Europe and of the prospects that exist in the lands 
of immigration. 

We will begin our reckoning with those coun- 
tries in which the Jews had reached the peak of 
their development and where they now tumble at 
break-neck speed into a bottomless abyss. Over 
half a million Jews of central Europe are now in 
the grip of a ruthless inquisition; 300,000 in Ger- 
many and 200,000 in Austria. The liquidation of 
Jewish commercial concerns in Germany is now 
Proceeding at a more rapid pace than it did even 
during the most diffcalt months of 1934 and 
1935. At that time the Jewish as well as the 
world press was full of reports concerning the 
shameless robberies perpetrated by the “saviors” 
of the German nation. Now the process of paup- 
erization has become a chronic ailment. Every- 
one, with practically no exceptions, is preparing 
for flight. As recently as one year ago German 
Jewish leaders were seriously considering the 
establishment of homes for the aged to house 
250,000 Jews. According to their calculations about 
100,000 of the younger and more adaptable Jews 
would leave the country in the next five years and 
only the old and those no longer fit for work 
would remain. They then believed that the old, 
the decrepit and the widows would be allowed to 
end their days in the exile of Hitler land. But 
now they too have changed their minds. They 
now realize that the departure of the younger 
ones increases the terror of the old people at the 
prospect of remaining in the hell which Germany 
has become for them and that these too are ready 
to grasp the wanderer’s staff in order to escape 
the fate of remaining alone in Germany. 

Thus proceeds the liquidation of a section of 
Jewry which for 150 years has enriched the Jew- 
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ish people and the whole world with hundreds of 
scholars and scientists. The 150,000 German 
Jews who have scattered throughout the world 
are spiritually crushed and will not soon recover. 
The 40,000 Jews who have settled in Palestine 
will probably enrich the Jewish community there; 
but the 110,000 others who fied to various lands 
are merely looking for z place of refuge where 
they can hide without attracting attention. Only 
one hope fills the heart of the German Jewish 
refugee who has found a domicile—to find room 
for those dear to him who still remain in Ger- 
many. 

Such is the end of German Jewry which was the 
richest and most prosperous from an economic as 
well as from a spiritual viewpoint. 

But the debacle of German Jewry is as nothing 
when compared to the calamity which has over- 
taken the Jews of Austria. The measure of des- 
truction which was achieved in Germany in two 
years has been accomplished in Austria in two 
weeks. In proportion to the population there were 
more Jewish shops pillaged in Austria in two weeks 
than there were in Germany in two years. More 
Jewish doctors, dentists, lawyers, engineers and 
architects were expelled from their positions in 
Austria in one month than were affected in 
Germany in three years. The number of Jewish 
officials in Austria was negligible and altogether 
they numbered no more than 156 in government 
and municipal positions. 

Austrian Jewry suffered from a severe econ- 
omic dislocation even before the annexation of the 
country by Hitler, Sixty thousand out of Vienna's 
170,000 Jews—-over one third—were dependent 
on relief. Among the needy who appealed for 
aid there were Jews who only a few years before 
themselves contributed considerable sums to the 
Jewish charitable institutions. Even before Hit- 
ler seized Austria the majority of the Jewish law- 
yers were unemployed and the number of Jewish 
bank employees decreased from 10,000 to 1,200

A resolution “strongly protesting 
against the religious and racial persecution 
which is taking place throughout Ger- 
many,” will be submitted to a meeting 
representing all religious bodies and 
schools of political thought at the Albert 
Hall on December 1. The resolution also 
pledges support to every legitimate form 
of action Jikely to alleviate the sufferings 
of the victims of such persecution.

Rabbi Silver Assails Proposal 
for Settlements in Africa 
and in South America

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Jan 
Masaryk. former Czech Minister to 
London, came back today to Wash- 
ington, where he entered diplomacy 
twenty years ago, and broadcast 
that he came ‘‘to speak for the 
Jews and to work for them," es- 
pecially as regards Palestine. 

He spoke under the auspices of 
the National Conference for Pal- 
estine, which opened a two-day ses- 


sion tonight at the Mayflower with 
1,500 Jewish delegates from forty- 
four States assembled to study the 
plight of Jews in Germany and to 
plan how American Jews could best 
help these and other oppressed Jews 
to settle in Palestine. :

Silver wanted assistance 


Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver of 
Cleveland, National Chairman of 
the United Palestine Appeal, dis- 
missed as a ‘‘cruel deception” ‘the 
proposals for settling Jews in 
Africa and South America. He was 
supported by other speakers in 
holding that Palestine alone is pre- 
pared to receive large numbers of 
refugees. Palestine could take 100, 
000 in a year if the British would 
only let them in, Rabbi Silver said. 

He and Rabbi Stephen S. Wise of 
New York, chairman of the execu- 
tive committee of the appeal, who 
joined him in a symposium that 
was also broadcast over the Colum- 
bia system, both denounced the 
German plan for permitting Jews 
to leave as a ‘“‘ransom"’ scheme, and 
said American Jewry would have 
nothing to do with it. 

To Rabbi Silver this was ‘‘a blan- 
ket invitation to other countries 
with anti-Semitic leanings to mulct 
the Jews,”’ and to Rabbi Wise it 
was a plan to send Jews from Ger- 
many as “‘pauperized salesmen of 
German-made goods,’’ which the 
civilized world should prevent. 

Mr. Masaryk, the chief speaker, 
said that to compare ‘‘the treat- 
ment allotted to our Germans by 
my father with the treatment which 
Henlein and Company are dishing 
out to the Jews and anti-totalitar- 
jan citizens of Sudetenland—it is as 
heaven compared to hell." 

He emphasized he had come to 
champion the Jewish cause, and 
gave this explanation: 

“There are nearly 10,000,000 of 
my people~together—facing suffer- 
ing and depredation, but they, be- 
ing united together, can endure and 
survive it and come out victorious 
in the end. But the Jews, scat- 
tered all over the world—what 
chance have they to fight off the

the world? The Jews are a small 
minority everywhere. And with- 
out tolerance and decent treatment 
of minorities, democracy cannot 
survive. There is no exception! 

“When this last super-pogrom 
broke out in the land of Goethe, 
Heine, Bach and Handel, I realized 
that my place was with the Jewish 
brethren, and that the suffering of 
my people has made my cause your 
cause and your cause my cause.

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president 
of the Jewish Agency for Palestine, 
sent from London a message in 
which he said: 

“All our energies must be mobi- 
lized for the strengthening of our 
position.

That is why 
immigration now more than ever 
is the prime essential not only for 
the salvation of the persecuted but 
also for the maintenance of our 
position in Palestine.”’

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|RABBI TALKS 


OF PROBLEMS 


Discusses Refugee Prob- 
lems In Talk Before 
Lions Club. 


At the regular weekly luncheon 


| meeting of the Hagerstown Lions 
Clab, Rabbi Baruch FE. Rabinowitz, 
of the congregation of Sons of 
Abraham, delivered a most foreful 
and enlightening address on “The 
Refugee Problem,” yesterday in the 
ballroom of the Alexander hotel. 

“When I speak of the refugee 
problem I mean-the Jewish problem, 
for although others too are being 
persecuted and oppressed, perhaps 
eyen as much as the Jews, they are 
not being expelled from the country 
proper as are the Jews,” said the 
rabbi. 


“By the term refugees 1 do not 
only mean the 700,000 Jews in 
Austria-Germany, but also the mil 
ion in Hungary, 690,000 in Rumania, 
three and a quarter million in Po- 
‘Jand and the hundreds of thousands 
in the other European countries, 
All in all close to sit miliiom hu- 
man beings, and this does not in- 
clude the two million Jews in Russia 
where most of them live under the 
.same conditions, ia the same kind 
of tnhuman hell, as do their 
brethren in Germany. For the Jews 
in Russia are suffering because of 
their anti - Communist activi 
tives—it is they who are taking 
part in ibe anti-Soviet activities, 
Thirty-five thousand of them have 
already been doomed as salves in 
the Siberian mines.”

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Jews Will Not Surrender Palestine Rights, Weizmann Warns; 
Continuation of Mandate and Jewish Immigration on 
Absorptivity Principle Principal Among Four 
Principal Demands Made By Jewish Agency 
Leader ; Cites Great Gains Made By 
Arabs Following World War 


London — Calling upon the British Government to “do justice to my 
people in this dark hour,”” Dr. Weizmann, President of the Jewish Agency 
for Palestine, demanded the continuation of the Palestine Mandate and of 
Jewish immigration on the principle of economic absorptivity after warning 
that the Jows have “vital interests and rights in Palestine which they will 
never surrender.” 

Dr. Weizmann’s declaration, made in a two-hour address which he de- 
livered last Wednesday night at St. James Palace, was disclosed in an official 
summary. 


Weizmann’s Four-Pointed Demand 

Four principal demands were placed before the British Government on 
behalf of the Jews by Dr. Weizmann, These were: (1) Continuation of the 
League of Nations Mandate; (2) Jewish immigration in accordance with the 
principle of economic absorptivity; (3) an active policy of development in 
Palestine; (4) effective safeguards against a minority status for Jews. 

A review of Jewish historical connection with Palestine, a summary of 
Arab gains following the World War and a reminder that Great Britain has 
not fulfilled the original promise contained in the Balfour Declaration con- 
stituted the themes of Dr. Weizmann's exposition of the Jewish case in Pal- 
estine. 

“The Jewish representatives enter this discussion,” the Jewish leader said, 
“with the desire to be helpful and with a full recognition of the difficulties 
facing the Government. However, we must safeguard our vital interests and 
rights which we will not surrender, particularly in this blackest hour of Jew- 
ish history.”” 

Referring to the survey of the Jewish position that he had presented to 
the Peel Royal Commission, Dr. Weizmann reiterated that the root of the 
problem is the homelessness of the Jewish people which is everywhere a 
minority, 

“They preserved their identity because of their attachment to Palestine 
and the hope of a return to Zion,” he declared. ‘The claim to Palestine was 
never abandoned; the Jewish community there never ceased to exist. In every 
age Jewish groups went to Palestine and for the last sixty years active re- 
settlement has been going on. The Balfour Declaration recognized these his- 
toric facts and the preamble of the Mandate gave international recognition 
to the historical connection of the Jewish people and Palestine and the grounds 
for reconstituting their national home in that country.” 

Foundations of Empire Would Be Shaken: Weizmann 
“The Royal Commission's report ruled out artificial restrictions on Jew- 
ish immigration and the relegation of Jews to a minority status. It is incon-

Says No Conflicting Promises 


The argument that conflicting promises were made to Jews and Arabs by 
the British was denied by Dr. Weizmann. If there was any overlapping of 
promises, there was no conflict with regard to western Palestine, as was 
acknowledged by the representatives of the Government and by Sir Henry 
MacMahon himself. T. E. Lawrence had also written that Winston Churchill's 
settlement in 1921-22 fulfilled all the promises made by Great Britain to the 
Arabs, Dr. Weizmann underlined. 

As final proof, he cited the fact that King Feisal, as the authorized 
spokesman for the Arabs at the Paris Conference had accepted the Balfour 
Declaration. Where there might have been a possibility of conflict in the 
promises on Transjordan, this had been solved one hundred per cent in favor 
lof the ‘Arabs, the Jewish leader pointed out. 


Rejects Minority Status for Jews 


Dealing with the Arab claim that Palestine is an Arab country and should 
have an Arab Government, Dr. Weizmann said that even on the present basis 
that claim cannot be realized since the Jews form a third of the population 
and are responsible for more than two thirds of the economic and cultural 
activity in Palestine. 


Two Principal Demands of Weizmann 


The gist of Dr. Weizmann’'s statement was a demand for the continuation 
lof the Mandate and of Jewish immigration in accordance with the principle of 
economic absorptivity, together with an active policy of development and 
effective safeguards against a minority status for the Jews. 

Concluding, Dr. Weizmann said to the British officials: 

‘I pray that you who have carried justice, fairness and good Government 
into the remotest corners of the globe; I pray with all respect and humility 
that you will do justice to my people in this dark hour.”

Berlin —- A renewal of the Nazi 
attempt to “co-ordinate” the last and 
most stubborn sections of the German 
Evangelical Church was foreshadow- 
ed here, Eleven “co-ordinated” dig- 
nitaries of the Church have signed a 
new declaration of their acceptance 
of the National Socialist position on 
religion and have started a large- 
seale campaign ugainst the “Jewish 
and political influences” which they 
claim still persist in German Protes- 
tantism. Followers of the pagan Ger- 
man philosophy have consistently 

urged the exclusion of the Old Testa- 
ment from the German Bible because 
of its Jewish character.

minority race, their presence infuriates the 
nationalistic ire of the dictators in control, 
and as a consequence they are libelled, be- 
smirched, hounded and massacred. Their 
personal property is confiscated; their wives 
and daughters are violated, and their places 
of worship are torn down, burned and blas- 
phemed. 

Not all this oppression is the result of 
fanatical terrorists. It is generally conceded 
that the overcrowded condition in Europe is 
one of the fundamental reasons for the pres- 
ent turmoil. If, therefore, the Jews are the 
ones to go, and go they must or die, where 
shall be their destination? 

The answer is Palestine. Immediately, 
Christian and Jew alike throw up their hands 
and exclaim, “What, that wasted desert’ 
Why they would starve in such an inhospit- 
able region.” ; : 

Such is not the case. First, from a purely 
racial] viewpoint, it is only logical thal the 
Jews should have contro! of the land of their 
ancestors. Theirs is a rich historical heri- 
tage. But regardless of that there are four 
good reasons why the Jewish refugee should 
look toward the Near East. 

First, because in the last 40 years the 
Jews have poured into the land $500,000,000 
and 500,000 men, and have with their money, 
their sweat and their blood, changed Pale- 
stine from a barren backward land to a fer- 
tile country, vying with the most progressive 
centers of modern civilization. 

Second, the development of Palestine has 
opened up widened economic frontiers for the 
whole Near East. 

Third, because Palestine is the most read- 
iy accessible, easily reached country open 
for refugee colonization. 

Fourth, because 52-nations recognize the 
historic claim of the Jewish people to Pale- 
stine and solemnly affirmed the right of the 
Jew to settle there. These points were clearly 
pointed out after an intensive survey made 
by the Christian Friends of Palestine, in 
Washington, D. C. 

The idea is not new. The Jewish people 
have been developing Palestine for many 
years, and what iney have achieved in the 
land of their ancestors borders an the mirac- 
ulous. Their success could not have been 
duplicated by any other people in that par- 
ticular tand, for the problem called forth all 
the latent qualities of race, driven by hard 
necessity, and most important of all, they 
were home again. home in the land of their 
ancestors—Abraham, David and Isaiah. 

What have they done? It makes an im- 
posing list. They have built some 240 agri- 
cultura) settlements in previous uncultivable 
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areas, made possible by draining: and irriga- 
tion of otherwise waste lands and malarial 
swamps. These lands were setUed by 110,- 
000 people. In addition, there has heen a 
marked urban development. ‘They buill a 
modern city on the sandy shares of the Mod)- 
terrancan Sea. called Te! Aviv, an all-Jewish 
city of 160,000 persons. 

Haifa has become an important center of 
shipping and commercial enterprise. More 
than 200 primary schools have been estab- 
lished in country distriets. They have built 
the Hebrew University of Jerusalem. Ma- 
laria has been stamped out. and eye disease 
eradicated. A great medical center has heen 
erected, Hospitals and Child Health Centers, 
and clinics have been established. with pro- 
visions for nurses and midwives. Kus anil 
motor traffic has been increased and facili- 
tated by the building of modern roads. Jeru- 
Salem has been equipped with a new water 
supply system. The railroad evetem has been 
organized. 

Tel Aviv has a harios recently con- 
structed, that it may well be proud of. and 
electricity is possible threngh the construe. 
tion of a large plant. The ead Sea has he- 
come alive in the eredit columns of the evo. 
nomic ledger by the extraction af minerals 
from the water. The Jordan. famed Riblical 
river. rolls an to the hum of tvnanios as the 
river has heen harnessed ta yield power, 

_A National Library has been instituted, 
With 400,000 volumns on the shelves. The 
arid surface of some sections of Palestine are 
being changed, as millions of ivees, indive- 
nous to the country, have been planted. Great 
theatres are being developed, and an inier- 
nationally famous orchestra has been estab. 
lished, 

Can the Jews make a living in Palestine? 
They can, for statistics show that there h 
been a tremendous growth in citrus produc- 
tion and industrial enterprise. In the period 
of 1929 and 1930 the vale of oranges, Jpmons 
and grapefruit exported by Jows were S1~ 
500,000. In 3936 and 1937 the exports had 
jumped to $10,500,000. In the same period 
the production of Jewish industrial entor- 
prise rose from $12,500,000 to $.40.500,000. 

The Near East is not crowded. The 
Jewish initiative could convert the unused 
stretches into ihe most productive territory 
in the area. There is ample ronm to expand 
and still not interfere with the Arabs. There 
is room for ali the persecuted Jews in the 
workd to settle there and still live.a prosper- 
ous life in their ancestral country, as a com- 
posite Jewish state, 

The very preservance of Hebrew homo- 
genity by. Jews the world over, which has 
kept racial lines intact, has given the Jews 
the possibility of creating a powerful Jewish 
state in Palestine, All of ihe Jewish accom- 
plishments have been to the advantage of 
the Arabs who share the country with the 
progressive Hebrews. There is 99 per cent. 
of the surrounding territory open for the 
same kind of development. In this day and 
age of Jewish persecution, the Jew, search- 
ing for a chance to live out his existence un- 
hampered and unmolested, has one answer, 
Palestine.

Three-eighths of the world’s Jew- 
ish population of 16,000,000 persons, 
or approximately RR persons.

raim Fischoff, of Ithaca, member of 
the Cornell university faculty. in- 
formed the 350 men and women at- 
lending the joint installation cere- 
monies of Niagara Falls Bat B'rith 
lodge. the Lord Metchitt B'nal 
Brith lodge. of St. Catharines, Ont., 
and the ladies’ auxiliary of Lord 
Melchett lodge, held at the Hotel 
Niagara last might. The ceremony 
marked the first time in B’nal B'rith 
history that officers of a Canadian 
lodge of the order were installed on 
United States soil, 


Speaking on the subject “Jewish 
Survival in This Age of Chaos,” 
Rabbi Fischoff deciared that the BB 

Jews or Christians of Jewish 
extraction are in real] or imminent 
danger due to the spread of totali- 
turlanism in the world 


Reviewing recent history, particu- 
lariy that of Europe, Rabbi Fischoff 
declared that “those Jews and 
Christians. in areas where demo- 
eracy still reigns, if they have the 
insight to see it, have several im- 
perative, religiously based, clearly 
defined duties as human beings.” 

Summarizing, he Usted these du- 
ties as follows: 

First, the giving of assistance to 
refugees now totaling more than a 


million Jews, more than 2,000,000 
Jewish Christians and an equsl 
humber of Christians without a 
trace of Jewish blood. 

Second, the granting of support 
to the existing “Jewish idealistic 
experiment in Palestine, a signal 
example of peaceful transformation 
of a people” 

Third, the joining together of 
Christian and Jew in defense of 
American democratic traditions. 

Rabbi Fischoff described the chief 
function of B’nal B'rith as that of 
discounting the flood of anti-Semi- 
tic propaganda through Sts Antle 
Defamation league, which ie ae- 
Signed to expose the falsehoods in 
the libels spread against members 
of the Jewish race. He also said 
that a function of the organization 
should be to establish Hillel foun- 
dations in the largest American and 
Canadian colleges and universities 
to provide religious centers for stu- 
dents of Jewish faith.

Congestion of population provides an excuse 
for aggression and expansion. It is generally 
conceded that Europe is in a turmoil because 
Europe is over-crowded. 

In this over-crowded Europe, 
are being libelled, besmirched, hounded, spoiled, 
tormented, massacred. Their wives and 
daughters violated, thelr synagogues sacked, 
their books burned, their holy scrolls—the tab- 
lets of the law—defiled, Their God—our God— 
the God of Christendom blasphemed. These 
Jews and their ancestors have lived in Europe 
for more than 2000 years, but now they must go 
as if they were aliens, pariahs, nomads. It is 
pootless to speak of justice, or to plead for 


mercy. 
Millions of Jews must emigrate. Where shall 
they go? They and their friends ask. 

Various territories have been suggested as 
possible centers of colonization. An empty 
Near East, and especially Palestine as an actual 


swer to where they shall go, says an organiza- 
tion called Christian Friends of Palestine, 
has its headquarters in Washington. 


In the last 40 years the Jews have poured into| 
the land $500,000,000 and 500,000 men, and have 
with thelr money, their sweat and their blood 
changed Palestine from a barren backward land 
to a fertile country, vying with the most pro- 
gressive centers of modern civilization. 

The development of Palestine has opened up 
widened economic frontiers for the whole Near 
East. Palestine is the most readily accessible, 
easily reached country open for refugee colon- 
ization. Palestine historically has been the 
home of the Jewish people from the Bible times 
unto this day. Fifty-two nations recognized 
this historic claim of the Jewish people to 
Palestine and solemnly affirmed the right of the 
Jews to settle there. 

The accomplishments of the Jews in Palestine 
have been to the advantage of the Arab. He 
has increased in Palestine more than in any 
Moslem country in the world. His birth rate in 
Palestine is the highest and his death rate the 
lowest. 

“In the light of these facta, when the Jews 
persecuted and harassed, driven without mercy 
from his home, helpless, penniless, cries out to 
have a chance to live, the answer is Palestine,” 
says the Christian Friends of Palestine.

HOOTON FOR OUR SIDE 

HE reason why copies of last week's 

issue of Collier’s were as scarce as 

auks was an article by Dr. Earnest 
Albert Hooton titled “Why the Jew Grows 
Stronger.” It starts out as an interesting 
anthropological study of Jews, not as a 
race, but as possessing a set of definite 
racial characteristics by which they are 
readily recognized, and then tapers off 
into a discussion of the social consequen- 
ces of these physical distinctions of Jews 
dwelling in Gentile populations. 

Dr. Hooton has been generous to the 
Jew in his conclusions, indeed, in our opin- 
ion, even extravagant. But he is prepond- 
erantly fair and proceeds to his deductions 
with the cold reasoning of a scientist. 
Though many of his suggestions may not 
meet with undivided approval, he has writ- 
ten a treatise that holds out the Jew as 
an asset, rather than a liability to society. 

And since this approach is a rarity 
these days, he has rendered anti-Jewish 
prejudice a severe blow for which we 
Jews should -be grateful. 


UP ON THE MOUNT 
HOSE who hold that “A kind answer 
turneth away wrath,” will have a rare 
opportunity to see the justifiability of 
such a belief on May 9. 

On that date, Hadassah, the Women’s 
Zionist Organization of American Jewish 
Physicians’ Committee will unite to open 
and dedicate the first non-sectarian medi- 
cal center in Palestine, just completed on 
Mt. Scopus in Jerusalem. 

Built during a period of international 
strife and racial hatred, the new center 
will be a beacon light dedicated to a ra- 
tional program of enlightened science and 
good health for all peoples. As such, it 
must have a humanizing effect not only on

This school will act as a training 
ground not only for native and refugee 
Jewish girls but for students from sur- 
rounding countries as well. 

The motto of the new center is “heal- 
ing, teaching and research.” It is a motto 
worthy of the organization which built it, 
worthy of the people who will receive its 
services and worthy, too, of the Jew’s his- 
toric determination to turn Palestine once 
more into a “land flowing with milk and 
honey.” 

This “milk,” however, is the milk of 
human kindness. And this “honey” is the 
honey of good health and high morale 
which always result from it.

It is agreed by close observ- 
ers that permanent or even temporary 
amiable relationship between the two peo- 
ples under present conditions is unlikely 
because of inherent differentiation; and 
the iron-fisted demands from Berlin that 
the Czechs, fundamentally not in the least 
anti-Semitic, enforce anti-Jewish meas- 
ures, are obeyed only perfunctorily. In- 
stead, Czech officials are using every pow- 
er within their means, despite German 
Soa to render assistance to Jews 
leaving the country and even to help salv- 
age their belongings. 

The Czech aptitude for passive resist- 
ance is drawn to a large extent from the 
same source tapped by Jewish patience, 
and one cannot help but feel that the 
Czechs are firm in their belief that all 
this is but a transitory phase of their in- 
dustrial life and that theirs is the feeling 
Lo eventually there will be a new liber- 
ation. 

These, then, are the people over whom 
the Reich has set up a “protectorate,” only 
because in the free countries there was 
the fear, not of defeat, but of war itself. 
The Czech people now manifest their sym- 
pathy by a responsive attitude to the Jew- 
ish desire to get out of the country be- 
cause they know that life on Hitler’s terms 
is intolerable.

REPORTS from several widely separated 
sourees show in a vivid way the plight 
to which large numbers of people are 
reduced by being deprived of citizenship 
in countries where they were born. 
According to a message from New York, 
the German liner St. Louis, after : 
aimlessly off the coast of Florida, is 
returning to Hamburg with more than o00 
refugees who were not allowed to land in 
Cuba and for whom there is now 
dismal prospect of the concen 
camp. Far away at Mauritius is the story 
of another German ship, Usaramo, cruis- 
ing about with a company of 506 homeless 
people, bound as a last resort to Shanghai, 
where there is already trouble enough.

Both The Jewish Criterion and The Southern Israelite lead with the almost verbatim explanation 
above each of their articles, that they have come to a special arrangement with the 
Contemporary Jewish Record (which first published the article in question). The Contemporary 
Jewish Record was published by the non-Zionist, but not anti-Zionist American Jewish 
Committee, whose former president Louis Marshall had stated on August 6, 1919 (see No.45 in 
our list): 


“Let me say to you candidly and in all solemnity that Jewry abroad is tottering on the 
brink. The lives of some six million people are at stake.”

Two months prior to Germany’s invasion of Poland, a Nazi named Hans Ziegler, published a book 
entitled Juden und der Weltkrieg (Jews and the World War), and in it, he had written that one 
of the worth-while results of the coming world war, would be the annihilation of the six million 
Jews in East and Central Europe. According to the Jewish Telegraphic Agency anyway. 


The archives of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency (JTA), an international news agency, are online, 
at least a searchable archive in English is. Whether there are archives in other languages, which 
presumably there are, and the ambiguously cited article appears amongst them, | do not know. 
But this story certainly does not appear in the English archives. | performed at least 10 separate 
searches, using different words or names from the Contemporary Jewish Record claim, all 
without any positive results. 


The Nazi referred to by the Contemporary Jewish Record, Herr Hans Ziegler, is almost certainly 
Dr. Hans Severus Ziegler (1893 - 1978) a writer and teacher, who had joined the NSDAP in 1925, 
and in 1936 was appointed as the artistic director of the city of Weimar’s theatre. His most 
notable work was the “Degenerate Music” exhibition in Dusseldorf during 1938, from which the 
above poster—which features his name upon it—is infamous. 


Dr. Hans Severus Ziegler did write several books and papers, many of which were written after 
war. The online records of the German National Library, lists twenty-three articles by, or 
about Dr. Hans Severus Ziegler, but a book entitled Juden und der Weltkrieg (Jews and the 
World War) is not amongst them.

There is a book entitled Die Juden im Weltkrieg, or often listed as Die Juden und der 
Weltkrieg (The Jews in[/and] the the World War), but it was published in 1916. It was written 
by Felix A. Theilhaber (pictured above), who served as a physician in the German army during 
World War |. He went on to also publish Juidische Flieger im Kriege (Jewish Flyers in the War) in 
1919, in which he gave accounts of over one hundred Jewish military pilots who flew for 
Germany during the Great War. Theilhader’s writings were in the defence of German-Jews, to 
counter accusations that they had been a traitorous element in Germany during World War I. 


In 1914 Theilhader founded, and became the chairman of Gesex (The Society of Sexual Reform) 
a group of medical professional which, according to his son, sought to have the laws prohibiting 
abortion and contraception overturned, and laws on obscenity, paedophilia, exhibitionism, 
homosexuality and adultery reformed. For his involvement with this group, he and fifty other 
physicians were arrested by the Gestapo in May 1933. When released two months later, he 
emigrated to Palestine, where he co-founded the Maccabi Health Care Service. He died in 1956 
in Tel Aviv. 


Conclusion: 


Dr. Hans Severus Ziegler never wrote a book called Juden und der Weltkrieg, about the coming 
world war and the annihilation of 6,000,000 Jews. The author(s) of this propaganda article 
distributed by the American Jewish Committee, simply lied.

Roosevelt Cites 
a ‘Just Cause’ 


Urges National Unity to 
Win Tolerance, Peace, 
in Message for Jews 


New York, N. Y. (*)-President 
Roosevelt, in a Jewish New Year's 
message Sunday called upon the na- 
tion to rededicate itself “to the task 
which hes before us in order that all 
peoples may live as equals.” 

His message was read by Dr. Ste- 
Phen S. Wise, noted Jewish leader, 
in a broadcast sponsored by the 
United Jewish Appeal commemorat- 
ing the opening of the year 5702 in 
tne Hebrew calendar. 

The text of the president's mes- 
gage 

“At this tragic hour in modern 
civ ization, ] extend to the Jewish 
people of America my sincere 
freetings for the new year, in 
the confident hope that the tem- 
porary darkness which appears to 
encompass the world shall not ex- 
tunguish the light of liberty and 
the blessings of peace and free- 
dom. Accordingly, with a united 

Gevotuon to the just cause of tol- 

erance and peace, we must rededi- 


cate ourselves to the task which 
lies before us in order that all 
peoples may live as equals.” 

This theme keynoted similar ad- 
dresses by Mayor La Guardia, Gov. 
Lehman, Secretary of Agriculture 
Whickard and other public officials, 
who emphasized in Rosh Hashanah 
messages America's tradition of se- 
curity and religious freedom, 

Rabbi Wise warned that the world 
must not become weary of hearing 
of the phght of the Jews, adding 
that while only SUH of 150,000,- 
#0 persons captive to Adolf Hit- 
ler are Jews, their suffering must 
be of concern to the whole world be- 
cause, he said : 

“Hitler has sought the destruc- 
tion of the world not merly as an 
end in itself, but as a means of 
creating division, confusion and in- 
ternal stmfe within the ranks of 
men and women who would other- 
wise stand united and strong against 
his assault.” 

Dr Wise expressed hope that in 
the new year “our Christian neigh- 
bors would reco,znize “that the as- 
sault upon the Jews or any other 
racial group represents a smoke- 
sereen for a much more concerted 
attack upon all of the institutions 
of democracy and freedom.” 

Imposition of recent restriction 
upon their racial brethren abroad 
saddened the usually gay holiday 
festivities in New York, where live 
more Jews than dwell in the Pales- 
tine homeland.

They Didnt Listen To Us 


YOU THINK the world would be in the mess it 
is, if the voice of Israel crying for justice to civilized 
maankind would have been listened to back in 1955, when 
Hitler started to spread terror and doom among German 
Jewry? I fitmly believe that, if England, America and 
France had at that time taken steps and reprisals against 
Nazi Germany steeped in medieval barbarism, it would 
not have come to World War IT. 

It is unfortunate that even now, at the end of 1941, 
more than two years after the nazis started the war by 
invading Poland in September 1939, dyed-in-the-wool 
American statesmen and our outstanding papers still have 
pot realized that the nazi assault upon civilization did 
oot start in 1939 but in 1933. 

An apt illustration of the muddled thought which 
prevails on this matter is offered by “Topics of the Times," 
4 column on the editorial page of the “New York Times” 
which I have been reading and enjoying for many years. 
“Topics of the Times” of November 2, comments on the 
frst installment of former President Hoover's memoirs of the 
Paris Peace Conference, which are now published in the 
“Saturday Evening Post.” Remarking om the fact that 
Mr. Hoover's manuscript was readied six years ago, and 
the editor’s remark that since these chapters were written 
before the present war “the point of view is uralkered by 
present events,” the anonymous writer of “Topics of the 
Times” observes: 

“Is it wholly to Mr. Hoover's credit that his point of 
wew is the same as it was six years ago? .. . Six years 
ago Mr, Hoover, with the rest of the world, did mot have 
to take into account @ present event named Hitler™ (\talics 
by A. G. F.). 

Six years ago, we wrote the year 1935... . It was 
two years after Hitler and his henchmen had come to 
power, Two years that Jews and liberals were beaten to 
death in the torture chambers of the Gestapo, two years 
of concentration camps, two years of Jewish children 
being forced to sit om “Jew benches” and endure the 
malicious saddism of tbeir “Aryan” fellows and teachers. 
In 1935 men like Albert Einstein, Lion Feuchtwanger. 
Thomas Mann and countless Jewish scientists and writers 
had already been compelled to flee from nazi Germany, 
leaving behind their manuscripts and possessions and 
thanking God for having escaped with their lives. 

In 1935 Jewish leaders in this country and Europe 
had been reiterating and sounding the warning for over 
two years that Hitler's assault upon and furious persecu- 


the Jews in their realms. In vain... Not one government 
protested or criticized the nazis jor what they were doing 
to the Jews. Those who are pow touched to their very 
depths by the tragedy of the raped and outraged de- 
mocracies and by the sufferings and tribulations of their 
unhappy populations were either too busy or too uncon- 
cerned about the whole matter to do something to help 
the tortured Jews under Hitler's knout. On that terrible 
black day of November 10, 1938, when the nazis let 
loose one of the most destructive and bloody pogroms 
on record, there was hardly a ripple on the calm sea of 
public opinion of the democracies, Not one government 
protested against the slaughter of hundreds upon hun- 
dreds of innocent German-Jewish Aosteges that were, vot 
shot, but beaten to death, tortured to death, slowly and 
with bestia] saddism. in retaliation for the assassination 
of the mazi Von Rade by 2 Jewith boy named Hershel 
Grynspan 

America is aroused by the shooting of French and 
other hostages, and justly so. Even the President has 
voleed his condemnation of this barbarism, and we are 
proud be did. Yet we cannot belp remembering that save 
for a few voices crying in the wilderness, there was no 
sound when thousands apon thousands of Jews were 
punished for the rash, and so understandable act, of a 
Jewish boy. 

About a year and a half ago the British Government 
published documentary proof for the atrocities committed 
io nazi concentration camps since 1935. The publication 
of this shocking record proved. as it was meant to be. 
effective in swaying public opinion in this country against 
the “Huns.” It is clear that the British Government did not 
procure the documentary proof of nazi bestiality at the 
time of publication but several years before. Why, then, 
was this record locked away in the secret diplomatic files?

LONDON, Saturday.—Ten 
thousand persons — Jews 
and non-Jews, British and 
Allied — thronging the great 
Albert Hall to capacity on 
Thursday (as briefly report- 
ed by Reuter), adopted a re- 
solution recording the indig- 
nation of Britain and the 


United Nations at the un-

Premier’s Message 

The demonstration had been 
organized by the Board of 
Jewish Deputies, with the 


Archbishop of Canterbury _pre- 
siding, and practically all Unit- 
ed Nations Governments in 


London were represented on the 
platform. They also included the 
Lord Chancellor and Lady 
Simon. The audience was 
heartened when the Primate, 
prior to his opening speech, 
read a message from Mr, Chur- 
chill which ran: 

I cannot refrain from sending 
to an audience assembled — in 
protest against the Nazi atro- 
cities inflicted on the Jews an 
assurance of my warm sym- 
pathy with the objects of the 
mecting.

No discrimination has been made in favor of pregnant 
women, babies, children, the sick, or the very old.

The murders have taken the form of random shootings, mass 
shootings, mass clectrocutions, mass poison-gassing, and transport- 
ation in conditions which inevitably involve death during the 
journey. This is over and above slow starvation by the allotment 
ot hopelessly inadequate rations, or no rations at all. 

This treatment has been carried out with the greatest conceiv- 
able inhumanity, and has involved the maximum of hopelessness 
and despair. In particular, helpless children have had to face the 
fear of a torturing death without the strengthening sympathy of 
In particular, helpless children have had to face the fear of a torturing death 
without the strengthening sympathy of their parents, and their parents have 
had to know that they were doing so. All this is part, not of war, but of a 
quite deliberate policy, openly proclaimed, of exterminating the Jewish 
population of Europe. 

This policy, which has been pursued since the outbreak of the 
war, has been greatly speeded up during the last few months. It is 
now reaching its climax. Unless something effective is done, 
within a very few months these six million Jews will all be dead, 
except the fifty thousand or so in the countries at present neutral, 
and perhaps a few tens of thousands whom Hitler may find it con- 
venient to work to the last ounce of their strength in his own war

THE EXTERMINATION OF THE JEWS 


1. REMEMBER US! 


By Ben Hecar 


HEN the time comes to make 
peace, the men of many 

countries will sit around the table 
of judgment. The eyes of the Ger- 
man delegates will look into the 
eyes of Englishmen, Americans, 
Russians, Czechs, Poles, Greeks, 
Norwegians, Belgians, Frenchmen 
and Dutchmen. All the victims of 
the German adventure will be there 
to pass sentence — all but one. Ab- 
sent from the table of judgment 
will be the Jew. 

There are two reasons for this. 

First is the fact that the Jews 
have only one unity — that of the 
target. They have lived in the 
world as a scattered and diverse 
folk who paid homage to many cul- 
tures, many ideologies, and called 
many flags their own. They had 
little in common but the Germans’ 
rage against them. The pogrom 
restores their unity. The Germans 
have animated the myth of the 
Jewish menace beyond any of their 
predecessors and tried to prove 
their case by presenting the world 
with a larger pile of Jewish corpses 
than has ever before been intro- 
duced into the ancient argument. 
Despite this unity of death given 
the Jews, there will be no nation 
to represent them at the judgment 
table. There will be no one from 
the empire of nightmare in which 
for many years they dwelt in agony. 

The second reason why they will 
not be represented at the peace 
conclave is an even more oractical 
one. Outside the borders of Russia, 
there will not be enough Jews left 
in Europe to profit by representa- 
tion were it given them. They will 
have been reduced from a minority 
to a phantom. There will be no 
representatives to make demands 
in behalf of the three million Jews 
who once lived in Poland, wr of the 
nine hundred thousand who once 
lived in Rumania, or of the nine 
hundred thousand who orce lived 
in Germany, or of the 750,000 who 
once lived in Hungary, or of the 
150,000 who once lived in Czecho- 
slovakia, or of the four hundred 
thousand who once lived in France, 
Holland and Belgium. 


Of these six million Jews, almost 
a third have already been massacred 
by Germans, Rumanians and Hun- 
garians and the most conservative 
of the scorekeepers estimate that 
before the war ends at least another 
third will have been done to death, 
These totals will not include Jews 
who died in the brief battles of the 
German blitzes. Nor will they in- 
clude those who figured in the 
casualty lists of the Russians. Of 
the three million Jews in Russia, 
more than seven hundred thousand 
have entered the Soviet armies and 
fought and bled on all the valorous 
battlefields of the Muscovites. 
These are the lucky Jews of Europe 
and are not to be counted in the 
tale of their nightmare. 

In the hearts of the millions who 
were hanged, burned or shot, there 
was no dream of representation and 
no hope. They did not die dream- 
ing, like the valorous Greeks, 
Dutchmen, Frenchmen and Czechs, 
of abasements to be avenged and 
homelands to be restored. These 
great sustaining powers in the hu- 
man soul are unknown to the Jews. 
When they die in massacre, they 
look toward no tomorrow to bring 
their children happiness and their 
enemies disaster. They cannot 
gather strength out of any terres- 
trial past or future. For it is the 
whim of history, known to the 
Jews of Europe, that no homeland 
is ever theirs, no matter how long 
they live in it, how well they serve 
it or how many of its songs they 
learn to sing.*

When the plans for the new 
world are being threshed out at the 
peace conference, when the sen- 
tences are being passed and the 
guilt fixed and the plums distrib- 
uted, there will be nothing for the 
Jews of Europe to say to the dele- 
gates around the judgment table 
but the faint, sad phrase, ““Remem- 
ber us!” 

They will have only one political

hundred of us were hanged and left 
dangling out of our kitchen win- 
dows to watch our synagogue burn 
and our rabbi flogged to death. In 
Mannheim and Hindenburg, the 
Germans drove usall into our burn- 
ing churches where we knelt and 
prayed and died while they sang 
their German song outside,

debasing us first and then killing us 
slowly so they might longer enjoy 
the massacres. 

“In Lublin, five hundred of our 
women and children were led to 
the market place and stood against 
the vegetable stalls they knew so 
well.

Bukhovina. There were more of us 
than that killed in Minsk. We hung 
from windows and burned in base- 
ments and were beaten to death 
in the market place and this was a 
time of great celebration for the 
Germans. Remember us! 

“Remember us who were put in 
the freight trains that left France, 
Holland and Belgium and who 
rode standing up to the east. We 
died standing up for there was no 
food or air or water, Of the twenty 
thousand whomade that trip, only a 
few hundred were taken alive from 
the boxcars. These were sent to 
Transnistria and in Transnistria we 
all died of hunger slowly and under 
the watchful eyes of the Germans 
and Rumanians. 

“In Kiev no Jew young or old 
was left alive. We fill the waters of 
the Dnieper today with our bodies. 
There are thousands of us in the 
waters. And for a long time to 
come, no one will be able to drink 
from that river or to swim in it. 
For we are still there. And this, too, 
is held against us, that we have 
poisoned the waters of the Dnieper 
with our dead bodies. 

“Remember us who were in the 
Ukraine. Here the Germans grew 
angry with us because we were 
costing them too much time and 
to know that we were robbing the 
Germans of their sport.” 

These are only a few of the voices. 
There are many more and there 
will be more millions. 

When the German delegates sit 
at the peace table with their mono- 
cles restored to their pale eyes, no 
sons or survivors or representatives 
of these myriad dead will be inside 
the hall to speak for them. And by 
that time, it will be seen that the 
Jews are Jews only when they fall 
under German rifle butts, before 
German motor lorries and hang 
from German belts out of their 
kitchen windows. It will be seen 
that the Jews are Jews only when 
they stand up for the hour of ex- 
termination. Once dead, it will be 
seen that they are left without a 
government to speak for their 
avenging and that there is no ban- 
ner to fly in their tomorrow, 

Only this that I write — and all 
the narratives like it that will 
be written — will be their voice 
that may drift in through the 
opened window of the judgment 
hall.

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the moral sense of civilized men and made them callous to human misery. 
Perhaps the roar of gigantic battles had drowned out the sound of help- 
less voices behind the ghetto walls. But whatever the reason, the fact 
remains that the Jewish tragedy in Europe was passed over as just 
another “episode” in a global war. 

Suddenly, during the summer of 1942, world public opinion was 
shocked out of its lethargy by the realization that the Nazis had decreed 
the complete extinction of six million Jews and that a third of the victims 
had already perished. The response to this deliberate savagery was a 
mighty outcry of protest, indignation and mourning on the part of Jews 
and non-Jews, governments and social agencies, churches and the press 
in all free countries. Eleven United Nations, among them the United 
States, Great Britain and Soviet Russia condemned “in the strongest 
possible terms the bestial policy of cold-blooded extermination,” 

In countries throughout the world Jews observed a day of mourning 
by fasting and praying. Heads of the Christian religion, both Catholic 
and Protestant, appealed to world conscience to rise in sympathy with 
the martyred Jews. Labor in many countries halted work, and decent 
people everywhere, in one way or another, called for retribution, justice 
and restoration of Jewish rights after victory. This demonstration of 
human sympathy in the midst of a global war was an act of striking 
historic significance. 


Ir was no exhaustive description of Nazi savagery which thus aroused 
the world. As one correspondent, who was asked to review the position 
of the Jew in Europe, replied: 


This I cannot do because the Jews of Europe are today no more in a

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SAVE DOOMED JEWS, 
HUGE RALLY PLEADS 


United Nations Must Halt Nazi 
Murders Now, Leaders Tel! 
21,000 at the Garden 


Immediate action by the United 
Nations to save as many as pos- 
sible of the five million Jews 
threatened with extermination by 
Adolf Hitler and to halt the liqui- 
dation of European Jews by the 
Nazis was demanded at a mass 
demonstration of Christians and 
Jews in Madison Square Garden 
last night. 

The demand by religious, civic, 
political and labor leaders was 
heard by an audience of 21,000 
that filled the huge auditorium, 
while several thousand others were 
unable to get in. , 

By 8 o’clock, shortly before the 
meeting opened, the approaches to 
the Garden were closed by the po- 
lice, but 10,000 persons remained 
standing in Forty-ninth Street, be- 
tween Eighth and Ninth Avenues, 
and heard the addresses through 
amplifiers after many thousands of 
others who were unable to get in 
had dispersed.

who presided, announced from the 
Platform, on the basis of , police 
estimates, that 75,000 persons had 
tried to make their way into the 
Garden in the three hours before 
the meeting opened. 

Joining in support of the demon- 
stration from overseas in messages 
read at the meeting were the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, Cardinal 
Hinsley, Archbishop. of Westmin- 
ster, who is. gravely ill in London, 
and Chief’ Rabbi J. H. Hertz of 
Great Britain. Sir William Bever- 
idge, author of the Beveridge plan 
for social security, addressed the 
meeting by radio from the British 
capital. 

The “Stop Hitler Now” demon- 
stration was under the joint aus- 
Pices of the American Jewish Con- 
gress, the Church Peace Union, the 
Free World Association, American 
Federation of Labor and the Con- 
gress of Industrial Organizations 
and other Christian and Jewish 
bodies. 

A resolution offered by Louis 
Lipsky, chairman of the governing 
council of the American Jewish 
Congress, and adopted unanimous- 
ly, proposed an eleven-point pro- 
gram of action to achieve the pur- 
poses of the demonstration. 

The resolution will be submitted 
to President Roosevelt and through 
him to the United Nations.

Speakers at the meeting who 
urged speedy fulfillment of prom- 
ises by the United Nations to alle- 
viate the situation of the Jews in- 
cluded William Green, president of 
the American Federation of Labor; 
James B. Carey, secretary-treas- 
urer of the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations, both of whom 
stressed the unanimity of Ameri- 
can organized labor on the issue; 
Sir Normal Angell, Nobel Peace 
Prize winner, who demanded that 
the United Nations make good 
their promises to the Jewish people 
by deeds; Bishop Henry St. George 
Tucker, presiding Bishop of the 
Episcopal Church in American and 
president of the Federal Council 
of Churches of Christ in America, 
and Dr. Henry A. Atkinson, gen- 
eral secretary of the Church Peace 
Union, who spoke in behalf of the 
Protestant community, and Dr. 
George N. Shuster, president of 
Hunter College, who voiced the 
sentiments of Catholics. 


La Guardia Speaks for City 


Mayor La Guardia spoke in the 
name of the people of New York. 
Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president of 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine, 
spoke in behalf of the entire Jew- 
ish community. 

Governor Dewey addressed the 
meeting by radio from Albany. 
From Washington came radio ad- 
dresses by Supreme Court Justice 
William O, Douglas and Senator 
Robert F. Wagner. A message 
was read from Wendell L. Willkie, 
who declared that “practical meas- 
ures must be formulated and car- 
ried out immediately to save as 
many Jews as possible.” 

Messages of sympathy and sup- 
port were read also from Viscount 
Halifax, British Ambassador; 
Count Robert van der Straten- 
Ponthoz, Belgian Ambassador; 
Constantin Fotitch, Ambassador 
from Yugoslavia, and Hugues Le- 
gallais, Minister of Luxembourg. 

Viscount Halifax’s message as- 
sured the audience that Great 
Britain was determined that the 
United Nations’ declaration con- 
demning “the horrible and unbe- 
lievable Nazi atrocities against the 
Jews in Europe shall be followed 
by practical action.” It disclosed 
that “as a first step the British 
Government has completed negoti- 
ations with the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment for 4,000 Jewish children and 
500 adults to leave that country 
and go to Palestine” and “has also 
undertaken to receive in Palestine, 
if the necessary arrangements can 
be made, up to 29,000 Jewish chil- 
dren with a proportion of adults, 
by March 31, 1944.” 

The keynote of the meeting was 
struck by Herman Shulman, chair- 
man of the special committee of 
the American Jewish Congress on 
the European situation, who in in- 
troducing Dr, Wise as presiding 
officer of the meeting called at- 
tention to the fact that “months 
have passed since the United Na- 
tions issued their declaration de- 
nouncing the unspeakable atrocities 
of the Nazis against the Jews and 
threatening retribution,” with the 


threatening retribution,” with the 
promise that “immediate practical 
steps would be taken to implement 
it,” but that nothing had been done 
as yet. 

Prayers for the Dead 


The climax of the meeting was 
reached after Cantor Morris Kapok- 
Kagan had sung “El Mole Rach- 
mim;” Hebrew prayer for the dead, 
memorializing the Jewish victims 
of the Nazis. This was preceded 
by the blowing of the shofar, the 
ram’s horn, by Rabbi Maurice 
Taub, and as the sounds subsided 
and Mr. Kapok-Kagan began the 
prayer the huge audience wailed 
and wept, while the thousands out- 
side, who heard the proceedings 
through amplifiers, joined. There 
followed the reading of the Kad- 
dish, another prayer for the dead, 
by Rabbi Israel Goldstein, and the 
reading of a passage from the 
Psalms by Rabbi Jacob Hoffman, 
ending with the words, “Save, 
Lord: Let the King hear us when 
we call.” 

The message from the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury was as fol- 
lows: 

‘I trust that our two nations 
may unite in offering all possible 
aid and place of refuge for Jews 
now threatened with massacre and 
so do what we can to mitigate the 
most appalling horror in recorded 
history.” Bs 

Cardinal Hinsley’s message was: 

“In unison with voice of indig- 
nant protest that cries aloud 
from all human hearts and in ac- 
cord with declarations of the 
church, I denounce with utmost 
vigour the persecution of the Jews 
‘by the Nazi oppressors. From the 
most recent reports it is clear that 
the terrible situation facing the 
Jews in Europe shows no sign of 
improvement, but is actually more 
terrible than ever. Words are 
weak, and cold deeds and speedy 
deeds are needed to put a stop to 
this brutal campaign for the ex- 
termination of a whole race. Jus- 
tice must be done, and quickly. It 
is little use uttering tirades against 
anti-Semitism. Jews and Chris- 
tians’.are our fellowmen and 
brethren. If Christian mercy finds 
no place in the Nazi breast, then 
the lesson of stern retribution 
must be given in such wise that 
Never again shall these hideous 
wrongs be possible. The hlood of 
innocent victims of savage hatred 
cries aloud from the earth to the 
highest heaven for vengence. There 
is the almighty God above who 
has said, ‘Vengence is Mine.” We 
are assured that the guilty will 
suffer in the measure of the 
cruelty they have perpetrated. Yet 
this thought gives little consola- 
tion to those who are at this mo- 
ment suffering extreme torture of 
body. and soul from their pitiless 
persécutors, To all who have the 
power to help or to rescue them we 
appeal for immediate action. 
Meantime, as individuals, we are 
helpless to aid, save by our prayers 
and by our protestations. I trust 
thet the great demonstration 


which is being held in Madison 
Square Garden, New York, on 
March 1 under the auspices of the 
American Jewish Congress will 
stir public opinion the world over 
so that relief of every possible kind 
may be quickened to succour the 
victims of the appalling cruelty of 
the Nazis and to end this inhuman 
brutality.” 
Plea by Chief Rabbi 


The message from Chief Rabbi 
Hertz read: 

“Tt is appalling to think that 
whole of mid-European Jewry 
stands on brink of annihilation and 
that millions of Jewish men, wo- 
men and children have already 
been slaughtered with fiendish 
cruelties which baffle belief, but 
equally appalling is fact that those 
who proclaim the Four Freedoms 
have so far done very little to se- 
cure even the freedom to live for 

of their Jewish fellow 
men by readiness to rescue those 
who might still escape Nazi tor- 
ture and butchery. May God 
grant that your great demonstra- 
tion of American Jewry be the 
means of overcoming the strange 
and calamitous inertia of those 
who alone can initiate the sacred 
work of human salvage.” 

The sentiments of the three 
great European religious leaders 
were echoed in the addresses and 
other messages read at the meet- 
ing. 
“Your demand that every prac- 
tical step must be taken now to 
save those Jews who can still be 
saved from Hitler’s extermination 
squads must appeai to every Amer- 
ican, Christian and Jew alike,” the 
message from Mr. Willkie said. 
“Two million human beings, mere- 
ly because they are Jews, have al- 
ready been murdered by every 
fiendish means which Hitler could 
devise. “Millions of other Jews in 
Central and Hastern Europe face 
immediate destruction. This chal- 
lenge to our civilization must be 
met by the United Nations. It is 
not enough to threaten retribution. 
It is not enough to protest this 
mass murder of a people. Practical 
measures must be formulated and 
carried out immediately to save as 
many Jews as possible, particularly 
from Bulgaria, Hungary and Rou- 
mania.” 

“The latest explosion of Nazi 
bestiality against the Jews threat- 
ens hundreds of thousands or mil- 
lions of men, women and children 
with death and torture,” Sir Wil- 
liam Beveridge said. “That's fact, 
not rhetoric.” . 

Urging. a declaration by the 
United Nations accepting joint re- 
sponsibility after victory for per- 
manent and adequate settlement of 
European Jews, Sir William said: 

“The Jews are’ not threatened 
alone. They do not ask for special 
treatment, They are only the chief 
victims of a general lust for perse- 
cution and racial mania. They are 
the chief victims today.” 

Insisting that everything must 
be done to rescue as many of the 
Jews of Europe as possible, Sena- 
tor Wagner said: 

“In this work, a loaf of bread or 
an immigration visa speaks louder 
than the most heartfelt expres- 


sion of sympathy. This is no prob- 
lem for the Jews alone; it is a 
United Nations problem, and it 
must be dealt with through the 
most vigorous action of a united 
conscience, working through an in- 
ternational rescue agency. 

“No doubt we cannot do all we 
wish; but happily we can still do 
enough to satisfy the still small 
voice within us which will not let 
us rest. 

“No appeal foe mercy and succor 
has ever been made in vain to the 
American people. I am confident 
that they and their government 
will do their full part in this work 
of humanity—as their small con- 
‘tribution now toward the happier 
future to come—as a token, of 
their faith in the brotherhood of 
man and the eternal freedom of 
the human spirit.” 

Governor Dewey..declared that 
‘ft is our duty to frustrate to the 
limit of our capacity. the, savage 
purpose of the murderers.” 

“Bvery victim of Nazi hate is an 
American ally,” he said. “Every 
life we save will speed the victory, 
will aid the task of. creating a free 
world after the war. Therefore, 
we have a right to call upon the 
United Nations for action, action 
now. We ask for the immediate 
pursuing of every negotiation pos- 
sible by the foreign officers of the 
United Nations to prevent the con- 
tinuance of the monstrous process 
of extermination of minorities... As 
we speed ultimate victory: we can 
bomb and punish. We can also bar- 
gain for freedom for many of the 
victims and provide places of refuge 
for them.” 

Stressing that the foundation of 
American society is the minority, 
the rights of the minority’ and of 
the individual, Justice Douglas de- 
clared that the war in which this 
nation is now engaged was essen- 
tially a conflict for the preserva- 
tion of this principle. 

Message of Labor Leaders 


Mr, Green urged a three-point 
program of action to meet the sit- 
uation. First, he said, the. United 


Nations must again serve notice 
“that every Nazi and Fascist crime 
against innocent civilians will be 
punished with uncompromising jus- 
tice and with equal severity.” Sec- 
ond, the open door for Jewish im- 
migration must be established. in 
Palestine, and third, “let us ex- 
amine our own situation at home 
and ascertain if the quota restric- 
tions will permit the entry of war 
refugees and if it is possible to se- 
cure exit privileges for these refu- 
gees from conquered countries.” 

Joining in these sentiments in 

the name of the Congress of Indus- 
trial Organizations, Mr. Carey de- 
clared that “the slaughter of the 
Jews in occupied Europe is. an 
atrocity that moves us all; it is 
also a warning of what the Nazi 
murders have in store for every 
people that resists them or stands 
in their way in any manner.” 
' Dr. Weizmann called upon the 
United Nations to implement their 
expressions of sympathy for the 
Jews by deeds. 

“Two million Jews have already 
been exterminated,” he said. “The 
world can no longer plead that the 
ghastly facts are unknown and 
unconfirmed. At this moment ex- 
pressions of sympathy, without 
accompanying attempts to launch 
acts of rescue, become a hollow 
mockery in the ears of the dying. 

“The democracies have a clear 
duty before them. Let them nego- 
tiate with Germany through. the 
neutral countries concerning the 
possible release of the Jews in the 
occupied countries. Let havens be 
designated in the vast territories of 
the United Nations which will give 
sanctuary to those fleeing from 
imminent murder, Let the gates of 
Palestine be opened to all who can 
reach the shores of the Jewish 
homeland. The Jewish community 
of Ralestine will welcome.with joy 
and thanksgiving all delivered 
from Nazi hands.” 

Plea by Bishop Tucker 


Bishop Tucker disclosed that the 
Federal Council of Churches of 
Christ in America, in whose name 
he spoke, was now conferring with 
Jewish leaders in this country with 


a view to giving the utmost coop- 
eration possible in efforts to re- 
lieve the persecuted Jews of Bu- 
rope. 

“If we people of America really 
believe in the brotherhood of man, 
as we profess to do, we will not 
only be moved to indignation by the 
brutality of these persecutions but 
we will also be moved to demand 
that everything possible to bring 
it to an end shall be attempted at 
the earliest possible moment,” he 
said. 

Declaring that the Jewish prob- 
lem was exclusively a Christian 
problem because “it is only in those 
lands ealled Christian that anti- 
Semitism runs riot,” Mr. Atkinson 
drew a picture of the fate that has 
already befallen millions of Jews 
and the fate. that awaits millions 
of others. 

“Let us not forget that those 
who thrust this war upon us use 
anti-Semitism as the basis of at- 
tack not only upon our way of life, 
but upon all the fréedoms of men 
and women everywhere,” he said. 
“Just as Hitler used anti-Semitism 
as the opening wedge in his attack, 
so we must turn our attention to 
the means and methods by which 

anti-Semitism will be forever wiped 
out and its emergence at any 
point within any nation shall be a 
crime against the common good.” 

Dr. Shuster characterized the 
extermination of millions of Jews 
by the Nazis as “one of the major 
disasters of all time.” ' 

“How many can we save?” he 
asked. “I do not know the answer. 
But it seems to me self-evident 
that every Christian who remem- 
bers the value of age-old works of 
mercy will try as best he can to 
aid in the ransoming of these dire 
captives.” 

Speaking for the Free World As- 
sociation, Sir Norman Angell 
charged that the responsibility for 
the atrocities perpetrated upon the 
Jews by the Nazis and their satel- 
lites was “the responsibility of 
nearly all the nations of Christen- 
dom” in that, while protesting 
against the outrages, they failed to 
implement their protest with prac> 
tical, concrete action.

The above is a quote is from Wallace R. Deuel (supposedly a non-Jew 1), this photo of him appeared on 
the cover of The Saturday Review of Literature (Feb 7, 1942). He was a Chicago-born political scientist 
who worked at the American University in Beirut between 1916 - 1929, and from 1934 - 1941 was 
a correspondent in Berlin for the Chicago Daily News 2 (so was surely a fluent German speaker). He 
wrote anti-German books 3, many anti-German newspaper articles 4, anti-German radio plays 5, and 


even advised Walt Disney on anti-German propaganda cartoons 6. In 1942 he joined the Office 
of Strategic Services (OSS) as special assistant to OSS's director William J. Donovan. From 1954 - 1968 
Deuel held numerous senior positions in the CIA in which he oversaw propaganda, and he was also the 
CIA representative at the White House during the Kennedy administration. 7

The $10,000,000 United I3uilding Fund 
Campaign for the Jewish philanthropies 
of New York was launched last night at 
® dinner at the Hotel Commodore with 
pledges by the various trades, industries, 
and professions to raisc BRS or 
this amount. more than $3,000,000 had 
already been contributed by individual 
donors. The leaders of the occupational 
groups arose from time to time during 
the evening to announce that the quotas 
assigned to them had been found too low 
and that they wanted higher figures set 
as their goals, 

I’rom the reports which the leaders 
handed in it was predicted by those in 
charge of the drive that not only would 
the $10,000,000 mark be reached in the 
one week which is allotted to the drive, 
but that it would be exceeded. Never 
kefore has.such a large amount been 
rafsed in such a short time for’ phil- 
anthropic building purposes. The pro- 
ceeds will be apportioned among twenty- 
nine health, ecducational, and recrea- 
tional Institutions in accordance with the 


reeds of the communities which they 
serve. 

The dinner was opened with the laying 
of thé cornerstone of a miniature brick 
building erected in the grand ball room 
of the hotel. A chubby Mttle boy from 
the Hebrew-Orphan Asylum performed 
the ceremony to the applause of the 500 
persons present, and as a.reward for his 
first Job In the building industry he was 
presented with a union card by Michael 
Gowman, a representative of the Brick- 
layers’ Union. I. Edwin Goldwasser, 
Iixecutive Secretary of the Federation 
of Jewish Philanthropies, then explained 
with the help ¢f stereopticon -views the 
straits In which the associated Institu- 
tions had found themselves at the end 
of the war, otwing to the cessation of 
building activities resulting from the 
restrictions placed upon the trade by the 
Government. He told of hospitals com- 
pelled to use sun-parlots improvised on 
fire esenpes, of dispensary patients 
herded fn basement waiting rooms, of 
buildings closed by the Fire Department 
because of the danger involved in their 
use, and finally of those Jewish men, 
women and children \who were barred 
from the enjoyment of the facilities of 
the institution through a sheer lack of 
adequate provision. 

Parpose of the Drive. 

Felix M. Warburg, President of the 
Federation, presided, und among the 
#peakers were Louis Marshall, Lieut. 
Col. Paul Gibson, Louis J. Robertson, 
Chairman of the September Campaign, 
and Col. H. A. Guinzberg, Chairman 
of the General Committee. Individual 
reports were .made from the floor by 
the Chairmian of the trade committees. 

In explaining the purposes of the drive 
and the benefits that would come from 
it, Mr. Warburg laid stress upon the 
co-operative spirit and unselfish atti- 
tude which had been displayed by the 
largest and smallest Institutions con- 
cerned. ‘* Despite the fact,"’ he said, 
“that some institutions will get less 


than they might have got if they had 
solicited funds individually, and others 
will get more, when the disadvantages 
ot individual effort were made clear to 
them, they were aH ready to abide by 
the decision of a central committee, 
so that in the end th: greatest good 
would be done to the greater number.

DRIVE WILL BE EXTENDED ON SUGGESTION OF LOUIS MARSHALL; EFFORT 
WILL BE MADE TO EXCEED QUOTA; TOTAL SUM ALREADY OBTAINED 
LARGEST EVER RAISED FROM JEWS OF NEW YORK 


Nearly (000008 was raised in New York toward the $25,000,000 United Jewish 
Campaign, it was announced at a rally of 1.500 workers Monday night. It was decided 
to extend the campaign in New York until the entire SENUQNIOB is secured. Acting 
Chairman David M. Bressler announced that the total had reached $5,761,000. an 
increase of over a half million dollars since the last workers’ rally on Thursday. The 
additional $239,000 and more, Mr. Bressler declared, would be raised by next 
Monday, when the local campaign will be concluded. Hundreds of workers announced 
their willingness to go on for at least another week. Mr. Bressler pointed out that 
notwithstanding that only a small proportion of New York's Jewry had been approached 
to contribute to the drive, a larger sum of money has been raised than ever before in 
any single Jewish philanthropic campaign in New York. 


Enthusiasm ran high at the rally. Chairmen of several trades, who had hitherto failed to 
reach their quotas, declared that the extension of the campaign would permit their 
trades to pass the amounts assigned to them, while other workers who had already 
teported completion of their quota expressed confidence that they would raise 
additional sums. 


The motion to extend the campaign another week, to give the various divisions the 
needed time to make up the amounts still needed to fill their respective quotas, was 
made by Louis Marshall, honorary chairman of the campaign, and seconded by Felix 
M. Warburg, also honorary chairman. The vote of the assembled workers was 
unanimously in favor. 


In his speech presenting the motion, Mr. Marshall pointed to the decisive effect for the 
immediate destinies of the Jews of Poland of the overthrow of the old government and 
the possibilities of new political and social adjustments presented by the revolution 
now taking place in that country. 


“| haven't the slightest doubt of the accuracy of what | am about to say, that as things 
have now shaped themselves in Poland the money we will be able to send there will do 
much more good than it could have done thirty days ago,” Mr. Marshall said. "This is a 
time when ready money will talk and act and achieve results. We have no doubt now 
that the money we are raising will save lives but we will also do a more important thing. 
After these lives are saved we will be able to reconstruct the industries of the Jews in 
Poland so that they will be able to become self - supporting. That is and really has 
been our great object. | have never had a moment's doubt that we could do it, but now | 
am assured that our work will be greatly facilitated by the historic events of the last few 
days. | have never had any doubt of another thing, however much some people have 
stated otherwise, and that is, that the heart of the Jews of New York City is in the right 
place. It is said that the lion of Judea slumbers, but when he awakens he is ready for 
business and | think if we go on as we have gone on in this campaign, and enable 
people to visualize the terrible conditions that prevail in Europe, and what we are trying 
to do to help, that the Jews of New York, who have never been found wanting, will not 
be found wanting now,” he stated 


“It is no doubt true that we have fewer contributions than we have had in previous 
campaigns, but those contributions have risen to the occasion and have given an 
average amount which has never been equalled anywhere in the world.

"We are prepared to go on with this campaign until we have exceeded the SGIUUMNNN 
goal. That money is sure to come. | would favor the cessation of the active part of the

"The total already obtained in this campaign is the 
largest sum ever raised from the Jews of New York for any one purpose and is in itself 
the best repudiation of the charge that is often made that this is a cold, indifferent, 
callous community. | am convinced that if we can keep working for a few days longer 
we will raise 090089 and more by the end of the week.”

“In New York we have had the active cooperation of Governor Smith and Mayor Walker 
and religious and lay leaders of all denominations, including Cardinal Hayes, Bishop 
Manning, Rev. Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, Monsignor Yorke and the Rev. John Haynes

H. Dodge, Judge George W. Olvany, Leader of Tammany Hall, Judge F., J. Gavegan, 
E. W. Fairchild and Ogden Reid, to mention just a few of the larger givers, and down 
the line to Italian women and colored elevator runners who have brought or sent 
contributions with messages of cheer and good will,” said Mr. Brown 


“Gov. Smith's proclamation calling on the citizens of the State to contribute is not the 
only Gubernatorial endorsement of the campaign. Nationally we have the endorsement 
of Hon. Herbert Hoover and Gov. A. W. McLean of Nort Carolina and Gov. Alex J

J. Goldstein among boys and girls who will be confirmants in the synagogues and 
temples this week at the services of the Shebuoth holiday. 


Following an appeal by Louis Marshall before the men’s club of the Eighth Avenue 
Temple of Brooklyn, approximately $15,000 was subscribed. The meeting, the last of 
the season, was attended by 500 men. 


The quota of the state of Maryland in the United Jewish Campaign was increased from 
$500,000 to $750,000, a statement of the national headquarters declared. This action 
was taken at a conference in Baltimore at which David A. Brown was present, in view 
of the increase of the national quota of the United Jewish Campaign from fifteen to 
twenty-five million, it was stated.

New York City Preparing for $6,000,000 


Allied Jewish Campaign; Drives in Many 
Other Communities of C 


Leaders of the most important elements in the Jewish communal life of New York City 
are actively engaged in preparations for an early drive in behalf of the NUMMNOUIN) Allied 
Jewish Campaign, according to an announcement from national headquarters. The 
names of the chairman of the New York campaign committee and his associates will 
shortly be made public, together with the quota which the Jews of the metropolis will 
be called upon to contribute. Local headquarters for the New York campaign have 
already been established and the preliminary work for the drive is under way. 


The ground work for the New York drive, was laid prior to the Washington National 
Conference of the Allied Jewish Campaign, at a meeting on March 2, at the home of 
Felix M. Warburg 


Mr. Warburg laid stress on the fact that theljI0000000sought through the Allied 
Jewish Campaign to meet the needs of the Jews of Eastern Europe and of Palestine is 
less than the amounts asked for in previous years for both purposes. There have been 
years, Mr. Warburg pointed out, when the Jews of the United States have been asked 
for $7,000,000 for the Joint Distribution Committee and $3,000,000 by the United 
Palestine Appeal. 


Mr. Baerwald, who, in addition to being one of the chairmen of the Allied Jewish 
Campaign, is treasurer of the Joint Distribution Committee, pointed out that this 
organization had made no appeal for funds at all in 1929—that, as a matter of fact, it 
had not appealed for funds in New York City since March, 1926, when there was 
raised in the metropolis an amount equal to the national quota of the present allied 
effort. During the intervening years, most of the contributors had paid the pledges they 
made in that famous drive 


Mr. Bressler, who was actively in charge of the New York campaign of March, 1926. 
compared conditions existing in the metropolis then with the present-day situation. 


“During every campaign, every community wants to know what New York, the largest 
Jewish community in the world, is going to do. Up to the present time, New York has 
always given a good account of itself, and | am sure it will do so now. Our first 
attempts to organize the 1926 drive were met with pessimism. Nobody believed we 
could succeed. The campaign here started under conditions similar to those confront 
us now. There was a market crash that year. as there was last Fall. Yet, in spite of the 
pessimism in spite of doubts, the New York campaign was a brilliant success." 


Similar confidence in the outcome of a drive in New York City was expressed by 
Lieut.-Gov. Lehman, who had come from Albany to attend the meeting. 


Dr. Lee K. Frankel also expressed confidence in the outcome. [SRIIENIGNEnS is 
nothing for the Jews to raise in good time or bad times," he declared, as he pledged 
his cooperation. Morris Rothenberg assured the gathering that the chairmen of the 
Allied Jewish Campaign were under no illusions concerning the psychological factors 
of the campaign. 


The meeting concluded with the following committee to organize the New York drive,

Reports from the field show intensified preliminary activity in many communities since 
the issuance of Mr. Bressler's letter calling upon the delegates to the conference to 
take the initiative in their own communities to launch drives at the earliest possible 
moment.

NECESSITY FOR AID TO SUF. 
FERING JEWS IN OTHER 
NATIONS STRESSED 


Necessity of continued assistance 
to uffering Jews in Russia and 
Palestine was presented to Corsi- 
cana Jewry hursday night by 
Rabbi Henry Cohen of Galveston 
at Synadogue Agudas Achem, 

Gabe Goldberg acted as master 
of ecremonies for the evening and 
introduced the speaker, pointing 
out his numerous achievements in 
the educational, social and philan- 
thropical realms, He stated that 
Rabbi Cohen was the dean of 
Texas rabbis in the point o: ser- 
vice and was beloved over the en- 
tire state; he was honored by Rab- 
bi Stephen Wise recently who de- 
clared that he was foremost 
among his co-religionists as a 
worker for Judaism; he has been 
gerving the Galveston cl.urch for 
forty-three years. He fs also a 
past member of the Texas Prison 
Board having received an ap- 
pointment from Governor Dan 
Moody; he resigned recently be- 
eause of the press of other busi- 
ness. He is also one of the fa- 
vorite peakers of Texas University 
and Texas A. & M, College stu- 


dents. 

Rabbi Cohen took as his subject 
the "Palestine Situation,” declaring 
that his method would be of inter- 
est to both the orthodox and re- 
form branches. He recalled that 
about twenty-five years ago aft- 
er one of the repeated massacres 
when suffering was widespread 
that a stranger knocked at his 
door early one morning with an of- 
fering, asserting that he had Jew- 
ish blood in his veins and though 
he had been outsite the communi- 
ty for fifty years that he was ans- 
wering the call of the blood. 


The Allied Jewish Relief organ- 
ization is attempting to raise SIX 
millioh dollars for relieving suf- 
fering and aiding Jews In Russia 
and Palestine in 1930, according to 
Dr. Cohen who expressed some 
doubt as to whether that would be 
sufficient.

Discussing the necessity of the 
suvnort of the Jews in the for- 
eign countries, the speaker first 
took up the situation in Russla. 
Under the Soviet he declared that 
the Jews were removed from their 
former places as middlemen and 
were forced to earn their bread 
on the farm or at a trade. and 
since they were unskilled tn these 
profesisons they were unable to 
provide sufficient foods for them- 
selves and family. They are in 
need of training in hoth religion 
and crafts and must be support- 
ed until such a time as they can 
support themselves. and must he 
given tools and other necessities 
of life. 

Polish Jews Boycotted, 

The Jews have been hoycotted 
in Poland according to the visit- 
ing Rabbi, and also need aid, He 
pointed out that while these peo- 
ple have been receiving aid for 
several years that the assistance 
must be continued, just as a man 
is hungry one day and also again 
the following day. 

He asserted that the Jews must 
be helped because they are of the 
same blood and are suffering, and 
are persecuted because of their 
race. He pointed out that while 
people of this nation have some- 
thing to look forward to that the 
people of suffering natins have 
only their more fortunate broth- 
ers to look to for aid. 

Up until two mont’ ago the 
situation of the Jews in Palestine 
was much more promising than 
that In Russia. That country had 
been opened to immigrants after 
the United States had been closed 
and the Jews were able to pur-

The phrase “the nazi holocaust”, appears in the May 14, 1948 Israeli Proclamation of Independence, although the 
6,000,000 figure of murdered Jews does not, it just claims “millions” were murdered. But “the Holocaust” (i.e. the 
planned and systematic murder of approximately 6,000,000 Jews by the National Socialist government in German 
and their allies during World War II) wasn’t widely referred to as “the Holocaust” until the very late 1970s or early 
1980s. An example is the 1973-1974 British television series The World at War, which was the most expensive 
documentary ever made. Episode 20 (of 24 in total) is entitled “Genocide”, and is about the Holocaust, but not once 
in the entire episode is the word “holocaust” mentioned. It referrers to “the Holocaust” as the “Final Solution.” 


The credit for the phrase “the Holocaust” being branded on the world’s psyche, is often awarded to the American 
television mini-series entitled Holocaust, which was first broadcasted in 1978, and accompanied by a huge campaign 
to promote the series.1 Whilst Holocaust was being film and then first broadcasted, American-nazi Frank Collin 
(Cohen) the Jewish leader of the National Socialist Party of America and his very small band of nazis, were also being 
given an awful lot of media-attention. 


In 1977 Cohen, who had been ousted as a Jew by his own father in 1970 — this was seemingly brushed aside 
as irrelevant — wanted his small band of Nazis to hold a public demonstration in Chicago, but any such gathering 
was banned by the authorities. Cohen then sought to arrange a demonstration in the near-by town of Skokie, but 
again it was banned by the local authorities. Strangely, the American Civil Liberties Union, who usually defended 
communists and far-left political agendas, stepped in. The ACLU, represented by Jewish lawyer Burton Allen Joseph, 
fought a successful case in the U.S. Supreme Court, which won the Jewish Nazi the right to demonstrate in 
the predominately Jewish neighbourhood of Skokie, and gave him permission to dress up like Hitler and wave a 
swastika flag whilst he was doing it. 


The ACLU's Joseph wasn't the only Jewish man fighting for the right of "Nazis" to demonstrate in Skokie. Jewish 
journalist, Pulitzer Prize and Guardian of Zion winner, William Safire, demanded in March 1978, that the Cohen, and 
his band of Nazis must be allowed to march in Skokie, Illinois. A town where more than half the population was 
Jewish, and a full 11% of residents were Holocaust survivors. Safire said Skokie was a "shrewd choice." 


It may just be yet another coincidence that a Jewish man claiming to be a nazi who wanted to kill all the Jews, was 
given so much publicity at the time the mini-series Holocaust was being filmed and then broadcast. It may be true 
that the Jewish lawyer Burton Allen Joseph, and the ACLU, a group founded by communists,1 felt that Cohen and his 
band of nazis’ civil liberties were being seriously infringed, by them not being able to rally in a predominantly Jewish 
town, and to demand all Jews be killed whilst doing it. But to me it seems implausible. “You can’t buy that sort of 
publicity” is an old cliché, but it certainly seems like you can arrange it. 


| had considered re-publishing the newspaper, magazine and book articles | have discovered of “the Holocaust” 
being referred to as a “holocaust”, prior to the end of World War Il. But the word “holocaust” was often used by 20"

December 14, 1945, the day the world should have 
learnt that “six million” Jews had been killed 


On the morning of Friday, December 14, 1945, Major William F. Walsh, a member of the United States 
prosecution counsel at the main Nuremberg trial, made a prolonged presentation on, as he put it, the: 
“ultimate objective of the Nazi Party and the Nazi-controlled State, that is, the extermination of the 
Jews. ’’3 


Shortly before the court broke for lunch, Major Walsh presented as evidence to the Nuremberg tribunal, 4 
the November 26, 1945 affidavit of SS-Sturmbannfiuhrer Wilhelm Hoetll, in which Hoettl claimed that at 
the end of August 1944, Adolf Eichmann had told him the German state had killed approximately six 


million Jews: 


TRANSLATION OF DOCUMENT 2738-PS 


AFFIDAVIT OF DR. WILHELM HOETTL 
26 November 1945 

I, Wilhelm Hoettl, state herewith under oath: 

My name is Dr. Wilhelm Hoettl, SS-Sturmbannfuehrer (Major 
of the SS). My occupation until the German collapse was that 
of a reporter and deputy Gruppenleiter in Amt VI (Office VI) 
of the Reichs Security Office [Reichssicherheitshauptampt].

Amt VI of the RSHA was the so-called Foreign Section of the 
Security Service and it was engaged in the Intelligence Service 
in all countries in the world. It corresponded somewhat to the 
English Intelligence Service. The group to which I belonged was 
occupied in the Intelligence Service of Southeastern Europe (the 
Balkans). 

At the end of August 1944 I was talking to SS-Obersturmbann- 
fuehrer Adolf Eichmann, whom I had known since 1988. The con- 
versation took place in my home in Budapest. 


According to my knowledge Eichmann was, at that time, Ab- 
teilungsleiter in Amt IV (the Gestapo) of the Reich Security 
Office [Reichssicherheitshauptampt] and in addition to that he 
had been ordered by Himmler to get a hold of the Jews in all the 
European countries and to transport them to Germany. LEich- 
mann was then very much impressed with the fact that Rumania 
had withdrawn from the war in those days. Therefore, he had 
come to me to get information about the military situation which 
I received daily from the Hungarian Ministry of War and from 
the Commander of the Waffen-SS in Hungary. He expressed his 
conviction that Germany had now lost the war and that he, per- 
sonally, had no further chance. He knew that he would be con- 
sidered one of the main war criminals by the United Nations since 
he had millions of Jewish lives on his conscience. I asked him 
how many that was, to which he answered that although the 
number was a great Reich secret, he would tell me since I, asa 
historian, would be interested and that he would probably not re- 
turn anyhow from his command in Rumania. He had, shortly be- 
fore that, made a report to Himmler, as the latter wanted to 
know the exact number of Jews who had been killed. On the 
basis of his information he had obtained the following result: 


the major part of which were shot by operational 
squads of the Security Police during the campaign against Russia. 


Himmler had stated, that he would send a man 
from his Office of Statistics to Eichmann, so that he could make 
a new report on the basis of Eichmann’s material, in which exact 
figures should be worked out. 

I have to believe that this information, given to me by Eich- 
mann, was correct, as he, among all the persons in question, cer- 
tainly had the best survey of the figures of the Jews who had been 
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murdered. In the first place, he “delivered” so to speak the Jews 
to the extermination camps through his special squads and knew, 
therefore, the exact figure and, in the second place, as Abteilungs- 
leiter in Amt IV (the Gestapo) of the RSHA, who was also re- 
sponsible for Jewish matters, he knew indeed better than anyone 
else the number of Jews who had died in other ways. 


In addition to that, Eichmann was at that moment in such a 
state of mind as a result of the events, that he certainly had no 
intention of telling me something that was not true. 


I, myself, know the details of this conversation so well because 
I was, naturally, very much affected and I had already, prior to 
the German collapse, given detailed data about it to American 
Quarters in a neutral foreign country with which I was in touch 
at that time. , 


I hereby swear, that the above statements have been made by 
me voluntarily and without duress or compulsion, and that the 
above statements are true according to my best knowledge and 
belief.

Wilhelm Hoetll had made an earlier affidavit (November 5, 1945) in which he also claimed that Eichmann 
had told him that six million Jews had been murdered: 


TRANSLATION OF DOCUMENT 2615-PS 


Dr. Wilhelm Hoetil, after being sworn, declares: 

I was a member of the SD from 1938 until the German collapse 
except for two interruptions during the years 1939 and 1941-1943. 
Until 1939 I had charge of the department “Catholic Church” 
with the SD in Vienna, subsequently I was employed in Depart- 
ment VI, Foreign Information Service. 

In connection with my activities in Vienna, I made the acquaint- 
ance of Obersturmbannfuehrer Eichmann, whom I met again in 
1943 as a section chief in Department IV of the Gestapo. There 
he handled the Department for Jews [Judenreferat]. 
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In August 1944 at the occasion of a visit in my apartment in 
Budapest, Eichmann told me that he had to make a report for 
Himmler on the number of Jews killed, and that he estimated the 

Of those 4 million had 
been killed in the extermination institutions in the East, while 
the additional 2 millions were killed by shootings—mainly by 
the Einsatzgruppen of the SIPO and the SD during the campaign 
in the East. 

About 1942 I had a conversation with SS-Brigade commander 
Dr. Stahlecker who had been ih command of such an Einsatz- 
gruppe of the SIPO and the SD in the East. He told me that he 
had been ordered by Obergruppenfuehrer Heydrich to take com- 
mand of such an Einsatzgruppe, whose field of action was the 
area of an Army group. He had the order to exterminate the 
Jews in that district by shootings. 

From my conversations with Eichmann and Stahlecker and 
other members of the SIPO and the SD I conclude that the Jews 
were killed since the beginnings of the Russian campaign (1941), 
at first by the Einsatzgruppen of the SIPO and the SD and later 
—probably since the beginning of 1948—in the extermination 
camps in the East. 

The arrest of the Jews and their shipment to the extermination 
camps was carried out by a special detachment [Sonderkom- 
mando] under the direction of Eichmann, which was composed of 
members of the SIPO—especially Gestapo. Heydrich had given 
the instructions for this to Eichmann. In the RSHA his chief 
was the head of the Gestapo, SS Obergruppenfuehrer Mueller.

In the afternoon session of the main Nuremberg trial on December 14, 1945, Dr. Kauffman, the defence 
lawyer of Obergruppenfuhrer Ernst Kaltenbrunner, attempted to have Hoettl’s affidavit—which had been 
presented as evidence that morning by Major Walsh—stricken from the record.5 His reason being, that 
Hoettl was present at Nuremberg, but was not to be called to as a witness by the Prosecution, and 
therefore the defence lawyers would not have the opportunity to cross examine him. Dr. Kauffman 
claimed: “The death of millions of people is involved here. His affidavit is based largely on inferences, 
on hearsay; | believe that the facts are very different”. Dr. Kauffman’s request was denied by Geoffrey 
Lawrence, the British judge and President of the tribunal, though he allowed the defence to formally 
apply in writing for Wilhelm Hoettl to be called to the witness stand. 6 Which Lawrence knew was 
something that Dr. Kauffman had already done, 7 but in vain, as Wilhelm Hoettl was never to appear in 
the witness box at the main, nor any of the Subsequent Nuremberg trials. 


As American historian Mark Weber has documented,s Wilhelm Hoettl was actually working for the OSS, 
the Office of Strategic Services (which was the forerunner to the Central Intelligence Agency) when he 
made his affidavits in which he claimed the Nazis themselves estimated the death toll of Jews at six 
million. Mark Weber cited now declassified 1949, 1950 and 1952 OSS internal reports on Wilhelm Hoettl 
which described him as: 


"a man of such low character and poor political record that his use for intelligence activities, 
regardless of how profitable they may be, is a short-sighted policy by the U.S.” 


"notorious fabricator (of) intelligence." 


"is involved in extensive intelligence activities for almost anyone who is willing to purchase his 
findings.” 


Hoettl’s intelligence reports were described as “worthless and possibly inflated or fabricated." 


"Dr. Hottl (the German spelling of his name) has long been known to this headquarters and other 
allied military organizations in Austria as a fabricator of intelligence information. His reports 
normally consist of a fine cobweb of fact, heavily padded with lies, deceit, conjecture and other 
false types of information. This organization will have absolutely nothing to do with Dr. Hottl or 
any members of his present entourage. He is persona non grata to the American, French and 
British elements in Austria." 


Mark Weber also cited an SS report into Hoettl’s purchase of land in Poland in 1942, which describes 
Hoettl as: 


“dishonest, scheming, fawning,... a real hoaxer,” 


Finally, and arguably most damningly, Mark Weber writes: 


“Interestingly, numerous U.S. intelligence reports identify connections between Hottl and Simon 
Wiesenthal, the well-known "Nazi hunter."

For the second time since our country’s 
entry into the war, the elected represen- 
tatives of American Jewish communities 
and national organizations—the delegates 
to the American Jewish Conference—will 
meet to review the Jewish scene, receive 
reports of past activities and map out 
plans for the future. 

The 14 months that have passed since 
the first session of the American Jewish 
Conference in New York City have proven 
that unified action in the fields of ue, 
Palestine and Post-War problems is im- 
perative for the successful implementation 
of the rehabilitation and reconstruction 
em which called the Conference into 

ing. 

Of the five hundred delegates who will 
gather in Pittsburgh, nearly one hundred 
are new ones, some of them alternating for 
those unable to attend, and some, new a 
pointees of the national organizations. In 
addition to these changes in personnel, 
there will also be a change in the number 
and composition of the groupings, due to 
a realignment of forces and the formation 
of a new bloc—the Independent Bloc. 
However, the continuity of the Confer- 
ence which has been actually in recess, 
will be maintained. All committees as con- 
stituted at the first session, will continue 
in the second session, with concomitant 
changes in their composition. 

Judging by the pre-session debate which 
occupied pages in the entire Jewish press,

The session will open on Sunday, De- 
cember 3, at 2 p. m. at the William Penn 
Hotel in Pittsburgh, with the reports of 
the three co-chairmen of the Interim Com- 
mittee, to be followed by reports from the 
Commissions on Rescue, Palestine and 
Post-War. Almost half the session has 
been reserved for a general debate, to en- 
able the delegates to express their opinions 
on past activities as well as on issues fac- 
ing the future of the Conference. The ses- 
sion is scheduled to conclude on Tuesday 
evening, December 5. There will be no out- 
side functions of any kind; the entire time 
of the session will be devoted to the trans- 
action of the plenary and committee 
meetings. 

The General Committee will meet in ad- 
vance of the session, beginning on Friday, 
December 1, at 10 a. m., to make final ar- 
rangements for the three days’ meetings. 
Registration of the delegates will begin 
on Saturday, December 2, at 7 Pp. m., and 
will continue the following morning. — - 

Of the unfinished business left. over 
from the first session, the election of a 
delegation to the Peace Conference is 
among the items with which the second 
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session will have to deal. It will have to 
decide on the manner in which American 
Jewry is to co-operate with Jewries from 
other lands in joint action for war 
rehabilitation and Palestine.

Rabbi's Talk at Kiwanis Club 


“Peace and the Jew” was the sub- 
Ject of an address delivered by 
Rabbi Michael L. Kurz, Congrega- 
tion Sons of Israel, to the members 
of the Kiwanis Club attending the 
Weekly meeting Thursday. Rabbi 


Kurt developed the thought that 
the Jews, who have suffered at 
least as much, probably more than 
any nation during the present war, 
must, not being as nation, depend 
upon the conscience of the world at 
the peacetable. The question is, he 
eald, during one point in his ad- 
dress, not what the Jew will do for 
the peace, but what the peace will 
do for the Jew. “I speak of peace 
and the Jew adyisedly,” the rabbi 
eaid during the introductory por- 
tion of his talk, “because the Jew 
has always been a major spiritual 
foree in the pursuit of peace. 

Referring to the Vision of peace 
as presented in the Bible of the 
Jews and to the rabbis as teachers 
of the ideal of peace, the speaker 
continued to ssy that the Jew will 
not be consulted at the peacetable 
after the Wor has ended.

After this statement Rabbi Kurz 
went on to discuss the selfishness 
of nations as manifested In the 


past, saying that international poli-| 
ties have been a policy of brig- 
andage, but that the United States 
now feels itself an integra] part of 
the world, that the consclence of 
America is now awakened and that 
therefore he talked, asking that the 
matter of peace for the Jew be con- 
sidered. “I appeal,” he sald, “not 
on the basls of pity, although ‘pity 
would be Warranted. For the past 
five years Jews have been killed at 
the rate of 1,000,000 a year for no 


cause. If the question of pity 
arises we have the right to it.” 
The talk continued from here 


with a description of Jewish chil- 
dren sold ‘at auction, begging peo- 
ple to buy them, knowing that un- 
less they were sold they would 
starve. When We react to the fact 
that 150,000 clvillana have been 
killed by indiscriminate bombings, 
we cannot keep aloof to such things 
as the EU Jews killed without 
cause, and often with cruelty, But 
it is not for pity that we appeal to 
the world.

They are 
remaining out oGelght now, he said, 
but after the war they will come 
out of their holes, and may under- 
mine the work of-those now In the 
foxholes. Those who call for their 
civil liberties, the speaker sald in 
effect, should also remember that 
liberties should be civil.

Alive in Germany

BERN, May 12 — At least one 
point in Adolf Hitler's “Mein 
Kampf" program has been carried 
out thoroughly — the bestial ex- 
termination of European Jews. 

Of the eight milhon Jews living 
in Germany and German occupied 
countries before the war, 6,200,000 
have died from either execution, 
cruel treatment or starvation, ac- 
cording to latest figures compiled 
by Jewish welfare organizations 
here. 

500,000 Left in Reich 


In Germany, where the great ma- 
jority of European Jews had been 
concentrated, only 500,000 are alive 
today—and the word “alive” is @ 
mere figure of speech. Now that 
the story of their suffering can be 
told without harming the survivors, 
it may be pointed out that the 
martyrdom of Europe’s Jews ran 
through three phases. 

The first was the period of “ex- 
termination” proper from the time 
of the declaration of war on Russia 
until the end of 1942. Mullions of 
Jews were taken to the camps at 
Auschwitz. Maidenek and Trem- 
blinka which buasted the most 
modern gas execution chambers 
and crematories for bodies. The SS 
hordes invading Russia were in- 
structed to shoot all Russian Jews 
wuerever they were encountered. 

The Weak Disappear 


By the end of 1542, however, Ger- 
many felt the need for foreign 
labor and the remaining able- 
bodied Jews were sent to work 
camps. The women, old men and 
children all disappeared into the 
gas chambers, 

The sluvery of the able-bodied 
and the execution of the frail con- 
tinued until the beginning of 1944, 
by which tame the Nazis had 
reached the satumation point of 
their cruelty. More than five mil- 
lion Jews had beer liquidated and 
the remaiming ones were no longer 
regarded as a “problem,” as Hitler 
saw it.

He bargained Hungarian 
Jews, then in the hands of the 
Budapest Gestapo, arainst money 
or jewels and promises of more 
money and jewels. 

Only 10,000 Arrive 

Thirty thousand Jews were de- 
ported in this manner from Hun- 
gary and the SS promised that they 
would be allowed to leave for Swit- 
zerland. Only 10,000, however, ar- 
rived here. 

As for the others, they were kept 
in Austria, though not ill treated. 

This operation was most remun- 
erative for Becher. For each Jew 
he deported from Hungary, Becher 
received from Premier Szalassi's 
Quisling Government 1200 pengoes 
for “transport expenses.” 

Only promises were made — and 
never kept, says Kastner. Gestapo 
Chief Himmler, he added, was fully 
informed of the “deal” and was 
ready to release all the Jews in his 
hand—some 800.000.

A few days before leaving for London Jackson visited F.B.I. officials 
in New York on June 11, 1945. Here he had, probably not at his own 
wish, his first meeting with several powerful Jewish organisations who 
had already made quite clear to him they wanted a hand in running 
the trial. In an office provided by the F.B.I. in the Federal Building, 
three leading lawyers, Judge Nathan Perlman, Dr Jacob Robinson, and 
Dr Alexander Kohanski, came to exert pressure on behalf of a coali- 
tion of representative American organisations. 

They began by heaping picturesque praise on Jackson’s first report 
to the president, which had now been published, describing it as ‘like 
rain on the desert to the Jews.’ While others had looked for precedents 
in the seventeenth or eighteenth centuries, they flattered him, Jackson 
had taken his ‘from the twenty-second century.’ 

These lawyers, who greatly impressed him by their intelligence and 
erudition, had hopefully read into his report to the president the im- 
plication that he intended to treat the Nazi persecution of the Jews as 
a crime in its own right. Dr Robinson handed him a copy of the Treaty 
of Sévres in which the Allies had laid down penalties on the Turks for 
their atrocities against the Armenians during World War One. This 
might serve as a useful precedent. Robinson also suggested that the 
tribunal prosecute Alfred Rosenberg in his capacity as chief Nazi phi- 
losopher: they were not seeking vengeance, swore Robinson, ‘nor, of 
course, compensation for Jewish losses.’ 


HOW GREAT were those losses? inquired Jackson, seeking a figure to use 
at the coming trial. ‘Six million,’ responded Dr Robinson, and indi- 
cated that the figure included Jews in all Nazi-occupied lands ‘from 
the Channel to Stalingrad.’ 

Jackson noted that day: 


100 NUREMBERG, THE LAST BATTLE 
I was particularly interested in knowing the source and reliability of his 
estimate as I know no authentic data on it. 


Robinson said that he had arrived at his figure by extrapolation from 
the known statistics for the Jewish population in 1929 and those be- 
lieved to be surviving now. In other words his figure was somewhere 
between a hopeful estimate and an educated guess. “The differences 
are assumed to be killed or in hiding, he said. Given the turmoils and 
tragedies of a war-torn Europe ravaged by bombs and plagues, it was 
not a data basis on which a statistician would properly have relied. 
Where were the shifting frontiers? Who, indeed, was a Jew? These were 
questions about which cartographers, ethnographers, religious fanat- 
ics, and politicians are still at each other’s throats. Six million? By sad 
but extraordinary coincidence, the American Jewish community had 
raised a similar outcry about a ‘holocaust’ a quarter of a century ear- 
lier, after World War One. In a 1919 speech the governor of New York, 
Martin Glynn, had claimed that ‘six million’ Jews were being extermi- 
nated.*93 

The delegation expressed to Jackson their fears that the Allies would 
choose the less onerous course, of merely prosecuting the Nazis for 
lesser offences. These men wanted a decision based on the persecu- 
tion of the Jews which, they averred, all the post-war trials so far con- 
ducted had side-stepped. They even asked for a separate court to try 
these charges, and failing that they asked for the right to have an ami- 
cus curie in Jackson’s courtroom to ‘represent the six million slaugh- 
tered.’ 

Foreseeing inevitable problems, Jackson demurred. All the other 
persecuted minorities would then feel entitled to the same rights. He 
gave the delegation no encouragement, but promised to think about 
it. Having obviously failed in that mission, they then asked him at least 
to appoint an officer on his staff specifically to handle their angle.’

“2, Children’s Aid—This is div- 
ided into three branches, The closed 
children’s houses were half opened. 
About 4,000 children are now reg- 
istered in the records of this de- 
partment. Mostly they are orphans 
or have lost one parent. Most of 
them are threatened with phthisis 
and require special aid and food. 
An up-to-date branch organized in

“Two boarding houses have also 
been established, one in Lublin for 
40 and one in Chorzow for 80 
children, in addition to two chil- 
dren’s institutes in Cracow for 80 
and in Bialystok for 60. Assistance 
includes rest rooms and partial 
boarding house for 170 children in 
Cracow and a children’s school for 
100 in Lodz. A children’s school for 
50 in Czenstochowa. 

“Direct assistance consists of as 
follows: for mothers and orphans 
with one parent, 500 zloty month- 
ly. Cash assistance to Poles keeping 
Jewish children 1,000 zloty month- 
ly providing sick children with food, 
especially with fats. Such aid is 
given to $27 children in Cracow, 
365 in Warsaw, 300 in Lodz, 250 
in Kielce, 200 in Katowice, 200 in 
Lublin, 140 in Czenstochowa, 117 
in Bialystock, and 100 in Przmysl. 
All this aid is quite insufficient and 
my observation shows that lack of 
funds is reflected fbadly in the 
health of the children, These chil- 
dren must be directed to boarding 
houses and children's homes. In my 
opinion there are almost no healthy 
Jewish children in Poland. 

“3, Productivization Branch—Dr. 
Abraham Berman told me that in 
this the — attention is paid 
to direct Jewi to pro- 
ductive work on oath ce rebuild- 
ing of the Polish state and the 
Jewish nation. Productivization in- 
cludes the making possible of em- 
ployment of qualified workers in 
their professions, teaching skills to

tives employing 1300 were created. 
225 mechanical workshops and 50 
companies have been set up employ- 
ing 2,965. Three hundred and sev- 
enty-five specialists have been di- 
rected to various institutions, and 
175 school workshops for non-qual- 
ified youths have been organized, In 
all 5,115 have found this type of 
employment. 

"Summarizing this, Dr. Sommer- 
stein told me, ‘In June the Jews 
of Poland numbered 100,000, Thirty 
thousand more came from the camps 
during this month making 2 total 
of 130,000.

Department of Information, 
Propaganda and Culture—This de- 
partment created a Jewish press 
agency which has issued some se 
offictal reports and has organized 
72 radio broadcasts. Eight issues of

large city Jewish concerts are or- 
ganized. In Lodz dramatic circles 
are functioning. In Czonstochowa 
and Lodz sport clubs have been 
opened. The department contribures 
to the fight against the remains of 
Hitler ideology in Poland, against 
fascism in all its forms and against 
anti-semitism. 

“6. Central Historical Commission 
—This commission is gathering all 
materials, documents, and photo- 
graphs illustrating the martyrology 
of Polish Jews and of the Jews of 
all Europe.

Already enorm- 
ous archives have been collected 
with authentic documents on Hitler, 
Himmler, and others which illus- 
trate the whole organization and 
technique of the extermination of 
the Tews.

Assails White Paper Policy 


Pointing out that because of the 
White Paper only 65,000 Jews were 
able to find refuge from the Nazi 
terror, the leader of the World 
Zionist Organization stressed that 
“if it had not been for the impedi- 
ments placed in our way by the 
White Paper policy, many tens of 
thousands migat have been saved.” 
The White Paper, he added, “set 
a gulf between the British Govern- 
ment and the Jewish people.” 

Dr. Weizmenn disclosed that a 
Zionist program on the major pol- 
itical issue had been submitted to 
the British Government last Oc- 
tober and May, and he asked for 
a speedy decision on a recent re- 


quest for 100,000 certificates to al- 
low remnants of European Jewry 
te enter Palestine. 

Stressing that the allocation of 
certificates under the White Paper 
was almost exhausted, he asked: 
“Are we then, to read over the 
gates of Palestine; ‘No Jews need 
apply here’? Could any fair-mind- 
ed man read it—after all that has 
happened—and not hid his head 
in shame?” Simultaneously he 
appealed to all governments to 
grant free exit to all Jews desiring 
to go to Palestine. “I appeal to 
the conscience of the world,” he 


said, “to let my people go.” 


Deplores Exclusion of Jews 


He described as “a sad comment- 
ary on the peculiar political mor- 
ality of this world” the fact that 
States had been admitted to the 
San Francisco Conference with the 
ink on their war declarations hard- 
ly dry, while the Jews, who had 
lost 6,000,000 victims to Nazism in 
Europe, had more than 1,000 sol- 
diers in all Allied Armies, 35,000 


Palestinian volunteers and a brig- 
ade of their own were “relegated 
to the corridor.” The continuance 
“of this anomaly is intolerable,” 
Dr. Weizmann said. “Is that strug- 
gle,” he asked, “to bring to the 
Arabs all the fulfillment of all 
their hopes, and to the Jews mere- 
ly the realization of ali their 
fears?” 


Dwelling on tie contribution 
made by the Jews to the United 
Nations war effort, Dr. Weizmann 
said the Arabs had “tremendous 
gains to register in terms of polit- 
ical emancipation and potential 
unity as a result of the last war 
and the present war—gains which 
I do not begrudge them, but which 
in simple truth must be admitted 


to be utterly incommensurate with 
their sufferings and sacrifices and 
with their contribution to the 
common cause.” 

He pledged cooperation with the 
Arabs in a Jewish Palestine, de- 
elaring that the Arabs in Palestine 
will retain their possessions, their 
cultural, religious and linguistic 
identity as well as complete equal- 
ity of rights. 


Labor Party Leaders Support Zionism 


Dr, Weizmann, referring to the 
new British Labor Government, 
said that the Zionist movement 
had never linked its destinies with 
any political parties. He noted, 
however, “with singular satisfac- 
tion” the Labor Party leader's sup- 
port of Zionism in the past. He 
recalled the solid vote of the 
British Labor Party against the 


White Paper and its pro-Zionist 
resolutions, stressing that when the 
White Paper was adopted Herbert 
Morrison, now Lord President of 
the Council, had declared that that 
document would not be binding 
on subsequent governments. 

He paid tribute to Winston 
Churchill, calling him a sincere 
fviend of the Zionist movement. 


Warns Against Prolongation of Agony 


The Zionist leader emphasized 
that the primary responsibility of 
enunciating a new policy with re- 
gard to Palestine is Britain's, but 
he recalled the declaration on the 
Palestine problem by both major 
American political parties and the 
endorsement of the Zionist cause 
both by the late President Roose~ 
velt and by President Truman, 
He appealed to the United Nations, 
particularly the United States and 
Soviet Russia, “to give their ap- 
proval and support to the righting 
of an ancient wrong.” 

While disclosing that he had 
good reason to believe that the 
British Government will revise its 
Palestine policy “as soon aS the 
European war was over,” and that 
the tendency toward postponing 
settlement of the question was not 
surprising in view of the urgent 
questions on the international 
agenda, Dr. Weizmann warned 
that delay would only mean “the 
prolongation of the agony of the 
Jewish survivors in Europe, the 
growing of tension, and finally a 
crisis.” 


“Unless there is a clear road,” 
he said, “the position is bound to 
deteriorate. Our people in Europe 
are going under, while in the 
Middle East new facts are being 
created which are calculated to 
prejudge the issue. It cannot be 
expected that a people should look 
with equanimity on the agony of 
their brothers who have survived 
so fearful a holocaust, and on the 
liquidation of their national home, 
the foundations of which are laid 
with so much devotion. I am 
speaking as a person for whom 
cooperation with His Majesty's 
Government has been a funda- 
mental article of faith and who 
for twenty-eight years has preach~ 
ed forebearance in relation to 
Britain,” 

Dr. Weizmann concluded his ad- 
dress with an appeal to the Jews 
in Palestine ‘‘not ta lose heart, to 
stand fast and continue with set 
face against attempt by a handful 
of irresponsible men to distort the 
legitimate political struggle by 
suicidal resort to terrorism.”

Follow- 
ing the official ending of hostilities 
and the tumu.2 of victory cele- 
brations, our first feelings of re- 
lief and thankfulness were too 
deep for words, too profound to 
find expression in any ordinary 
terms. But now we are deeply 
aware that our feelings must 
translate themselves into practical 
measures. We must now turn at 
once to the tremendous tasks of 
peace. Victory alone is not peace. 
The vision of a new world with 
justice and freedom for all rises 
before us, and it is our task, the 
task of all freedom-loving people 
throughout the world, to keep 
that vision bright and unobscured. 
As we take steps to rebuild a 
shattered world, to bind up and 
heal the wounds of these long 
years of slaughter, it must be our 
constant: aim—our indivisable pur- 
pose—to build 2 true and lasting 
peace—a peace wherein all man- 
kind can find a free and happy 
life because the only real peace 
will be that peace which means 
freedom for all human beings to 
live their lives without fear. Only 
such @ peace will bring healing to 
a war-ravaged world, restore sta- 


bility and re-establish faith and 
confidence in the future. And ne- 
ver was faith so greatly needed 
as today when we stand awed and 
even bewildered at the dawn of 
a new era—the era of atomic en- 
ergy, fearsome of what this may 
mean to mankind. 

We have indeed much to think 
on as we enter this new year of 
5706. But this we know. The Jew- 
ish people, who fought so valiant- 
ly and suffered so bitterly in the 
great fight for freedom and dem- 
ocracy—will be in the vanguard 
of the builders of peace. More 
thant 1,000,000 eJwish soldiers 
fought in the armies of the Allied 
Natipns. But Jewish suffering gots 
back not six but twelve years 


Twelve bitter years of terror and 


oppression at the brutal hands of 
the Nazis. Almost (G000000) Jews 
were wiped out during thes? 
years, the most bitter in the long 
history of Jewish martyrdom 
Some of the greatest centres of 
Jewish learning, from which for 
centuries past Jewry drew its 
strength and inspiration, have 
been destroyed. There remains 
but a pitifully small remnant of 
a once strong and virile Jewish 
community in Europe. A few hun- 
dred thousand Jewish men, wom- 
en and orphaned children, bro- 


ken in body and spirit. To these 
peace brings their one hope clo- 
ser, the hope that they cherished 


through all the dark days, the 
hope ‘of a: home, in a land of their 
own, in Palestine, where they 
may rebuild their brocken lives 
Palestine, alone offers the most 
effective means of rehabilitation 
to the survivors of the dread con-. 
centration camps. 


And the Jewish people, who in 
war, and before, long years be- 
fore, stood up against the forces 
of tyranny and oppression, have 
surely won the right at long last, 
of 2 homeland of their own, of a 
place among the free nations of 
the world. The doors of Palestine 
must be opened to all who seek 
succor there and the. Jewish peo- 
ple must take their rightful place 
in Palestine, with all free people 
of the world, 


As we unite in solemn prayer on 
this Rosh Hashonah, let us pray 
that this New Year 5706 will wit- 
ness the establishment of a Jew- 
ish Commonwealth in Eretz Israel, 
a homeland for our people, a bas- 
tion of democracy in a world of 
peace.

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DAY OF ATONEMENT 
OBSERVED BY JEWS 


Yom Kippur Fast Will End at 
Sunset—Rabbis Call for 
Human Brotherhood 


Jews the world over began yes- 
terday at sundown the observance 
of Yom Kippur, the Day of Atone- 
ment, most sacred day in their re- 
ligious calendar, by attending Kol 
Nidre services in temples and syna- 
porues. 

The holiday, which will end at 
sunset today, is marked by a twen- 
ty-four-hour fast by the devout, 
who, through prayer and penitence, 
seek forgiveness of sins and rededi- 
cation to God. 

Jewish members of the armed 
forces in Tokyo and Berlin, in 
Manila and Calcutte and in other 
remote places attended services. 
Many soldiers and sailors in do- 
mestic camps and stations received 
furloughs and leaves to spend the 
holiday at home. 

Rabbis in sermons here empha- 
sized the need for penitence of all 
mankind and for realization of the 
ideal of human brotherhood, espe- 
cially in view of the development 
of atomic power. 

In Temple Emanu-El, Sixty-fifth 
Street and Fifth Avenue, Rabbi 
Nathan A. Perilman declared that 
“not until the religious conception 
of man is accepted by all the world 
will we be free from the tensions 
and strife and insecurity thet has 
characterized life for so long.” 

“Tt is in religion that man, child 
of God, is truly understood,” he 
continued. “It will be through re- 
ligion that man will be restored, 
lifted above the mean role which 


the last generation has assigned to 
him, freed from the enslavement of 


immutable economic laws and 
made once again the real being 
that he is rather than clay on the 
wheel of a potter. Through religion 
man will be as God made him, ‘lit- 
tle lower than the angels and 
crowned with glory and henor.’”’ 


Brotherhood of Man 

Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise, before 
the Free Synagogue in Carnegie 
Hall, said: 

“Banishment from the brother- 
hood of man has been én awful 
fate, but, despite the most griev-

Seven thousand Jews in liberated 
Czechoslovakia committed suicide in the 
fast few weeks, They returned from the 
concentration camps to find their homes 
gone, their families massacred and op- 
portunities for employment closed to 
them. They made repeated attempts to 
build a new life for themselves in 
Czechoslovakia or to emigrate overseas, 
but all doors were closed.

This is only one of many such reports 
that reach us almost daily from the coun- 
tries of Europe.

By 
their failure to take a strong stand the 
great democratic powers gave Hitler the 
green light to destroy European Jewry. 
And when hundreds of thousands, per- 
haps millions, of Jews could have been 
saved from the claws of the Nazi beast, 
it was Great Britain which refused to 
admit them to Palestine—their only 
haven. 


When we voiced these accusations, of- 
ficial British spokesmen invariably took 
cover behind “the exigencies of war.” 
These flimsy excuses for a brutal palicy, 
unprecedented in the history of human 
misery, were always morally offensive.

‘Giant ‘Zionist Rally 
Blames Britain for Jewish Deaths 


By ALVIN ROSENFELD 
The campaign for a free Jew- 
fish state in Palestine stepped up 


today, inspired by a giant rally 
at which Britain's policy of dras- 
tic restrictions on immigration 
-to the Holy Land was condemned 
as imperialistic and inhumane. 

The mass meeting, announced 
six days ago when Britain re- 
vealed her decision not to open 
Palestine’s doors to homeless, des- 
titute Jews. brought throngs to 
Madison Square Garden last 
night. 

While an overflow crowd of 
45,000 listened through amplifiers 
in blocked-off streets, 22,000 peo- 
pie in the packed Garden solemn- 
y chanted in unison a demand 
that Palestine be “opened wide 
to free Jewish immigration." 

While "we waited patiently for 
the fulfillment of Great Britains 
pledges 10 the Jewish people,” 
they said, Jews were 
killed in Europe. The British gov- 
ernment bears a great share of 
the responsibility tor the Jewish 
tragedy in Europe." 

“Our patience is at an end,” 
the huge audience said in one 
voice. “We shall not continue to 
suffer British injustice silently." 
They read from printed postcards 
which were then signed and 
mailed 10 Ambassador Halifax, 


A Mobilization Call 

Their pledge was an answer to 
the call issued at the rally by Dr, 
Abba Hillel Silver, co-chairman 
of the American Zionist Emer: 
gency Council, for “total mobiliza- 
tion” of world Jewry in the fight 
for Palestine. 

“From here on,” he said, "every 
loval Jew becomes a soldier in 
the Army of Jewish liberation.” 

At the rally, sponsored by the 
Emergency Council, speaker 
after speaker demanded State 
Dept. intervention and recalled 
Britain's unredeemed promises to 
the Jew. 

Mayor LaGuardia declared that 
Britain first promised to estab- 
lish a Jewish Commonwealth 28 
years ago, while Gov.

Dewey and Poling Speak 

“We call tonight for the re- 
demption of this and all the 
similar pledges,’ Dewey said. 
“The conscience of civilization 
must find expression. It can wait 
no jonger.” 

Mayor LaGuardia demanded 
that the State Dept. make “some 
display of Statesmanship and not 
of schmooz (talk)" on the Zionist 
problem and also warned that "we 
will hold the President of the U. 5. 
responsible’ if the gates of Pales- 
tine are not opened. 

Dr. Danie! A. Poling, editor of 
the Christian Herald and New 
York Post columnist, warned that 
the fallure to keep the pledge

More than 70,000 men and wo- 
men — Jews and non-Jews alike —- 
jammed New York's gigantic Mad- 
ison Square Garden and packed 
the streets outside to cheer Dr. 
Silver's call to action, and to cheer 
again as Governor Dewey of New 
York, Dr. Stephen S. Wise, joint 
chairman with Dr. Silver of the 
Council, Mayor La Guardia and

Governor Dewey charged that 
the independent Arab states which 
oppose “this sacred right™ of the 
Jewish people were denying the 
very principles on which these 
Arab states were founded at the 
end of World War I. Governor 
Dewey also reminded Prime Min- 
ister Attlee that the Labor Party 
last May had urged the re-openin 
of Palestine to the Jews and call 
for the “redemption of this and all 
the other pledges. 

“We call for action in accord- 
ance with our own traditions of 
justice and humanity. We speak on 
behalf of the survivors of Nazi 
terror who still live in misery. We 
call out in their name that they 
gust not be left to die in camps. 
We say that those outside the 
camps must not be forced to re- 
main in an atmosphere poisoned by 
the memory of unbelievable hor- 
rors and the all-pervasive after- 
math of years on anti-Semitic pro- 
paganda.” 

Declaring that the Jews are en- 
titled to the fundamental rights of 
free men, a home of their own, in 
a land where they could live as free 
and equal men and women, the 
Governor asserted emphatically: 
“That place is Palestine, their 
homeland! 

“What is needed today is not 
mere sympathy: what is needed is 
action. We have a right to ask — 
we have a right to insist — that 
these victims of Nazi oppression 
he given.not pity, not words, but 
justice by action!” 

Governor Dewey's words were 
made the more impressive by the 
reading of two cabled pleas re- 
ceived by Dr. Silver and Dr, Wise. 
One came from Erich Nelhans, 
president of the surviving Jewish 


community in Berlin, which plead- 
ed that “Eretz Yisrael is our only 
hope,” and begged, “Please rescue 
us!” The second came from Major 
Judah Nadich, Jewish chaplain 
who is adviser to Gen. Eisenhower 
on the problem of displaced Jewish 
persons. It read: 


Mayor La Guardia 


Mayor La Guardia, who made 
an unscheduled appearance as a 
speaker, drew repeated ovations 
from the audience by his terse, 
challenging statements. f 

“I address myself to our State 
Department and I say: “We de- 
mand some display of statesman- 
ship and not of schmooz!™ he de- 
clared, and again, speaking of the 
visit to this country of Lord 
Keynes, British financial expert, he 
drew applause and laughter when 
he said: 

“I would like to remind my good 
friend, Lord Halifax, who made a 
speech to the American people in- 
dicating he wanted to borrow some 
money for his government, that 
the best way to establish credit is 
to convince people that the bor- 
rower knows how to keep his 
word!" 

Dr. Silver in his address paid 
tribute to President Truman for 
“performing an admirable service 
to the cause of humanity by dis- 
patching a letter to Prime Minister 
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Attlee requesting that 100,000 cer- 


tificates be made immediatel 
available to our people,” but added. 

“You realize, of course, that 
your request of Great Britain, even 
when granted, is not the solution 
of the Jewish problem which exist- 
ed long before the war and which 
is continuing after the war. It is 
not a refugee . It cannot 
be solved by palliative relief mea- 
sures. It is the age-old problem of 
Jewish national homelessness, 
which has been the fontal source 
of our tragedies throughout the 
ages.” 

Referring to those anti-Zionist 
Jews who called upon the President 
Saturday to explain to him that 
there was a® difference 
rescue and a Jewish State, Dr. 
Silver exclaimed: 

“Oh yes, indeed, they sdid better 
than they thought when they said 
there was a difference between 
rescue and a Jewish State! We 
know rescue. Have we not rescued 
and rescued again throughout the 
‘years? Now we want a i 
State to put an end to that endless 
need for rescue of Jews! 

“Who does not want a Jewish 
State?-he demanded, and as he 
replied to his own question, boos 
greeted the names: 

“The American Jewish Commit- 
tee does not want a Jewish State. 
The Council fot Judaism does ‘not 
want a Jewish State. The New 
York Times does not want a Jew- 
ish State.

I went to the camp the day 
after the hunger strike, and I 
could not help feeling that while 
ine limelights were turned on the 
Belsen trial in nearby Luneburg, 
former inmates of Belsen are 
nevertheless being only too 
quickly forgotten by a world en- 
grossed In the troubles of the post- 
war era, Here survivors of the 
greatest tragedy that has occurred 
in Europe are left alone with their 
haunting memories near the place of 
the:r torture, feeling that human 
ssmpathy and conscience are little 
more than myths. 

The camp is now accommodating 
17900 inmates, of which 11.000 are 
Jews, original inmates of the Beisen 
aeath camp. The rest consist mostly 
ef Poles, Balts, and other nationali- 
tres who have not come from Belsen 
cump but have worked in Germany 
as Slave labourers. Of the original 
imtnates of Belsen, 23,000 have died 
since the camp was liberated by the 
British troops on April 15. Twenty- 
ene thousand were Polish, Hungar- 
iin. German, Greek, and other Jews. 
Each of the survivors has seen mem- 
bers uf his or her family sent to the 
kus chambers or tortured to death.

Jewish inmates. : 

Survivors of Belsen are being 
treated in the same way as all other 
displaced persons in Germany In 
some respects they are perhaps 
treated even better. Yet the principle 
that ail displaced persons should be 
treated equally makes utter nonsense 
in the case of Belsen people. A slave 
labourer who work on a German 
farm for years, and was tolerably 
fed, can perhaps do with the 1,900 
calories ration. But this is utterly 
inadequate for people who have been 
systematically starved for many 
years, and whose health has been 
sapped in the death comp ate 
sphere. The rooms in the rracks 
are overcrowded, though not more soa 
than in other camps for displaced 
persons.

Yet this abstract prin- 
ciple fails to do justice tu the reality 
here. The Jews have, in fact, suffered 
as Jews and not as Poles or Hun- 
gaTians, and they have suffered in- 
comparably more than non-Jews. 
Their sufferings alone would have 
been enough to develop a special 
Jewish separatism among them. 

In addition, they meet with un- 
abated hostility from their non- 
Jewish countrymen inside the camp 
itself. On the day when I visited the 
camp they were wiping off the 
elogan: “We want Foland without 
Jews" which had been chalked on 
the walls. Odd Jews keep on reach- 
ing the camp straight from Poland 
and tell stories about pogroms still 
prion place in Poland, this time 
Staged not by Hitler's S.S., but by 
Poles themselves.

THE JEWISH PROBLEM MUST 
BE SOLVED NOW 


by NAHUM 


N the last few weeks the Jewish problem, one 

of the most urgent and tragic of our times, 
has again claimed headlines in the daily press. 
And yet it is not a new problem. The reason 
for its immediacy is that with war's end the ex- 
tent of the Jewish tragedy has become known. 
Facts so horrible and fantastic that millions re- 
fuse to believe them, have become so evident 
that the conscience of even this not too sensi- 
tive generation feels obligated to find a solu 
tion to the problem. 

That which we see today is the result of two 
historical facts: The age-old Jewish homeless- 
ness, and its aggravation by the nazi extermina- 
tion policy. It is only because of the homeless- 
ness of the Jewish people, dispersed all over the 
world, persecuted and discriminated against 
in many parts of it, that Hitler's policy of an- 
nihilation could have been undertaken at all, 
Asa result, the world now faces a Jewish prob- 
lem so urgent there can be no further delay in 
solving it. There are two aspects involved: 
(1) the immediate problem of placing Jews sur- 
viving in the formerly Hitler-dominated coun- 
tries of Europe, the remnant of over seven mil- 
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lion, and (2) the fundamental problem of 
normalizing the status of the Jewish people. 

Let us first analyze the immediate problem. 
Approximately six million Jews were killed or 
starved to death by the nazis during the war. 
Today there are one and one-half million Jews, 
in Europe. 

The position of these surviving Jews is one 
of indescribable misery and poverty. They have 
lost everything—not only their capital and prop- 
erty, but their most essential possessions, They 
have neither clothing nor dwelling places. 
Everything was taken by the nazis or the col- 
laborationists to whom the nazis turned over 
Jewish property, One might think that with the 
physical extermination of 80 per cent of Euro- 
pean Jewry, there would be no problem for 
those who survived, But it is one of the most 
glaring and tragic manifestations of the deeply 
rooted character of anti-semitism and of the 
anomaly of the Jewish position, that, although 


six_million have been exterminated, the prob- 


lem of the one and one-half million survivors is 
greater and more acute than it was before nazi 
liquidation. ;

@ The historic connection of the Jewish 
people with Palestine dates from Biblical

@ Inour own day, in 1917, Great Britain, rec- 
ognizing this historic connection, issued the 
Balfour Decloration pledging the develop- 
ment of Palestine os a National Home for the 
Jewish people. 


@ In July, 1922, the League-of Nations—52 
member nations—gove to Great Britain the 
Mandate over Palestine to facilitate Jewish 
immigration and -close settlement by the 
Jews on the land, for the purpose of estoblish- 
ing a Jewish Homeland.

@ In 1939, CONTRARY TO THESE LEGAL 
GUARANTEES, and in viclotion of its ogree- 
ment with the United Stotes of America, 
Great Britain issued a White Poper nullifying 
the terms of the Mandate, and closing the 
doors of Palestine to further Jewish immigra- 
tion ond lond purchase. 


As a direct result of this ection, hundreds of 
thousands were borred from their own home- 
land, and left to ruthless sloughter by the 
Nozis. Protests to Great Britain went un- 
heeded. The excuse always was, “Military 
Expediency.” 


@ In 1944, however, both the Republican and

Washington—There were ghosts 
at the state banquets for Prime 
Ministers Attlee and Mackenzie 
King here last night—the ghosts 
of the Jews the Germans 
murdered in Europe during the 
war, 

Flesh and blood rabbis repre- 
sented the wralths. A delegation 
of several hundred of them has 
been in Washington for the past 
two days to urge that Palestine be 
opened up te Jewish immigration. 

But the wraiths were more reai, 
in a-sense, than the rabbis. For 
it is the terrible fate that befell] 
that that is the primary 
force that moves American policy 
on Paiestine. This force is a de- 
sire to save the Jews who survive. 

This desire is moving the Tru- 
man Administration toward taking 
some kind of a share of the 
responsibility for saving the Jews 
by opening up Palestine to them, 
the best information here indicates. 
How far the United States will go 


in this remains to be seen. 

Responsible men here hope that 
the American people realize what 
they are gefiing into if this gov- 
ernment accepts responsibility for 
a Zionist policy. They are getting 
into a lot of trouble, 

If a large number of Jews are 
allowed into Palestine, the results 
ean be predicted with all the ac- 
curacy of the simplest chemical 
reaction.

that British Zionist have been 
considerably embarrased in re- 
cent weeks by certain activities in 
Washington. 

First of all, there was President 
Trumdn’s letter to Prime Minister 
Attlee, the gist of which was per- 
mitted to leak out in Washington. 
Then there was the unfortunate 
affair of Charles Ross’ statement 
ut a press conference that no letter 
had been received from Mr. Attlee 
in answer to the President's de- 
marche. Now, while Washington 
continues to put pressure on the 
British Government to open the 
doors of Palestine to unrestricted 
Jewish immigration, which might 
well provoke great bloodshed‘ in 
the Middle East, we learn that the 
few American troops who were in 
Palestine have all been with- 
drawn, 

There are people in Washington 
who believe that the British do not 
wish for American penetration into 
the Middle East. This is a complete 
delusion. The British Government 
would like to encourage American 
interest in the Middie East on the 
basis that we should have an extra 
friend in a difficult part of the 
world. 

If America wishes to help to build 
a real home for the Jews in Pales- 
tine, she must be prepared to shoul- 
der sume of the responsibility. It 
is not €nough merely to give advice 
which, though no doubt arising 
mainly from philanthropic motives, 
is recognized to be partly inspired 


by political managers, who are 
keeping a shrewd ecyc cocked on the 
Jewish vate, 

Six million Jews have been mur- 
dered in the list six years and the 
problem of finding a home for the 
two or three million European Jews 
who remain is one of urgent im- 
portance. 

One way in which America could 
help would be by admitting some 
of these Jews to the United States. 
I believe that, if the United States 
Government would offer to admit 
40,000 Jews, the British Government 
would be prepared to issue 50,000 
immigration certificates into Pales- 
tine and to admit the balance of 
some 20,000 into Great Britain. It 
should be borne in mind that a con- 
siderable proportion of these un- 
happy people have friends and re- 
lations in the United States and 
would rather go there than to Pales- 
tine, 


A solution such as I have pro- 
posed would be just and fair, and 
would relieve England and America 
of the Arab imputation that we are 
trying to give rein to our human- 
itarian and philanthropic instincts 
entirely at the expense of the Arabs. 
A gesture of this kind would have 
far-reaching results. It would not 
onty provide an immediate home 
fer the 112,000 Jews, but it would 


immensely strengthen the moral 
authority of Britain and America in 
Arab eyes.

Mr May was introduced hy 
Rabbi Benjamin Sehultz who in 
turn Was presented by Brigadier 
Samson Hodges, of the Rotary 
foreign affairs committee. 

The rabbi effered “a timetable” 
of Jewish yearning for Palestine 
from 70 AD. when the temple in 
Jerusalem was destroyed, to the 
present. After 2.000 years of per- 
secution, he said, there. came the 
Balfour Declaration in 1917, with 
ratification by Congress in 1922 
and the subsequent immigration 
of 690.0% to Palestine from all 
over the world.
